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President's Message 


_“Lord,. Thou hast been our dwelling place in all generations. Before the moun- 
tains were brought forth, or ever Thou hadst formed the earth and the world, even 
from everlasting to everlasting Thou art God.” 

As we assemble in this year’s convention our thoughts go back over the one hun- 
dred years in the life of our church that closed with 1943. A century has passed for 
our church in this land. As we consider this, these words of the psalmist become a 
living reality. From generation to generation for more than 900 years in the land of 
our fathers and now for a hundred years in America, He has been our God. He has 
shown His loving kindness, mercy and grace throughout war and peace, prosperity 
and depression, strife and quiet, in all the changing conditions that have met our peo- 
ple. In the lowly pioneer cabins, whether in the deep forests of Wisconsin or on the 
prairies of the West, He has been our rock and our refuge. As our people have been 
on the march, seeking new homes and new dwelling places, through His church, the 
Word and the Sacraments, He has been a cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night. 

As we think on these things and are still before our God, the great thought and 
very heart of our Centennial meditations are the words of David: “Bless the Lord, 
O my soul: and all that is within me, bless His holy name. Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all His benefits.” This is the true note of worship for a child of 
God at a time like this. It is not what we have accomplished, nor the records of our 
successes and achievements that we seek to remember. It is God who has been our 
Father in Jesus Christ from generation to generation. It is Jesus Christ, our Lord and 
Savior, who loved us and redeemed us with His holy and precious blood and His in- 
nocent suffering and death. It is the Holy Spirit of God, who through Word and Sacra- 
ment has given the strength, the grace, the incentive and the power to accomplish 
what has been done. “Not unto us, not unto us, but unto Thy name be the glory.” 

This convention marks the beginning of our second century. Unknown years ahead 
call to us today. The marvelous love of God in Christ Jesus, past finding out, calls us 
to look to the future. Our answer should be: “I will take the cup of salvation and 
call upon the name of the Lord. I will pay my vows unto the Lord now in the pres- 
ence of all His people.” This should be a convention of consecration and dedication 
to the high and holy purpose, to abound in the work of the Lord. From humble and 
thankful hearts should arise the resolve to remain steadfast and immovable in Christ, 
ever to take the cup of salvation, His gospel, the message of Christ, and lift it high 
for all the people of the United States and Canada; yes, in every foreign mission 
field. This vow and this pledge should find its echo in every family, in every home and 
in every congregation. 

There are vows that should be made this day in humble gratitude, adoration and 
praise to the Lord our God. Such a heart and spirit will carry strength, inspiration 
and power to our church in all her activities in this opening of the second century. 
There will arise a firm resolve, by the grace of God, to go forward in the name of 
the Lord, to walk before Him, to be rooted and built up in Him and established in our 
holy faith. 

We think of the years that lie ahead. We can predicate so little about them. One 
thing we do know, our times are in God's hand. While we are in the midst of war: 
and strife, burdens and sorrows that have come and will come to so many of the 
homes of the church, we can only pray with that man of God: “Let Thy work appear 
unto Thy servants and Thy glory upon Thy children and let the fear of the Lord our 
God be upon us and establish Thou the work of our hands, yea, the work of our hands 


establish Thou it.” 
OUR COUNTRY 


Two years have passed since we assembled in convention. These have been serious 
and heart searching years in the lives of the members of our church and of the entire 
nation. When we met in 1942 we had just been projected into the war by the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor and the Philippines. Since that time there has been one hap- 
pening after the other within the border of our country as well as throughout the 
world that has brought this war and its results more and more home to us. More 
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than 10,000,000 men have gone out from our homes into the military service of the 
country. All over the world they are fighting, struggling and dying. Millions are in 
training in the home camps, waiting to come up for their turn. In the homes there are 
fathers, mothers, wives, relatives and friends anxious about the outcome for their 
dear ones. The tide of battle presses forward on all battlefronts. Beginning with the 
disastrous attack by the Japanese on December 7, 1941, today the situation is changed 
so that our men, together with the Allied forces, are pressing on more and more to- 
ward victory. It is a victory that is being bought at a costly price. The cost will in- 
crease in the months that lie ahead. Our youth is pouring out its life blood in Italy 
and in the Islands of the South Pacific to win for the world, under God, a new life 
in freedom for all peoples. 


CHAPLAINS—LUTHERAN CENTERS 


At present it is reasonable to consider that about 75,000 of our young men and 
some women have enlisted in the armed forces of our country. This is about 12% of 
our entire church membership. It means that in practically all the homes where there 
are men with the physical requirements, at least one has entered the service. Our Army 
and Navy has now increased to more than ten million men. The churches are mak- 
ing a strenuous effort to reach and serve these men. Our Government has shown un- 
derstanding for the needs of spiritual services to the men in the armed forces. It is 
anxious that the pastors of the Christian church, who are fitted for it, shall enter the 
chaplaincy. From our church there are today 66 chaplains in the Army, 32 in the 
Navy, or a total of 98. More pastors are making application for entrance into the 
chaplaincy. 

In addition to the regular service by our chaplains as officers in the Army and 
Navy, the churches of the National Lutheran Council, in a number of places, have 
established Lutheran Service Centers. Here men can come and meet what one would 
call a civilian pastor and also be given a touch of home and his home church. Here 
there is reading material, refreshment counters, and men and women who seek to 
make them feel at home. In addition to the social side of the work, regular services, 
devotions, and communions are conducted in these Centers. Hospital visitations and 
in general extending help to the soldiers and sailors is a part of the work. There is 
probably no service that the parents appreciate more highly than this Lutheran Center 
service by the united efforts of our churches in the National Lutheran Council. A fine 
piece of work has been done under the direction of Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, The work 
is receiving national recognition. The service men mention not only the chaplains in 
the military service but also the pastors and workers in the Lutheran Service Cen- 
ters in terms of admiration, appreciation and praise. 

The church owes a debt of gratitude and appreciation to the pastors who have 
gone into the chaplaincy and who are serving their country here and in foreign lands. 
Our prayers and deep interest go with them, as the representatives and contact men 
of the home churches to those who are directly engaged in this great struggle. 

In like manner, our thanks are due our several pastors who have left their con- 
gregations to bring the greeting and interest of the home congregations to the men 
at our Lutheran Service Centers. 

In order to give concrete evidence of this feeling and inasmuch as we expect more 
than the allotted quota for Lutheran World Action to be raised, the Board of Trus- 
tees and the Church Council approved paying out of such surplus the railroad fares 
for these chaplains attending this convention. 


WAR VETERANS 


The time is here when our pastors and congregations should seriously consider 
what they shall do for the young men when they return to their communities. A 
great many have gone out from our congregations and upon us rests a grave responsi- 
bility to seek to fit them into the life of the community and the congregation when 
they return, This will have to be more than a recognition service and kind expres- 
sions. A practical study must be made of where we will be able to help them, those 
who so wish to get a place and a home on a farm, either working for someone else 
or securing a farm for themselves; employment in the village or city; guidance and 
help toward resuming their education. Our pastors and congregations must work in 
conjunction with the committees that are set up in their communities to help the 
men in the military service when they return to their homes, so they can immediately 
enter into those interests and that life from which they were cut off so suddenly. It 
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should be especially the care of the churches to strengthen and help the spirit, hope 
and courage of those who have sent their sons and husbands into the service, and not 
the least when the tidings of death come to a home. We should be ready to give ex- 
pression to the Christian love and sympathy that above all they should find in their 
own congregations and from their own pastors. All this makes a tremendous pro- 
gram for our congregations. Young women who have married should be assisted; 
mothers who have been left with a group of children when the husband and father 
entered the service should be helped to carry on their lives. Those who in a spirit of 
recklessness have gone astray should be gently and lovingly cared for and safeguarded. 
These are some of the indications of war responsibilities that come even to the 
smallest hamlet and rural field in our church. 

These matters carefully planned might be considered by our pastors and people at 
pastoral conferences, circuit and congregational meetings, so that there might be a 
united endeavor to show our deep and abiding interest in those who have gone out 


from our midst. 
MIGRATIONS 


Those who have left our congregations on account of working conditions, settling 
in other parts of our country, should be reported immediately to the Membership 
Transfer Department, 408 5th Avenue South, Minneapolis, Minnesota. Personal let- 
ters from their home congregations, directing them to new church membership, will 
mean a great deal in many cases. 

Within our borders there has been one of the greatest migrations ever recorded 
within a single nation. Thousands upon tens of thousands have left their former homes 
to take up new existence in war industry areas. Cities of 10,000 to 40,000 have sprung 
up over night in places where war equipment is produced. New communities with 
new attitudes towards life and society have been established in the space of a few 
months. At the same time, smaller communities as well as farms in the Middle West 
have been depleted. For the sustaining of the war effort not only men but women have 
been called into the various services. Many of our younger women are now enrolled 
in the direct military service of the country. Not only single, but married women and 
mothers are found by the thousands working in the war industry plants. There has 
been an unsettling of society in its ordered and accepted form as possibly not known 
‘before. It has reached into our homes so that both father and mother are in this work 
and children in many cases are left to shift for themselves.

At the conclusion of this titanic struggle is the great question: What of the peace 
that is to be made? Will we be able to arrive at such a peace that the youth of the 
nations shall not be called again to go through this terrible sacrifice? Alone with Al- 
mighty God is the final answer. He alone knows the future and we can only implore 
Him for guidance and direction, that the spirit of His wisdom and fear might be upon 
those who guide and govern and that out of it might come a just and righteous peace 
which eventually will bring good will among all men. 

Back of all lurks that deepest of all dangers, which is inherent in al] humanity— 
sin. We remember the old story in the Bible History, dealing with the fall of man, 
which closes with this trite sentence: “And with sin came sickness and pain, sorrow 
and death into the world.” God grant that these tremendous events might press home 
to us more and more the deep reality of sin, not only in the life of humanity in gen- 
eral, but in each one of us individually. There is but one sure remedy aid safeguard. 
Nations will not beat their spears into pruning hooks and their swords into plow 
shares until the light of the cross and the moving love of God in Christ Jesus have 
touched the hearts of men far more than it has up to this day. May we labor earnestly 
and pray constantly to speed the spread of His Gospel, with the message that alone 
can transform the lives of human beings so that they will love one another. This is 
the call of the moment. This is our task. In a small way our church, which is neither 
large nor influential among the people of the nation, is called by Him to put her hand 
to the plow and not look back in the accomplishment of His will and His purpose 


among men. 
CENTENNIAL 


The year 1943 closed the one hundredth year of our existence as an organized 
church of congregations. Throughout our church Centennial Festivals and Days of 
Thanksgiving were held in the congregations and circuits. Because of war conditions, 
it was impossible to arrange for the great day of the feast, for the jubilee gathering 
of our entire church in one place. We can only hope and pray that the day will soon 


come when it will be possible to combine a Centennial Celebration and a Peace 
ubilee. . Å 
; Under the guidance of Dr. Bergsaker, programs for such Centennial services in 
the church were planned and with the aid of many willing workers the one hundred 
years of development and blessing under God were brought home to the great part 
of our constituency. Possibly this will have had as large and even greater meaning 
than if some thousands could have gathered in a large festival mass meeting. 


CENTENNIAL APPEAL AND FAITH IN ACTION 


Throughout the year Dr. Bergsaker and his assistants have continued the work of 
gathering the thankoffering. The immediate aim has been to secure the final payments 
on the pledges, that none should fall short in the fina] accounting of this great jubilee 
offering. The great majority have promptly and willingly paid their pledges but there 
are those who have fallen behind. Opportunity is also given to such as were not 
reached previously to have a part in this ingathering. 

The Faith in Action Program, seeking to help and guide congregations in the 
missionary effort of bringing in the unchurched and unsaved, has been carried on un- 
der the guidance of Dr. J. C. K. Preus and his assistants. Literature, meetings and 
conferences have been sponsored. The inspiration and genuine aid and help given 
has been sensed in many quarters. To the men and women who have so generously 
and gladly given time and effort, as well as means, to bring home the great purpose 
of the Centennial to our people, is due our grateful and generous thanks. 

It has been expressed by many that in some way the Faith in Action program 
should be continued as an assistance to the pastors and congregations in their work. 

When the original objectives for the Centennial appeal and ingathering have been 
reached and taken care of, the question will arise as to the distribution of the surplus 
in the fund. This convention should definitely decide as to time when allocation of 
said surplus shall take place. Many have expressed the thought that a committee 
should be selected in order to study carefully the distribution of these funds and re- 
port final action to our convention in 1946. The original plan contemplated that the 
Centennial Commission, composed of the Board of Trustees, the President, Secretary, 
and Treasurer of the church, should present such recommendations. No time, how- 
ever, was set for such final report. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


From the Board of Education the church will receive a detailed report of the 
work for the past biennium in Higher Christian Education. It is but necessary to 
draw attention to it here, together with the other activities of the church. 

The last convention met at the time when the Old Main at Luther College had been 
destroyed by fire. The convention endorsed an ingathering for Luther College to erect 
a new building. The goal was set at $300,000.00. Dr. Bergsaker assumed the direction 
of the campaign and we are happy to report that through the generosity of our peo- 
ple the goal has been more than reached. 

Concordia College has vigorously conducted its campaign for funds for Fjelstad 
Hall and for added buildings necessary to carry on the work. 

St. Olaf College sustained a great loss in the death of Dr. L. W. Boe. six months 
after our last convention. In his place the Board of Trustees of St. Olaf College 
elected Dr. C. M. Granskou, president of Augustana College, to fill the vacancy until 
this convention. He is placed in nomination for the full term of the presidency of 
the college. Dr. Boe had the joy of seeing the Library at St. Olaf finished and 
the opening of this building was one of the last college events in which he took part. 

Augustana College elected the Rev. L. M. Stavig, pastor of St. John’s Lutheran 
Church, Northfield, as president of the college. He has taken up his work and is now 
directing a campaign in their territory for funds for additional equipment and build- 
ings. 

Last summer Dr. O. A. Tingelstad resigned as president of Pacific Lutheran Col- 
lege. He put in many years of distinguished service, laying the foundation for a sound 
and broad culture, based on Christianity as the leaven of all true culture and train- 
ing. Through his efforts, the college advanced from an academy to an accredited Col- 
lege of Education. In its Liberal Arts College it has granted degrees to its first grad- 
uates. Dr. S. C. Eastvold, pastor of First Lutheran Church, Eau Claire, Wis., has 
been elected president and is now actively engaged in the work. 

Waldorf College, at the resignation of President J. Rendahl, selected the Rev. M. 
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O. Nilssen as his successor. Pastor Nilssen was for some time Dean of Religion at 
Luther College and later Home Mission pastor in Chicago. He has taken hold of the 
work in this new position with vigor and enthusiasm. Waldorf College receives warm 
and loyal support from the constituency in its territory. 

Augustana Academy has maintained its enrollment and service to our church in a 
praiseworthy manner. 

Camrose College in Canada and Clifton College, Clifton, Texas, are doing the 
same service for the youth of the land. 

Luther Theological Seminary is this year presenting the largest number of grad- 
uates in its history—sixty-two in number. This number was increased somewhat be- 
cause several of those who would have gone out for interneship in their third year 
oe in the Senior Class, on account of the great number of vacancies in our 
parishes. 

Prof. Theo. Huggenvik, who was elected Professor of Church History at the last 
convention, did not accept the election. It became the duty of the Church Council, to- 
gether with the Board of Education and the Theological Faculty to nominate a candi- 
date for this position to succeed Dr. C. M. Weswig, who consented to continue until 
his successor could be selected. 

At this meeting the Rev. Dr. Iver Iversen, President of the Canada District and 
part-time Professor of Theology in our Saskatoon Seminary, was nominated for the 
professorship in Church History. 

In addition to the above nomination, the joint meeting recommends to the conven- 
tion the election of an additional professor in order to give more time to the faculty for 
the growing demands for graduate work by our pastors, and also to make possible 
from time.to time the necessary leave of absence for further study or theological 
work. In case the second resolution of the joint meeting is approved, the Rev. A. N. 
Rogness of Mason City, Ia., is nominated for this position. 

In view of the great number of vacant parishes as well as the draft regulations 
requiring the students being in regular attendance at a Theological Seminary, it was 
‘decided to begin the next semester on June 5th. The internes now serving in the field 
will all be recalled to begin their Seminary senior year at this time and the Middler 
Class, which normally had a year of interneship before they became seniors, will begin 
as seniors in June. According to this arrangement, nearly ninety seniors will graduate 
the last part of February, 1945. This makes it possible also for the men who are fin- 
ishing their college courses this year and intend to study Theology to enter the Semi- 
nary immediately. 

Luther Seminary in Saskatoon is continuing its work under the guidance of Dr. 
J. R. Lavik. He has been ably assisted by Dr. Iver Iversen, who has given instruction 
on a part-time basis. Next year we will also have Rev. O. K. Storaasli as part-time 
assistant. He has accepted a call from our congregation in Saskatoon. 


HOME MISSIONS 


The work of Home Missions has had a large part in the interest and life of our 
church from the very beginning. Later this work became more organized, and today 
our church, under the Board of Home Missions, is touching Canada and the United 
States, from north to south and from east to west, with Home Mission activities. The 
Board of Home Missions reports in detail. New problems have arisen because of the 
large migrations of people to war industry areas. The National Lutheran Council 
has set up a Commission on American Missions where the constituent bodies of this 
organization are seeking to solve the great problem of serving these newly developed 
communities, The old call to “go out in the highways and byways and urge them to 
come in,” comes to us with renewed emphasis. 

In the present situation it is not possible to secure the full-time Evangelists that is 
on the program of the Home Mission Board. Vacancies in the parishes have made this 
impossible. It is, however, a thing that the pastors and congregations might consider. 
In our colleges we have had what has been called a Spiritual Emphasis Week, gener- 
ally with outside speakers assisting. One Circuit in Southern Minnesota carried out 
this thought during the last year, with meetings in every congregation. A week of 
meetings, as a sort of Spiritual Emphasis Week, carried on in each parish or, if pos- 
sible, in each congregation, by the pastor, with the assistance of neighboring pastors, 
would mean a great deal in calling attention of our people to the one thing needful. 
It is earnestly recommended that serious thought be given to this type of program m 


our circuits. 
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The Church Extension Fund of the Home Mission Department at this time shows 
a balance of $153,053.79. Pastors and congregations who in the past secured loans, 
have shown a praiseworthy effort and interest at this time to repay the loans. At the 
direction of Mr. C. L. Nasby, who has given constant attention to the problems of 
this fund, the Home Mission Board is in a position to assist Home Mission congre- 
gations in this field when priorities are discontinued and materials and labor will be 
obtainable. In the meantime many of these churches are accumulating building funds 
for the future. - 

During the last ten years your president has also acted as Executive Secretary and 
Director for Home Missions. This arrangement was made on account of the depres- 
sion to cut down the overhead for administration in the Home Mission Department. 
At his recommendation, the Board of Home Missions plans at this time to set up å 
separate office for Home Missions with an Executive Secretary. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Possibly no department in our church has had the results of the war brought so 
close to it as Foreign Missions. China, with her teeming millions, has been a battle- 
field for many years. After America entered the war some of our missionaries were 
interned or their activity very much restricted. In spite of vigorous efforts, it has been 
very difficult to secure transportation for sending missionaries to any of our fields, 
not the least to China. We thank God that a few have been permitted to reach China 
and South Africa. Furloughed missionaries have been prevented from coming home, 
due to lack of transportation. 

Our missionary group in the Philippine Islands is still interned at Camp Holmes 
near Baguio. Letters arriving on the Gripsholm indicate that their lives move along 
as well as can be expected under the restricted war conditions. They all report fair 
health- and a spirit of dependence upon God, waiting for the day when they may be 
permitted to enter larger fields of labor. It is our sincere hope and prayer that they 
may be repatriated in the near future. They express deep gratitude and thankfulness 
for the many prayers that are ascending to God for them in the home church and ex- 
press confidence that these prayers have strengthened them and kept them in safety. 

At the conclusion of the war there will be a tremendous need of missionaries as 
well as funds. I know our people are ready and willing to enter this great enterprise, 
Bee PE Word of God may be sounded out into the parts of the world that have not 

eard it. 

On January 1, 1944, it was one hundred years since Missionary H. P. S. Schreuder 
entered South Africa as a missionary. The mission is now under the direction of our 
church. This year marks the one hundredth anniversary of the beginning of Foreign 
Missions by Norway. We thank. God that we have become co-laborers with Him in 
the work of bringing the Gospel to those who knew Him not. 

Our mission in South Africa is making preparations to celebrate this centennial. 


CHARITIES 


The Board of Charities has continued the work entrusted to it in the maintenance 
and supervision of institutions, the care for dependent children and aged, and participa- 
tion in the work of home finding and child placing. In addition to these well known 
activities, the Board reaches out through its workers into other fields, such as hos- 
pital missions, city and institutional missions. A number of men and women represen- 
tatives of our church are faithfully working to comfort and care for those who are in 
pain and suffering. 

A number of hospitals not directly owned or controlled by the church, but conduct- 
ed by our people, invite those who are sick and in need of care to use these institu- 
tions which have a Christian atmosphere and pastoral attention. 

Two institutions of our church are also continuing the training of deaconesses for 
work in the fields of mercy. The Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chicago 
and the Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess Hospital in Brooklyn have throughout all 
these years cared for the sick and unfortunate with the assistance and direction of 
deaconesses. They are seeking to train and lead young women into this calling, giving 
their lives to the service of the poor and unfortunate in His name. 

The Board of Charities will take action in the near future to select a full time 
Executive Secretary for the Department, to replace your president, who has served 
in this capacity for ten years. 
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PARISH EDUCATION 


Attention is called to the constant output of material for use in Sunday school and 
parish school classes. Careful study and application is given by our Board of Parish 
Education to the problem of increasing the efficiency of the teaching personnel and 
at the same time putting into the hands of the pupils the very best type of books 
suited for Christian training at their age. This Department and Augsburg Publishing 
House are to be complimented on the quality of literature constantly being produced 
for this purpose. 5 


PENSIONS 


The new Pension Plan, adopted by our church, is gradually winning its way into 
our congregations. Ås our congregations and pastors become acquainted with the pur- 
pose and rules, there is a ready acceptance of it. The Board of Pensions is giving 
constant study to the pension situation in our church and is seeking to bring home 
to every congregation and pastor the fact that the Pension is an answer to the ques- 
tion of what a pastor can do when he reaches the age of retirement or ill health. 
Other church bodies are accepting similar plans. We are thankful for the guidance and 
direction in organizing and formulating the plan which we received from men who 
have studied this problem for years. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Augsburg Publishing House is continuing to produce Christian literature that is 
both worthy of consideration and notice, not only as far as content is concerned, but 
also in the form in which it is produced. High compliments have been received from 
many outside of our church who understand and know this type of work. It may be 
interesting to remember that one hundred years ago we did not have a single piece 
of Christian literature in this country produced by our own group. Last year the total 
amount of literature produced amounted to 56,500,000 pieces. This represents books, 
tracts, Sunday. school and church papers, smaller booklets, etc. When we realize the 
shortage of paper and help difficulties brought about by the war, Augsburg Publishing 
House has done a remarkable piece of work this year. 


FINANCES 


This year we are happy to report that the voted budget has not only been reached 
but even gone over the top. The total amount raised for the 1943 budget of our church 
was $1,120,162.65 or 111.5%. We thank God deeply and fervently tor this generous 
response by our peopie. It is the goal we have been striving for through many years. 
Through the patient and consistent efforts of Dr. Bergsaker and the Stewardship De- 
partment, our church has reached this mark. We wish to express to Dr. Bergsaker 
and all who have associated with him, not the least our pastors, members and organiza- 
tions, the deep and sincere thanks of the church for the fine success achieved. It means 
increased possibilities for the extension of the Kingdom of God. We thank God for 
this testimony of the love of our people for the work of the Kingdom. 

The question immediately arises if at this time we should set a new goal for our 
budget allocations. From time to time many have expressed a desire to do something 
outside or above the budget in a voluntary way. It would seem possible to leave the 
voted and allocated budget at the present amount, namely $1,005,000.00, and then as a 
convention ask our congregations to seek by free and voluntary effort, to increase this 
amount. by a certain percentage. This would give an opportunity for those who were 
interested also to give to any particular field of work in the church, whether it be 
Christian Education, Foreign or Home Missions, Charities or Pensions. 

Our Centennial Director, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, with the assistance of Rev. E. C. 
Haavik and others, has continued the ingathering for the Centennial. New pledges 
have been received and payments have been made on previous pledges. The Director 
will report on the standing of the fund. We wish to express to him especially and to 
those who have assisted him our deepfelt gratitude for the untiring effort that has 
been put forth to make this part of our Centennial observance a success. 

In addition to the ingathering for the budget and the Centennial Appeal, Dr. H. O. 
Shurson, our Treasurer, has from time to time secured a number of large gifts from 
older members in our church. We express our appreciation and thanks to many of our 
people who have turned over to our Treasurer, Dr. H. O. Shurson, larger gifts to the 
church that they love. We appreciate the service that Dr. Shurson has rendered in 
carrying out their wishes. 
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AUXILIARIES 


Our church has been blessed with groups working in auxiliary organizations, who 
faithfully and loyally have concentrated their efforts and interest on the program of 
the church. Each one has in its own way contributed a great deal to the life of the 
church body. : 

The Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, 
the Young People’s Luther League, the Choral Union and the Men’s Brotherhood 
have all cooperated loyally and faithfully in the call of their church. We can only ex- 
press sincere and deep gratitude and thank God for the devotion and interest with 
which they are serving our congregations and our church in the special fields to which 
they are dedicated. 


BOOK MISSION 


The Book Mission has continued its blessed work under the leadership of Pastor 
M. O. Sumstad. In spite of paper shortage and difficulties, no less than 765,000 tracts 
and booklets have been issued during the past year. Rev. Sumstad’s vigorous and 
enthusiastic attack on this great and beneficial program in our church has truly borne 
fruit. He has been ably assisted by Mrs. Sumstad. We bespeak for the Book Mission 
increasing development and fruits of its labors. 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


It is hardly necessary during times like these to call attention to the great work 
of the Bible Society. The constant flow of Bibles and Testaments to our men and 
women in the service has reached such proportions that quoting figures means very 
little. The constant distribution of the Word of God to those in the service is a great 
drain on the finances of the Society. Our church has allocated a sum each year for 
the work, but the extraordinary demands of the war require a great deal more from 
the churches of America than has been given to the Bible Society during the past 
years. Individuals as well as congregations and societies are urged to remember the 
Bible Society with voluntary contributions. These gifts can be sent to our Treasurer 
and designated for the American Bible Society. 


JEWISH MISSIONS 


At our last convention the church approved a plan to formulate closer relation 
and more responsibility over against the work of the Zion Society for Israel. The 
Home Mission Board of our church has had this matter under consideration and is 
bringing its report to the convention. Other Lutheran church bodies have also inter- 
ested themselves in the possibility of a joint effort in the Zion Society. How far this 
can be arranged in a practical way will depend upon the Society and the individual 
church bodies interested and concerned in bringing Christ to the House of Israel. We 
commend the Zion Society for Israel to our people as carrying out on our behalf a 
part of the missionary command God has laid upon us through His Son. 


IN MEMORIAM 


In the midst of joy, gladness and rejoicing on the completion of one hundred 
years of labor in the life of our church, we turn with sadness and sorrow to remem- 
ber those who no longer are sharing these joys with us. We confidently believe, how- 
ever, that today they have entered into the joy of their Lord, into the far greater and 
deeper sense of blessedness than we can attain here on earth. We are mindful of their 
service in the church during the years they were given to labor, some for a longer 
time and others a shorter period. He who calls His servants Home does not look upon 
the length of the service. He said, “Blessed are the faithful.” For the faithful servants 
of God who have entered into their rest we thank God today for their lives and ex- 
ample and bless their memory. 


Dr. M. O. Bøckman 


__ Among those who have departed this life we remember Dr. M. O. Bøckman, for a 
lifetime Professor of Theology and President of our Seminary. We had the joy of 
having him with us at our last General Convention when he spoke to us clearly and 
briefly. Little did we then realize that it was his last appearance among us. In all parts 
of our church there are men who sat at his feet and whom he guided, ‘training them 
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for the service of the Christian ministry. His life reachéd out and touched, on the one 
hand, the pioneer church, and on the other, the church of today. He was a fine cul- 
tured Christian gentleman with a fervent and deep conviction of the truth of God's 
Word. We thank God for this gift to our church and bless his memory. 


Dr. L. W. Boe 


At our last Convention we also received a greeting from Dr. L. W. Boe, who was 
a well known figure and personality at all our conventions. His good, sound, sancti- 
fied common sense and understanding of the problems of the church made him a 
man who was always listened to with respect when he spoke. He loved his church and 
placed it above everything else in his life. Nothing was too good for it. More than 
once, when it became a question of what seemed to be the interest of St. Olaf Col- 
lege, the institution he loved so dearly, and the church as such, there was no question 
in Dr. Boe’s mind as to which had the right of way and priority. He entered into the 
Centennial with a zeal and effort that contributed a great deal to its success. One of 
his last labors was the securing of the new Library building at St. Olaf College. In 
spite of illness and pain he took part in the exercises at the opening of this building. 
This was practically his last appearance at the college. His life has also touched thou- 
sands of young men and women in all parts of our country and Canada and in the 
foreign mission fields. There are many who thank God for the influence of Dr. Boe 
on their lives. His was an upright, sterling Christian character, who walked humbly 
before his God. His life was not only a blessing to us but his wide interests touched 
the life of the entire Lutheran church in the United States, yes, even in the world at 
large. Our church has sustained a great loss in the death of Dr. Boe, but God’s will 
be done and his memory shall be remembered by us.

Se 4 AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The last convention of the American Lutheran Conference was held in Rock Is- 
land, Illinois, in 1942. The subject about which the main interest gathered was the 
question of Lutheran Unity. Out of resolutions adopted by the conference has come 
a :statement by the Church Council on this matter. This requires careful attention and 
sympathetic understanding. 

The Conference has also shown a very fine activity in the Lutheran Student Service 
work on non-church college campuses. The Rey. F. Schiotz is a very capable direc- 
tor of this great work. 

NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 

At the last meeting of the National Lutheran Council the committee on re-organiza- 
tion of the Council reported and presented amendments to the constitution. This pro- 
posal is submitted to you for your consideration and approval. In our church the 
Church Council is the body that approves and authorizes all actions referred to our 
church from the National Lutheran Council. The Council has sought through this 
revised constitution to bring together and unify the activities and duties assigned to it. 
The Council does not seek to enter into the individual and autonomous fields of the 
synods. It only acts as the agency of the different constituent bodies to take care of 
all such responsibilities as may be assigned to it. It acts as a policy-making body and 
as our representative in dealing with public relations, government agencies and other 
fields where united action is necessary. Examples of the work that has been assigned 
to the Council are the Commission on American Missions, which has supervised and 
cared for the mission work in war industry settlements; the Service Commission, 
dealing with our soldiers and sailors and marines, under the direction of Dr. N. M. 
Ylvisaker; and the Commission on Lutheran Welfare, which seeks to co-ordinate the 
work of the respective church bodies in the social service field, such as Lutheran Wel- 
fare Societies, home finding, family welfare, hospital and institutional visitations and 


sne LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 

The ingathering for our soldiers’ and sailors’ service, the orphaned missions, war 
prisoners aid, etc., has-all been consolidated by the National Lutheran Council into 
one appeal called Lutheran World Action. Last year our church was apportioned 
$199,900.00. The actual cash remitted to the treasurer of the Council was $206,502.82, 
or 103%. Following is the statement by the National Lutheran Council regarding this 
ingathering:

The call has gone out for 1944 asking the churches of the National Lutheran Coun- 
cil to raise the sum of $1,315,000.00. The major part of this will be used for the serv- 
ice and care of our enlisted men and women, in the maintaining of Lutheran Service 
Centers near camps and points of embarkation, as well as supplying chaplains with 
needed religious literature and other equipment to carry on the services of our church. 

In addition to the above objective, the Lutheran orphaned missions of the world 
must receive our sympathetic and loving consideration. God has given us a protected 
and secure position. He expects great things from the Lutheran Church in this coun- 
try. To whom much has been given, much shall be required. Our allotted share of this 
year's ingathering is $244,600.00. X 

This task will be accomplished with the minimum of effort and expense if we fol- 
low the advice and request of Dr. Bergsaker, under whose leadership the sum was 
raised in 1943. He requests that our congregations give at least 25% of the sum al- 
located in their regular budget to the church. This amount should be raised and sent 
in to our treasurer as soon as possible. The expenses are mounting, not the least ior 
our Soldiers and Sailors Service Commission, as the number of men in the military 
forces increases. : 

It means more than simply placing a service flag in our churches. It means keeping 
in remembrance by our giving the men and women whom these service stars represent. 
Some congregations gave far beyond their quota and that made possible the securing 
of the full amount allotted to our church body. A few congregations did not raise 
the full amount requested of us. This appeal should receive our most enthusiastic 
and hearty support and endorsement. 


THE CHURCH IN NORWAY 


This year marks the fourth anniversary of the attack on Norway and the occupation 
of the country by the Nazi forces of Germany. This attack served notice on the world 
of the complete breakdown of any trust and confidence in treaties and agreements 
entered into with Germany. Norway was the first nation that became the example of 
this brutal and cruel attack. Later, this pattern was followed in other countries and 
was accepted by Japan as its method of striking at neutral nations. These four years 
have brought suffering and hardship that can only be fully known when victory comes 
to the Allied peoples. Organizations of labor, professional men, teachers and others 
have been the constant objects of persecution and intimidation. With very few excep- 
tions, they have all remained faithful to the cause of freedom and the rights of the 
nation in spite of sufferings endured. The Church of Norway was no exception. Its 
bishops and pastors, together with its many religious leaders, have taken a firm stand 
for the rights of the individual and for freedom and liberty under the Norwegian 
constitution and the right of the church to preach and proclaim the Word of God in 
season and out of season, in spite of the oppressor. The result is well known. Bishop 
Berggrav, the primate of the church, is in solitary internment under constant police 
guard. The other bishops have been deposed from their office and some are not even 
permitted to live in their own diocese. Through reports received, the spirit of the 
church is stronger than ever, in faithfulness to country, king, and above all to God. 
The church of Norway stands as a bright beacon and as an example for the nations 
of the world as the champion of spiritual freedom and liberty for every people. God 
grant that the day may soon come that the church of Norway may be able, through 
pastors, bishops, teachers and members, to resume her rightful place in a land and a 
people that shall be freed from the oppressor. 


Since we last met in General Convention, great and many have been the events 
that have taken place in the world. Our congregations have felt these events and 
happenings to an increasing degree as time has passed. Added tasks and respon- 
sibilities have come to pastors and members as the call of their country has come to 
them. Service flags in our churches bear mute testimony that anywhere from fifty to 
three hundred or more of the flower of the congregation are in the service of the 
country. Faithfully and earnestly pastors and members have met the conditions and 
situations that have arisen. In many places there is a report of increase in church 
attendance as well as in communions. To pastors and congregations who have so 
loyally met the call of their country during these war years and at the same time 
faithfully served their church and her Master, our church owes a debt of gratitude 
and appreciation. We thank God for you, brethren. Your faithful application to your 
responsibilities and tasks will ever be the strength and inspiration of the church. 
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For the many homes that have dear ones in the service of their country, for those 
who have dear ones in the mission fields of our church, and not the least for those 
who have received the message that one of theirs has given his life for his country, 
we pray that God by His Holy Spirit will give strength, understanding and light 
that they may grow strong in the Lord and that these things will work together for the 
good of those who love the Lord. 

May this convention, mindful of the one hundred yéars that have closed, be ready 
to go forward in the name of the Lord, to face the new century and to occupy until 
He shall come.

Appendix I 


Ås it is a number of years since the Minneapolis Thesis, which was the basis 
for the organization of the American Lutheran Conference, was printed in our 
Annual Report, it is re-printed here as the position that our Church has taken 
on the questions raised from time to time regarding Lutheran fellowship and 
unity. These were adopted at the General Convention of the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church of America held in Minneapolis, Minnesota, June 2-9, 1926. 


Agreement of Representatives of the Iowa, Ohio and Buffalo Synods and The 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to Be Submitted to Their Respective 
Synods for Action 


I 
The Scriptures 


The synods signatory to these Articles of Agreement accept without excep- 
tion all the canonical books of the Old and the New Testaments as a whole, 
and in all their parts, as the divinely inspired, revealed, and inerrant Word of 
God, and submit to this as the only infallible authority in all matters of faith 
and life. 

II 


The Lutheran Symbols 


1. These synods also, without reservation, accept the symbolical books of 
the evangelical Lutheran Church, not insofar as, but because they are the 
presentation and explanation of the pure doctrine of the Word of God and a 
summary of the faith of the Lutheran Church, as this has found expression in 
response to the exigencies arising from time to time. 

(The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in agreement with the posi- 
tion of the Lutheran Church of Norway and Denmark, has officially accepted 
only the three Ecumenical Creeds, the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, and 
Luther’s Small Catechism. This position does not imply that the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America in any way whatsoever rejects the remaining 
symbolical books of the Lutheran Church, as the constant reference to them in 
her theological literature amply testify, but since the other symbolical books 
are not known to her constituency generally, it has not been deemed necessary 
to require formal subscription to the entire Book cf Concord.) 

2. Adherence to our confessions pertains only to their doctrinal content, 
(i.e., the doctrines declared to be the divine truth and the rejection of opposite 
doctrines), but to these without exception or limitation in all articles and parts, 
no matter whether a doctrine is specifically cited as a confession or incidentally 
introduced for the purpose of elucidating or proving some other doctrine. All 
that pertains to the form of presentation (historical comments, questions purely 
exegetical, etc.) is not binding. 

III 
Church Fellowship 

1. These synods agree that true Christians are found in every denomination 
which has so much of divine truth revealed in Holy Scripture that children of 
God can be born in it; that according to the Word of God and our confessions, 
church fellowship, that is, mutual recognition, altar and pulpit fellowship, and 
eventually co-operation in the strictly essential work of the church, presupposes 
unanimity in the pure doctrine of the Gospel and in the confession of the same 


in word and deed. Å 


Where the establishment and maintenance of church fellowship ignores 
present doctrinal differences or declares them a matter of indifference, there is 
unionism, pretense of union which does not exist. 

2. They agree that the rule "Lutheran pulpits for Lutheran pastors only 
and Lutheran altars for Lutheran communicants only” is not only in full accord 
with, but necessarily implied in, the teachings of the divine Word and the 
confessions of the evangelical Lutheran Church. This rule, implying the rejec- 
tion of all unionism and syncretism, must be observed as setting forth a prin- 
ciple elementary to sound and conservative Lutheranism. 


IV 
Points of Doctrine 


In 1920 all synods with the exception of the Buffalo Synod (to which they 
had not been submitted) adopted theses on: 


1. The Work of Christ. 5. Justification. (See Chicago Theses) 
2. The Gospel. 6. Faith. 

3. Absolution. 7. Conversion. 

4. Holy Baptism. 8. Election. 


After discussion of these theses the representatives present came to the 
conclusion that we are in full agreement in all essentials pertaining to these 
doctrines. 


Vv 
The Lodge Question 


1. These synods agree that all such organizations or societies, secret or 
open, as are either avowedly religious or practise the forms of religion with- 
out confessing as a matter of principle the Triune God or Jesus Christ as the 
Son of God, come into the flesh, and our Savior from sin, or teach instead of 
the Gospel, salvation by human works or morality, are anti-Christian and 
destructive of the best interests of the church and the individual soul, and that, 
therefore, the Church of Christ and its congregations can have no fellowship 
with them. 

2. They agree that a Lutheran synod should not tolerate pastors who have 
affiliated themselves with any anti-Christian society. And they admonish their 
pastors and congregations to testify against the sin of lodgery and to put forth 
earnest efforts publicly and privately to enlighten and persuade persons who are 
members of anti-Christian societies, to sever their connection with such organi- 
zations. r 


VI 
Recognition 


The representatives of the synods here present agree that the synods ac- 
cepting these articles are one in doctrine and practise, recognize each other as 
truly Lutheran and may enter into pulpit and altar fellowship. 

The presidents of the synods here represented are asked to present this 
Agreement to their respective synods for adoption.

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Theses Adopted in Chicago March 11-13, 1919 
(The part dealing with doctrines considered.) 


1. In regard to the Word of Christ, Redemption, and Reconciliation: 

Jesus Christ, God and Man, has not only for the benefit of, but in the place 
of the human race, taken upon Himself the sins of the world with the just 
penalties for them. In the place of the world and for its benefit, He has by 
His holy life fulfilled the law, and by His suffering and death, by His blocd, 
paid the penalty for the whole world, truly and completely satisfied the divine 
justice; redeemed the world from guilt and punishment of sin, and brought 
about the reconciliation of God, whose wrath had come upon mankind on account 
of sin and whose justice required satisfaction. 

2. In regard to the Gospel: 

The Gospel is not only a story, a narrative of what Jesus Christ has done, 
but at the same time it offers and gives the result of the work of Christ—above 
all, forgiveness of sin. Yea, it even at the same time gives the power to accept 
what it offers. 

3. In regard to Absolution: 

Absolution does not essentially differ from the forgiveness of sin offered by 
the Gospel. The only difference is that absolution is the direct application of 
forgiveness of sin to the individual desiring the consolation of the Gospel. Ab- 
solution is not a judgment passed by the pastor cn those being absolved, declar- 
ing that they now have forgiveness. 

4. In regard to Holy Baptism and the Gospel: 

The Holy Ghost works regeneration of the sinrier both through Baptism and 
the Gospel. Both are therefore justly called the means of regeneration. | 

5. In regard to Justification: 

Justification is not an act in man but an act by God in heaven, declaring the 
repentant and believing just, or stating that he is regarded as such on account 
of the imputation of the righteousness of Christ by faith. 

6. In regard to Faith: i 

Faith is not in any measure a human effort. Faith is an act of man insofar 
as it is man who believes. But both the power to believe and the act of believing 
are God's work and gift in the human soul or heart. 

7. In regard to Conversion: 

Conversion as the word is commonly used in our Lutheran confession com- 
prises contrition and faith produced by the Law and the Gospel. If man is not 
converted, the responsibility and guilt fall on him because he in spite of God's 
all sufficient grace through the call, “would not” according to the Word of Christ, 
Matt.. 23:37: “How often would I have gathered thy children even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not.” 

If a man is converted the glory belongs to God alone, whose work it is 
throughout. Before conversion or in conversion, there is no cooperation of man, 
but at the very moment man is converted, cooperation begins through the new 
powers given in conversion; though this cooperation is never independent of the 
Holy Spirit, but always “to such an extent and so long as God by His Holy 
Spirit rules, guides, and leads him.” Form. Concord. 

8. In regard to Election: 

The causes of election to salvation are the mercy of God and the most holy 
merit of Christ; nothing in us on account of which God has elected us to 
eternal life. ; 

On the one hand we reject all forms of synergism which in any way would 
deprive God of His glory as the only Savior. On the other hand we reject all 
forms of Calvinism which directly or indirectly would conflict with the order 
of salvation, and would not give to all a full and equally great opportunity of 
salvation, or which in any manner would violate the Word of God which says 
that God will have all men to be saved and to come unto the knowledge of 
the truth. 1 Timothy 2:4. 
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Appendix II—Faith in Action 
A FIVE YEAR REPORT 


Early in 1939 the President of our church requested Rev. J. C. K. Preus to as- 
sume direction of that part of our Centennial observances called the Faith in 
Action movement. i 

In his message to the general convention that year Dr. Aasgaard said: "My 
prayer and chief interest is that the thought and idea of the centennial of the 
founding of our church should bring to our people not only certain material gains 
and historical knowledge, but, by the grace of the Holy Spirit, a new impetus, a 
new initiative, and a new courage to go forward in the name of the Lord for the 
salvation of souls, and the glory of His Holy Name.” i 

The purpose of the Faith in Action movement is this: Our church is deter- 
mined, by the Grace of God, to close its first century and enter the second with 
a united effort to deepen the faith and quicken the spiritual life of its members 
and to inspire them to win more souls for Christ. 

A skeleton organization consisting of a committee in each district and an 
advance-man in each circuit was set up. Eight men were invited to serve as 
general counselors and advisers to the director. 

The first step in developing the Faith in Action movement was a series of 
informative meetings for our pastors. These conferences were followed by circuit 
rallies with programs centered about two thoughts: “God’s Call to Me” and 
“My Response to God’s Call.” = 

It was realized from the beginning that in order to bear rich fruits the move- 
ment must reach into the congregation. To achieve this, the Faith in Action! 
office distributed widely a series of 16 bulletins containing suggestions and plans. 

In order to quicken the faith of the believing members of the church and 
arouse those spiritually dead or asleep, various materials were prepared and 
distributed. Among these: Bible Reading for Daily Living, a guide to intelligent 
reading of the Bible; Why Commune Frequently, a pamphlet on this important 
means of grace; A Week of Penitence and Prayer, annual special Lenten devo- 
tions. O. Hallesby’s book Prayer was chosen as the book of the year in 1940; a 
revised edition of Gerberding’s Way of Salvation in the Lutheran Church in 
1941; Kraabel’s Full-Grown in Christ in 1942. 

The spiritual life of a congregation cannot be reconditioned except as mem- 
bers give themselves earnestly to prayerful reading and studying of God’s Word, 
to regular attendance at services, and to frequent use of the Lord’s Supper. All 
spiritual resources are in God and may be obtained only as we prayerfully use 
the means of grace. 

Faith without works is dead. Therefore the heart of the Faith in Action 
movement naturally was embodied in the parish missionary program, whose 
chief endeavor has been to win souls for Christ and gather them into the church. 

Such a program requires many workers in every parish. A concerted training 
program was therefore launched. A handbook, The Parish Missionary, was pre- 
pared by Prof. Philip Dybvig and was used extensively in classes organized to 
instruct those chosen to do missionary work in the neighborhood. 

Parish missionary endeavors have included many community surveys and 
canvasses; the adoption of systematic visitation programs in many parishes; an 
increased stress on adult instruction and confirmation; increased personal evan- 
gelism; a readiness of many others to become "inviters.” God forbid that anyone 
should rise up and say, “No one has ever invited me to come to church.” This local 
missionary emphasis has caused many men and women to realize that the Lord 
speaks to them when He says, “Go out into the highways, and hedges and 
compel them to come in, that my house may be filled.” 

As an aid to this missionary enterprise the Faith in Action office prepared 
and supplied without charge great quantities of material. A tabulation presented 
later in this report shows how extensively these materials were used. 
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The objectives and plans of the Faith in Action program were elaborated 
and stressed at the General Conventions, at conventions of the subsidiary’ or- 
ganizations of the church and in pastors’ conferences. The people of our church 


have constantly given their wholehearted support to make the Faith in Action 
movement fruitful. 


To emphasize the work further a Centennial Sunday was set aside each fall; 
radio broadcasts were arranged; preaching missions were organized; evangelism 
in preaching and personal soul winning efforts was emphasized; social missions 
in the community were stressed; a working organization known as The Asso- 
ciates of Philip was sponsored to train those qualified for personal evangelism. 


To promote more effective work, the idea of a Workers’ Council in the con- 
gregation was presented. A set of leaflets explaining the responsibilities of the 
officers and boards of the congregation was prepared to facilitate the organization 
: of such a council. Pastors found that this plan did coordinate and strengthen the 
work of the congregation. 


Certain aspects of the pastor’s work were highlighted by announcing, and 
sometimes reviewing books of special interest. 


Recognition of the rural church and increased efforts to understand its pro- 
blems were fostered. Emphasis was placed on the need for conscientious and 
systematic church-wide practice of membership transfer. The study and practice 
of Christian stewardship was encouraged. Those who made pledges to the Cen- 
tennial Thankoffering were urged to pay their vows to the Lord. Special re- 
treats for pastors were conducted. Plans and programs for Centennial observances 
were distributed. Service folders were prepared and made available for several 
occasions.

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THE FUTURE AND FAITH IN ACTION 


The Faith in Action movement was organized and the office opened during 
the preparation for our Centennial observances. It was expected to function until 
these observances were completed. That time is now approaching; consequently 
the Faith in Action office will cease to function this June. 

At the meeting of the Counselors, plans were laid to conserve the values of 
the movement and continue its more important functions. This, it was agreed, 
could best be done by channeling the various activities into the regular agencies 
of the church, with the District Presidents taking over the major portion of 
the direction. Å : 

The activities of Faith in Action pertain to the work in the congregation. It 
has sought to give renewed impetus to the church’s business of saving souls. An 
effort has been made to inspire the workers in the congregations to a holy 
determination to carry out Christ’s great commission locally, and in a larger way 
in America and abroad. 

It is a matter of deep concern to the Director and Counselors that the fol- 
lowing features should continue to be stressed and promoted throughout the 
church: 

1. Prayerful Bible study and reading directed by some help such as Bible 
Reading for Daily Living. 

2. Family devotions or the Family Altar. We all need continually to be re- 
minded of the importance of this. Materials must be provided and encourage- 
ment to use them must not cease. 

3. Regular and frequent use of the Lord’s Supper ought to be a matter for 
continued instruction and encouragement. 

4. An active parish missionary program ought to be permanently maintained, 
featuring neighborhood surveys, special convasses each fall for Sunday school 
children, visitation and invitation seasons for the purpose of reaching the un- 
churched and lapsed members. This work assumes that some central agency in 
. the church will prepare and distribute at cost, or free of charge, suitable material. 

5. Congregations should be encouraged to make regular use of the Workers’ 
Council plan. It makes for a unified and effective program in the church. 

6. Circuit surveys should be conducted at not less than five year intervals. 
Amalgamations of congregations, reorientation of parishes, and the occupation of 
new fields among the unchurched require constant attention. 

7. Christian rural life conferences ought to be conducted in many parts of the 
church. The whole matter of effective work in the rural parish needs to be re- 
studied in the light of constantly changing conditions. 

8. Faith in Action conferences may profitably be held from time to time. The 
emphasis of the movement may be highlighted in convention programs of the 
Brotherhood, the W. M. F., the Y. P. L. L., and the L. D. R. . 

9. Still unattained is the goal of our Centennial efforts, “A Million Souls for 
Christ” in our church. 

10. Remembering the theme, Faith in Action, we will always bear in mind 
that God-given faith shall never die, and that God-pleasing action must never 


cease.

Resolutions Based on President's Message 


I. THE CHURCH AND THE WAR 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, gathered for its sixteenth gen- 
eral convention, recognizes that we are meeting in one of the gravest crisis 
periods in the history of the human race. The majority of the nations are en- 
gaged in the most titanic war of all time, and even those countries which are 
endeavoring to maintain their neutrality are deeply affected by the struggle. 

After the Japanese attack upon Pearl Harbor, December 7, 1941, we had no 
choice but to become active belligerents. As a consequence of the war we find 
ourselves facing the most far-reaching changes in almost every sphere of life. 
Industry, business, agriculture, have all had to be adjusted to war time demands. 
Migrations of millions of our people to war industry centers have taken place. 
Ordered society has become unsettled. Children and young people by the tens 
of thousands are left to shift for themselves because father and mother are both 
engaged in war industries. As a consequence, we are faced with an alarming in- 
crease of youth delinquency. Tens of thousands of American citizens have been 
forcibly uprooted and placed in internment camps because racially they stem 
from the land of one of the chief enemy nations. 

More than ten million of our young men have joined the armed forces of our 
country. On battlefields in almost all parts of the world our young men are fight- 
ing and dying. Before this terrific struggle is over tens of thousands of American 
homes will have suffered the loss of sons, brothers, and husbands. We owe a debt 
of gratitude to these men who are fighting our battles and dying for us, and 
recognize that as a church we have the special responsibility of ministering to 
them during their period of service and assisting them in the adjustments with 
which they will be faced when demobilization comes. 

As individual Christians and as a church we must face the problems of the 
war realistically. We declare it to be our honest determination to loyally support 
our government in order that the war may be brought to the earliest possible 
victorious termination and with least possible sacrifice of life. 

We also recognize the duty of contributing everything in our power toward 
the solution of the moral and spiritual problems which have grown out of the 
war. 

Terrific as the cost of this war is going to be in terms of human lives, we 
cannot consider it too great, if, as we hope and pray, it will be followed by a just 
and stable peace and by a guarantee of freedom to worship God according to the 
dictates of conscience, and freedom to order our lives without outside inter- 
ference, as long as the exercise of our liberties does not conflict with the liberties 
of others. 

As Christians we recognize this war as God’s judgment upon ourselves and 
our race. Not that God has willed this war or wished it upon us. But for nation 
as well as individual it is everlastingly true that as we sow, so shall we reap. 
Not only our enemies have sinned, but we also, and retribution always follows 
in the wake of sin. But sin calls for repentance, and so we pray God to make us 
truly repentant and to help us face the future in a spirit of repentance. We are 
convinced that a better future for our own nation, and all the nations, can be 
realized only as we humble ourselves before Almighty God, confess our sins, and 
implore His guidance and direction for ourselves, and for all those who as mem- 
bers of governments have been entrusted with the task of guiding the nations 
in this crisis. Therefore we recognize the special duty of being earnest and con- 
stant in prayer for our President and his advisors, for the Congress, and all others 
in positions of public responsibility. ait 

With sorrow and anxiety we observe that even the present crisis has largely 
failed to sober our nation and awaken our people to a sense of sin and guilt. 
There is little evidence of repentance on a nation-wide scale. Sordid grasping for 
personal profit and advantage is sadly in evidence. For this we bow our heads in 
shame, and cannot but ask if we have any right to hope for a just and lasting 
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peace before we are ready to humble ourselves and seek such peace as a gift 
from God. 

As we earnestly long and pray for peace to come to our own and all the na- 
tions, we must also be deeply concerned about the special demands which the 
desire for peace lays upon us as Christians. Upon us rests the duty of bearing 
witness against the greed, hatred, injustice and indifference to the good of others, 
out of which grow the selfish rivalries which engender wars. We must earnestly 
endeavor to throw our united influence on the side of all forces which make for 
brotherhood, good will and cooperation. We must concern ourselves with the 
question of how to avoid disaster as we face the gigantit economic and social 
dislocations which will come with the demobilization, not only of our men in 
the armed forces, but also the millions engaged in war industries. These responsi- 
bilities we recognize as growing out of God's love in Christ and that love for 
our fellow men which must grow out of our faith in Him who first loved us. 


II. CHAPLAINS—LUTHERAN SERVICE CENTERS 


We are deeply grateful to the many pastors who have heeded the call of the 
church and our country to enter the armed forces of our nation as chaplains. We 
pray God’s blessing upon them and upon the important service they are render- 
ing both at home and abroad. 

The Lutheran Service Centers are also rendering a most valuable service in 
maintaining contact between home and church and the men and women of our 
armed forces. ; 

The church recognizes the able leadership of Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, Director 
of the Service Commission of The National Lutheran Council, not only in plan- 
ning and organizing this work, but in awakening a sense of responsibility for 
the spiritual needs of our armed forces throughout our land. ; 

We are grateful for a Government which has shown a fine spirit of under- 
standing of such a ministry and has given valuable assistance and encourage- 
ment in this work. 


III. WAR VETERANS 


The church believes all pastors should keep in contact with their men in the 
armed forces. It will mean a great deal in the life of the individual when he is 
away from home and when he returns; and pastor and congregation will benefit 
by any interest shown in the men and their families during their absence. 

Believing that service men should be restored to normal civilian life as soon 
as possible, the church agrees the time is come when pastors and congregations 
should seriously consider what they shall do for the returning young men. It 
must be more than a recognition service and kind expression. Something tangible 
must take form. We believe the demobilization of the armed forces should be 
gradual, that when it seems logical as much as possible, service men be returned 
to communities from which they have come; that primarily, men be re-employed 
in fields of civilian effort on the basis of past experience and aptitudes estab- 
lished by a careful analysis and study; and in legitimate enterprise, secular and 
otherwise, only after survey of potential employment possibilities. 

To this end the local congregation should form committees including the pas- 
tor, charged with definite responsibility for assisting in relocation, re-employ- 
ment and re-establishment of normal home and family life. Congregations could 
well afford in this critical period to encourage members to undertake some fi- 
nancial assistance along with government support, in re-equipping men for local 
enterprise, assisting men to secure necessary equipment for farm operation, ad- 
ditional training for specialized service and even capital for local ventures which 
seem, after proper study, to merit such consideration. 

The church believes its interests and the interests of its returning men and 
their. families will be best met and conserved when brought about in a fashion in 
keeping with Christian principles of cooperation between capital and labor. 

Finally, the church accepts its responsibility for spiritual guidance of men 
and women involved in this program of economic readjustment. It calls upon its 
pastors and lay leadership to emphasize through pastoral conferences congrega- 
tional and circuit meetings the serious responsibility which confronts ‘the church 
in re-establishing normal family and community life for those who are now in the 
armed forces. 
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IV. THE CENTENNIAL 


1. The church thanks God for His blessings showered upon us during our 
first one hundred years in this country. We are thankful for the privilege of wor- 
shipping God in peace according to His Word and the dictates of our conscience. 

The church expresses grateful appreciation of those who throughout one hun- 
dred years have labored so faithfully to preserve and hand down to us the pre- 
cious heritage of our Lutheran faith. 

The church hopes and prays that the day may not be distant when we shall 
be able to have our general centennial celebration in conjunction with a world 
peace jubilee. 

_ The church resolves by the grace of God to rededicate herself to serve Him 
faithfully to His glory and the salvation of souls in the new century which we 
have now entered. 

2. The following statement was adopted by the Centennial Committee on 
June 28, 1943, and approved by the Centennial Commission on July 1, 1943: 

“In view of the mounting needs of our foreign mission fields, the growing 
opportunities and challenge of the developing home mission fields, the emergency 
in Christian education, and in view of the needs in our charitable institutions, 
Be It Resolved, That this committee recommends to the Centennial Commission 
that the above activities of the church share substantially in the funds collected 
for the Centennial Thankoffering, when the original objectives have been met.” 
_ “It was unanimously agreed that this resolution should not bind the church 
in case of any unforeseen emergencies which may develop in the future.” 

In addition to the above, the following resolution was adopted by the Cen- 
tennial Commission on April 13, 1944: 

Whereas, the ingathering for the Centennial Appeal is incomplete, since there 
are yet $500,000.00 in unpaid pledges, and a number of congregations have either 
not participated at all or only in part; and 

Whereas, this Centennial Appeal offers a golden opportunity which comes: 
rarely and should be used fully now since there are so many needs to be met, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the final decision as to the distribution of the surplus of the 
Centennial Appeal shall be made at the next biennial convention of The Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America; and be it further 

Resolved, That until then the ingathering shall be prosecuted with faithfulness 
and vigor. 


V. CENTENNIAL APPEAL AND FAITH IN ACTION 


1. The church recognizes with much appreciation the energetic and faithful 
work of Dr. A. J. Bergsaker and his assistants in the raising of the Centennial 
Thankoffering. Under his leadership this project has reached a proportion far in 
excess of the most optimistic expectations. The church expresses its gratitude 
to Dr. Bergsaker and his co-workers. 

2. The church also expresses its appreciation to all who have so generously 
and cheertully pledged towards this great jubilee offering and to all who have 
already paid their pledges. The church urges all who are in arrears on their pay- 
ments to make every effort to pay their pledge in full, and extends an invitation 
to those who have not as yet participated in this ingathering to bring their con- 
tributions now. 

3. The church acknowledges the great importance of the Faith in Action pro- 
gram which has been carried on these past years under the guidance of Dr. J. 
C. K. Preus and his assistants. Through literature, meetings and conferences 
much inspiration and help have been given for a deepening and a revitalizing of 
spiritual life among our people. Real aid has also come to our congregations 
through this program for a missionary effort for the winning of the unchurched 
and unsaved in the community. The church extends a sincere thanks to Dr. Preus 
and his assistants for this valuable service. The church hopes and prays that the 
spiritual impetus of the Faith in Action program will continue undiminished 
in the regular work in our congregations in the years that lie before us. 


VI. CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


1. The church thanks God who has given us the vision and the will to estab- 
lish and maintain a number of institutions of higher learning; our two theolog- 
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ical seminaries, our senior and junior colleges and academies. It is with special 
gratitude we note that, in spite of diminished enrollment, these schools have all 
been able to carry on during these difficult times. 

2. Let us not yield to the temptation to feel that our church is “top-heavy” 
with educational institutions, but rather look upon our schools as affording us 
an opportunity to do our bit toward imbuing our civilization with that sense of 
spiritual values and that understanding of life without which our country’s pres- 
ent involvement in war to establish freedom and democracy on a firm basis will 
be futile. 

We note a growing tendency among leaders of thought in the field of edu- 
cation to recognize that an education based solely upon the scientific method and 
spirit, and taking no cognizance of religion, is inadequate, because “science as 
such can have no sense of the meaning of life or of history.” The true meaning 
of life, and the motivation for a truly good and useful life, can come only from 
the spirit of Christ in the hearts of men. 

3. The war emergency has forced upon the colleges of our land the necessity 
of onesidedly stressing the impartation of technical knowledge and skill. With- 
out belittling these, the church must continue to stress the conviction that true 
education is much more than the acquisition of knowledge and technical skill 
and must include an understanding of life’s meaning and the development of 
character. 

4. Therefore the church recognizes the imperative importance of maintaining 
its Christian educational institutions. We charge all who are responsible for the 
guidance. of these institutions with the responsibility not only of maintaining 
our schools on a higher level scholastically, but above all strengthening the de- 
partments of Christianity so that these departments may always be the power 
stations from which will emanate that Christian spirit which must permeate 
every department and enable our Christian educational institutions to make their 
unique contribution. 

5. With the postwar period in mind we urge the importance at this time of 
our schools making all possible preparations to receive and adequately care for 
the largest possible number of the many young men and women who, at the 
termination of the war, will be flocking to our country’s colleges, and to impress 
upon them, and all who are likely to influence them in the choice of a college 
that they can make no better choice than to enroll in one of the Christian schools 
maintained by the church for their benefit. 


VII. HOME MISSIONS 


1. The church is thankful that from the beginning until this day, our pastors 
and people have recognized their responsibility for bringing the Gospel to the 
unchurched and unsaved within our land, and that their zeal has resulted in a 
steady growth in our membership, and as we hope, in the number of souls brought 
into the Kingdom of God. 

2. In view of the unlimited Home Mission opportunities, we urge an even 
more generous financial and prayerful support for this great work. 

3. The church recognizes the splendid work done by the National Lutheran 
Council’s Commission on American Missions in following so many migrants 
into war work centers with the means of grace. We appreciate the efforts of the 
Regional Home Mission Councils to prevent duplication of effort in new Home 
Mission projects. 


VIII. FOREIGN MISSIONS 


1. The church thanks God who has made it possible for us to carry on our 
missions in South Africa, Madagascar and China in spite of all the difficulties 
and problems caused by the present world upheaval, and prays that under His 
continued protection and help we may be able to carry on until peace and better 
working conditions are again established. We are especially mindful of the al- 
most insurmountable difficulties under which the work is being kept alive in 
war-torn and famine-stricken China. 

2. The church thanks God for the firm and heroic faith of missionaries and 
native Christians in our foreign fields, especially in China where in the occupied 
areas a confession of Christian faith and assistance given the missionary cause 
often means the risking of life itself, 
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3. The church takes special cognizance of the faith which has made it possible 
for Rev. Geo. Holm, Dr. N. Fedde, Rev. Arne Sovik, Miss Lydia Hanson, and 
Dr. Daniel Nelson, in spite of all obstacles, to go to China in recent months. We 
pray God to keep and protect them and all our missionaries, and to speed the day 
when missionaries now on furlough, but anxious to return to their field, may 
again be sent out. 

4. The church thanks God for news received from our missionaries in- 
terned in the Philippines, prays that they may be kept safe and in health, and 
that when the day of release comes to them, the trials and tribulations through 
which they are passing may prove only to have strengthened them in their faith 
and zeal, thus fitting them for more fruitful work in the field to which they have 
been called. 

5. Noting that never were the people of our respective mission fields more 
ready to hear and receive the Gospel than today, and noting also that the post- 
war period will unquestionably see more open doors than ever before, the church 
instructs the Board of Foreign Missions to make every possible preparation for 
a forward movement, by having in readiness an adequate money reserve and by 
selecting and preparing as large a group as possible of qualified men and women 
ready to be sent out as soon as the doors open. 

6. The church thanks God who has caused our people to respond to the call 
of Latin America, thus making it possible to send the Rev. H. L. Olson and 
Rev. H. V. Thoreson and their wives to Mexico City to prepare for work in new 
fields in South America. 

The church also notes with joy that the United Danish Lutheran Church has 
decided to cooperate with us in this mission and has sent the Rev. Arnfeld Morck 
to Mexico City to prepare for work in the Latin American Field. 

This new missionary venture is commended to the prayerful support of our 
congregations. 

7. The church takes cognizance of the fact that it is exactly one hundred 
years since Missionary H. P. S. Schreuder was sent out to South Africa and 
became the pioneer in the first mission founded by Norwegian people. We thank 
God that we have been privileged to take over this oldest of Norwegian Lutheran 
Missions, pledge the mission our continued support, and pray for God's blessing 
upon its work. 

8. The church thanks God who by the gift of freedom and abundant material 
means has made it possible for us to come to the aid of those Lutheran Foreign 
Missions which have been cut off from the support of their home churches. We 
pray God to help us rejoice in the fact that we are in position to render this help 
and pray that we may continue to give our aid with thankful and willing hearts. 


IX. CHARITIES 


1. The church is grateful to the Board of Charities for the work done in car- 
ing for the aged, for dependent children and for home finding and placing of un- 
fortunate children. We also take cognizance of the work done in less well known 
fields as Hospital Missions, City and Institutional Missions. 

2. The church is grateful for the work done by the Lutheran Deaconess 
Home and Hospital in Chicago and the Norwegian Deaconess Hospital in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., in caring for the sick and unfortunate but especially for the continua- 
tion of the training of deaconesses for work in the field of mercy. 


X. PARISH EDUCATION 


1. The church commends the splendid work the Board of Parish Education is 
doing in its field and consequently for the fine material that has been produced 
and made available for the instruction of the young, and recommends to the 
Boards of Parish Education in the local congregations that they avail themselves 
of this material and that they carefully observe and study the results obtained 
in the use of this material so that it may be properly evaluated. } 

2. The church encourages congregations wherever the state laws permit, to 
make use of the opportunity to give week-day religious instruction on time re- 
leased by the public schools. i 

3. The church would again emphasize the importance of thorough and prac- 
tical instruction for confirmation and reiterates former resolutions to the effect 
that a two-year course of instruction should, as a rule, be given. 
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XI. PENSIONS 


The church recognizes that an important forward step has been made in set- 
ting up our new Pension Plan and expresses appreciation of the men who have 
so generously given of their time and ability in formulating this plan. 

The church notes that a large number of pastors and congregations have ac- 
cepted the new plan, which makes it possible for our pastors to retire at a reason- 
able age, or to be provided for in case of ill health. Pastors and congregations 
which have as yet not fallen in line with the plan, are urged to do so, for the 
reason that by so doing not only the pastors but the congregations will be bene- 
fited. 

XII. PUBLICATIONS 


The church notes with appreciation the increase in the printing of Christian 
literature by Augsburg Publishing House. From a small beginning, the printing 
of large and small books, church papers, Sunday school papers, booklets and 
tracts, reached a total in 1943 of 56,500,00 pieces. We commend the management 
and the editors for their efficient work. We urge upon our people a,greater use 
and distribution of our publications. 


XIII. FINANCES 


For the first time since 1919 our people have responded with gifts in such 
amount as to not alone reach our minimum objective, but to surpass it. A total 
of $1,120,162.65, representing LL Se, came into the synodical treasury the last fiscal 
year, thus exceeding by $115,162.65 our minimum goal of $1,005,000.00. Many of 
our people gave generously, and for this we thank God. However, with the in- 
creased income that has come to many of our people, we recommend that our 
objective for the biennium be not less than a 20% voluntary increase by the con- 
gregations. 

For the hard and consecrated work of Dr. Bergsaker and the Stewardship De- 
partment, and to Dr. H. O. Shurson, our faithful Treasurer, and his staff, we 
express our gratitude. . 


XIV. AUXILIARIES 


The church thanks God for the faithful and effective cooperation of her 
auxiliary organizations. The Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation, the Young People’s Luther League, the Brother- 
hood and the Choral Union, have contributed richly toward the effective fur- 
therance of the church’s work. May the blessings of the Lord continue in and 
through these organizations. 


XV. BOOK MISSION 


The church definitely recognizes the importance of the Book Mission in the 
dissemination of Christian literature, and commends the fine work of the Rev. M. 
O. Sumstad in directing this activity. This agency printed no less than 765,000 
tracts and booklets the past year. We urge our people to make wider use of this 
literature by passing it on to others after reading. This is a missionary service 
for our own people in which pastors and members should participate vigorously 
and constantly. 


XVI. BIBLE SOCIETIES 


The church thanks God for the growing consciousness among our people as 
to the importance and vital work of the American Bible Society. Hundreds of 
thousands of copies of the Scriptures and portions of the Word of God are yearly 
distributed free of charge, and the spreading of the Word is limited only by the 
means provided through organized church support and free will gifts. We most 
earnestly commend the work of the American Bible Society as worthy and de- 
serving of our prayers and generous support. 


XVII. JEWISH MISSION 


The church affirms that the mission of bringing the Gospel to the Jews re- 
mains a prime responsibility which has not been fulfilled to any great extent 
We are heartily in accord with efforts being made to work out, within the Lu- 
theran Church, some arrangement for coordination and cooperation in this field. 
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We commend to our people the work of the Zion Society for Israel, and we are 
deeply appreciative of the work that has been done by this society. 


XVIII. IN MEMORIAM 


Since we last met in convention, 57 of our clergy have been called from the 
church militant to the church triumphant. For the years of consecrated and lov- 
ing service of these pastors of the church, we thank God, and we rejoice in the 
Christian assurance that “they who have turned many unto righteousness shall 
shine as the stars forever and ever.” 


XIX. ORDINATION 


We rejoice and thank God for the sixty-two candidates from our Seminary in 
St. Paul and the two candidates from our Seminary in Saskatoon, who have com- 
pleted the required courses, and who stand ready to enter into the work of the 
harvest upon acceptance of calls from congregations and ordination by the 
church. May God bless them and make them a blessing.

XX. VACANCIES 


The church is mindful of the unusual number of vacant parishes due primarily 
to the large number of pastors who have become chaplains with the armed forces. 
Every effort must be made by the pastors and congregations adjacent to such 
vacant parishes to provide at least a minimum of services and pastoral care dur- 
ing this emergency. The kind offer of pastors of the Story City Circuit to give a 
month each to some vacant parish, is to be commended and has set a worthy 
example which has already been followed by others. Vacant parishes are urged to 
be loyal and patient pending the graduation of the next class at our seminaries 
and pending the return of the chaplains. 


XXI. OFFICIAL ACTS 


The church receives for record the official acts of the President. The acts are 
but a small part of the work of our beloved president, Dr. Aasgaard. Through the 
past many years, his warmhearted and loving concern for the welfare of the 
church has resulted in great forward strides and blessings to the church and her 
people. The church thanks God for Dr. Aasgaard and we pray that the Lord’s 
gracious and sustaining hand may preserve him for the church and that his heart 
may be comforted in all trials. 
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XXII. LUTHERAN UNITY 


The Church Council herewith submits a resolution on Lutheran Unity for the 
consideration of the church. In submitting this resolution, the Council desires to 
state emphatically that they do not.aim at, or advocate, organic union, a step for 
which they do not believe that we are ready. But the fact remains that by condi- 
tions and circumstances we have been drawn closer and closer to our fellow 
Lutherans, and have, especially through the National Lutheran Council, come to 
cooperate with them in more and more activities. We believe that this is of the 
Lord and that He, through the conditions today prevailing in the world, calls 
upon us for fellowship and cooperation wherever possible. The Council is aware 
of the fact that increasingly we have come to realize an existing spiritual fellow- 
ship with other Lutherans, and that this consciousness has led to closer relations 
in many places. In the hope that they may make clear our relations to all our 
fellow Lutherans and become a satisfactory basis for further cooperation and 
fellowship in the years ahead, thus obviating the necessity of future statements as 
to our attitude toward our fellow Christians of all confessionally Lutheran groups 
in our church, the Church Council submits the following statement and moves 
its adoption: 

We rejoice in the progress that has been made toward Lutheran Unity and 
cooperation through the years, and especially in recent developments which 
appear to have brought various Lutheran bodies closer to the status of complete 
fellowship. We thank God for this better relationship among Lutherans and 
pray that the day may come soon when all Lutherans will receive one another 
as brethren in a fellowship based on sound doctrine and practice. 

While no emergencies that may arise should lead us to deviate from our 
historic standards for doctrine and practice, the situations created by the war 
make a closer approach of American Lutherans to one another more than ever 
imperative. The Lutheran Church in America is the only Lutheran group who 
can assume leadership in the world today. American Lutherans, therefore, more 
and more must take the place of leadership in world Lutheranism. We cannot 
do it effectively as a divided church. 

We believe there is a growing sentiment for a closer walk with one another in 
every part of the Lutheran Church in America. We believe that a unity already 
exists that cries out for a more adequate expression. 

Because of the confidence born of association, conference and cooperation 
through many years, we extend our hand of fellowship to all American Luther- 
ans, who adhere to the historic standards of the Lutheran church. We find their 
doctrinal declarations to be in essential accord with our own. We believe no 
additional thesis, statements, or agreements are necessary for fellowship among 
American Lutherans. Wherever our congregations and pastors find those ties 
that bind Lutheran Christians, and that teaching and practice conform to official 
declarations, they may in good conscience practice fellowship both in worship 
and work. 

We submit our doctrinal declarations and our record through the years to 
the scrutiny of all American Lutherans. We believe that such an examination of 
the record and of our declarations, if conducted in a sympathetic and under- 
standing spirit, will reveal that we are brethren. 

_ We re-affirm our sincere and whole hearted adherence to the doctrinal com- 
mitments that we have made, even as we would require of those with whom we 
seek fellowship that they be true to their own. 

We believe that closer acquaintance will increase our confidence in one another 
and that this fellowship will be found mutually strengthening and salutary. 


XXIII. AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The church rejoices in its fellowship in the American Lutheran Conference 
and expresses its satisfaction with the work the Conference has carried on through 
the years. We believe that the Conference has a contribution to make to the cause 
of Lutheran unity and that it occupies a strategic position in its efforts to bring 
about better relationships among the several Lutheran groups. 

The church commends the fine work of the Student Service Department oi 
the Conference under the able leadership of its Executive Secretary, the Rev 
Fredrik A. Schiotz. 
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XXIV. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The church in convention has designated the Church Council to represent our 
church in all matters relating to the National Lutheran Council and in conformity 
'with this practice and resolution, be it resolved, that the proposed revision of the 
Constitution and By-laws of the National Lutheran Council be referred to the 
Church Council with power to consider and approve. 


XXV. LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


The church rejoices in the fine response given by our people during 1943 to 
hutheran World Action, that the prorated amount of our church was over-sub- 
scribed, 

_In the face of the increasing needs of these services, particularly the orphaned 
missions and the Service Commission, the church expresses the hope that there 
may be correspondingly increased interest and support for these services on the 
part of all its members, not merely for the duration, but also for the period of 
rehabilitation to follow. 


XXVI. THE CHURCH OF NORWAY 


This year marks the fourth anniversary of the brutal attack on Norway and 
the occupation of the country by the Nazi forces of Germany. What the people 
of Norway have suffered as a result of the invasion and occupation we may not 
fully know until final victory comes to the Ailied nations. We.do know, as stated 
by our General President, that labor organizations, professional men, teachers 
and others have been the constant objects of persecution and intimidation. This 
is particularly true of the church and its leaders. The national university, includ- 
ing the theological department, has been forcibly closed. More recently the in- 
dependent theological faculty (menighetsfakultetet) has also been forced to dis- 
continue, and the Nazi invaders with but little success have attempted to set up: 
a theological faculty in sympathy with their ideas. Bishop Berggrav, the primate 
of the church, is kept in solitary internment under constant police guard. The 
other bishops have been deposed from office and some of them are not even per- 
mitted to live in their own diocese. Almost all the pastors have remained faithful 
to the Word of God and the confessions of the church. We recognize that, in 
the words of President Aasgaard, “the church of Norway stands as a bright 
beacon and is an.example for the nations of the world as the champion of spirit- 
ual freedom and liberty for every people.” 

Our church in convention assembled gives thanks to God who has so wonder- 
fully sustained and strengthened our Norwegian brethren in these critical times, 
expresses her deep and sincere sympathy for the people and church of Norway, 
and prays that God may continue to uphold them by the power of His might, 
and that the day may not be distant when the Norwegian people shall again be 
free and the church through its pastors, bishops, teachers and members be per- 
mitted to resume her rightful place in the land. 


XXVII. THE NAME OF OUR CHURCH 


Since the union of our churches many have been of the opinion that the word 
“Norwegian” ought to be eliminated from the name of our church. We are satis- 
fied that the desire for this change is not born of any wish to repudiate our Nor- 
wegian heritage. 

It has been felt that the present name is a handicap, particularly in our Home 
Mission endeavors. Many who are not of Norwegian extraction, but would gladly 
join a Lutheran church, hesitate to join us on account of our name. | 

In view of the fact that our church has become in the main an English speak- 
ing church and that its task is to reach out to the unchurched and unsaved of 
whatever national or linguistic background, the Church Council recommends the 
adoption of the following resolution: i 

The church votes that the necessary steps for changing the name of the 
church be taken at this convention.

To The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


Grace and Peace! : 
ANNUAL REPORT 

The Annual Report contains many inspiring messages and much information 
about the church and its work, about its future plans and responsibilities. Every 
pastor and every officer of the congregations, at least, should own a copy of this 
report. It is a great source of information as to what our church is doing and 
how the gifts and contributions by our people are used. Read it. 2 , 

In editing the Annual Report it is our aim to make it as clear and simplified 
as possible. 

We divide the report into two main parts: 

Part I, contains the official Messages and Reports, Contributions by Con- 
gregations, by Circuits and Districts for the year. 

Part II, contains 1) the Convention Membership; 2) Convention Journal; 
3) Resolutions by Departments; 4) Elections; 5) Statistics; 6) Candidate Vitas; 
7) Clergy Roster. 

You will note that in the Convention Journal you find reference to the basis 
for the resolutions, for example: Part I, page 64. Reference to the resolutions as 
adopted by the Convention is also given by departments. 


PARISH REPORTS 


The Parish Reports are of vital importance. Accuracy is very essential. These 
reports, however, will not be accurate unless the parish records are accurate. We 
find that these records are kept carefully in many congregations. However, in 
some parishes the records are kept very unsatisfactorily. Some pastors, upon arriv- 
ing in a new parish, report that no records have been kept at all by their predeces- 
sors. The following is one example: 

A pastor who has just been installed in a new parish writes: “It is impossible 
for me to be able to send in any Parish Report for these congregations. There 
is nothing in the books for me to go by. We are working on the membership list 
here in now, but it will take a long time to get it all because the individ- 
uals have to be seen. The records for , the other congregation which for- 
merly belonged to this parish, I cannot begin to straighten out, but hope they 
will get a pastor sometime that can do it.” 

It is, therefore, evident that this is an important part of the church work. It 
is essential that we prove to be good stewards in taking proper care of this work. 


WHY PARISH RECORDS? 


Any business concern considers it important to have an accurate and up-to- 
date bookkeeping system. Such a system shows the growth, development and 
activity of the business. 

_ It is at least equally important that an up-to-date and accurate record be kept 
in the congregation. This is really an important part of the work. It is essential 
that we prove to be good stewards also in this phase of the work. 


WHY IS IT SO ESSENTIAL? 


1. Biographical data of every member—date of birth, baptism, confirmation, 
marriage, death—is information which has often proved to be of great value 
to the individual and the congregation. 

2. Family background. The Lutheran Church stresses family membership. 
Well-kept records will show the family connection of every person. 

3. Any congregation wants to have a record of those who attend the com- 
union table from time to time. This should be a thermometer of its spiritual 
condition. 


4. All Lutheran bodies are beginning to place special emphasis upon deepened 
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spirituality, intensified evangelism and greater spiritual growth. The importance 
of accurate records in this program is obvious. 

5. The Lutheran church in America must give more attention to its mem- 
bers who move from place to place. Our membership is no longer stationary. To 
keep up such a program requires accurate records. 

6. It is evident that an accurate and up-to-date membership record should 
be kept in the permanent records of the congregation. 

7. Historical value. Parish records have in the past furnished a great deal of 
historical information. 

8. The National Lutheran Council, the United States Government, The So- 
cial Security and Old Age Pension Departments, Insurance companies, etc., all 
come to the church for information and affidavits. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Our church is making progress. It is a growing church, not exactly by leaps 
and bounds, but it is a steady growth. The membership increase for the last 
three years has been encouraging: For 1940 the increase was 22,307 souls, 18,281 
confirmed; for 1941 it was 10,957 souls, and 12,512 confirmed; the year 1942, 
9,042 souls, 8,021 confirmed. Total increase for the last three years, 42,300 souls, 
an average of 14,767 per year; 38,814 confirmed, averaging 12,938 per year. 

We are very grateful to God for the progress made. To Him belongs the 
honor and the glory. We have reason, however, to bow in humility and penitence 
when we remember how much greater progress our church could have made if 
there had been more zeal for the Kingdom and more consecration on the part of 
its members. As we are entering upon the second century of the life and work 
of our church, may it be with a consuming passion for the salvation of the lost 
and a constant desire to win our fellow-men in ever increasing numbers for 
Christ and His church. 

Our church must be an expanding church, or it will be a dying church. A 
congregation that is not a missionary congregation will soon be a missing con- 
gregation. Christianity is universal. It accepts no bounds. That means that every 
congregation in the missionary church of a missionary God must be a mis- 
sionary congregation. If this is our view, our understanding, our conviction, and 
we are willing, our church will have a rapid growth in the new century. 


FOLLOWING OUR MEMBERS 


America today is on the move! Defense industries claim the time and energy 
of thousands of men and women, young and old, who are forced to make many 
adjustments in new and strange communities. Home ties are being severed in 
nearly every community. Pastors and congregations, in city and rural areas, keen- 
ly sense that “America is on the move.” 

The Lutheran Church seeks to follow this vast migration with its ministry 
of the Word and Sacraments. Deacons, Trustees, Sunday school teachers, offi- 
cers, children and young people will want to join a “fellowship of believers” in 
the new community. The indifferent, the once-churched and the un-churched 
need the message of salvation, which the Christian church alone can bring. 
Through the cooperation of the church “back home” these folks may be extended 
a hand of welcome by a Lutheran pastor and congregation in the new area. 

If we can’t reach these folks “on the move,” others can. We are our brothers’ 
keepers. The General Secretary and Statistician was notified that by resolution 
of the Board of Home Missions he had been given the responsibility and super- 
vision of a “Membership Transfer and Contact Department” for transfer of 
members. To comply with this resolution we proceeded to organize the Mem- 
bership Transfer and Contact Department for our church and it has been oper- 
ating now for several months. We have had some fine results. Of course, it is far 
from functioning 100%. Here too we need the help and whole-hearted cooper- 
ation of every pastor and every congregation in our church. We depend entirely 
on them to report to our recently organized Membership Transfer Department 
all names and new addresses of folks who move away. A large number of notifi- 
cation cards have been printed and a reasonable number was sent to each of our 
pastors in the entire church. Quite a number have ordered a new supply of these 
cards several times. ee 

We cannot stress too much the importance of the individual—pastor and 
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layman. The individual is important as a member of the church and must be kept 
for the church. The pastor is important as the only means we have of keeping 
in touch with these members when they move. May we also emphasize in this 
connection, that immediate notification is the best guarantee that we will be able 
to keep them in the church wherever they go. Prompt notification should be our 
motto in this work. Only as we cooperate will God prosper us in our work, for 
"Without God we cannot; without us, God will not.” å 

The following are some of the results reported, and commendations sent us 
by a number of our pastors: 

“Thank you so much for the Membership Transfer cards you sent me a few 
days ago. I have just used the first one to report a family which has moved 
away. I think these cards are a very splendid idea. They will certainly help to 
keep within our church many members who otherwise would be lost track of 
entirely. I hope every pastor will make use of these cards.” 

«I believe the Membership Transfer cards are a wonderful thing. I am sure 
that if all of us will do our duty for families that have left us, we will be able to 
hold our members within the fold of the church.” 

“T am very happy over the new arrangement to report to your office those 
who move away from a charge. We have lost tens of thousands from our church 
because we have had no system in this respect.” 

This is only a small beginning. According to my opinion it is a work that 
will present many opportunities to win and hold our people far Christ and His 
church, If time and effort is put into this work, it has great possibilities for future 
development and blessed results. If this is done, then the importance of the task 
can be maintained. If only 200 or 300 people are actually transferred during the 
course of the year as a result of this department, it means that for a compara- 
tively small investment, we have accomplished as much as three or four missions 
might accomplish in the same period of time. Therefore, let us make diligent use 
of the membership Transfer and Contact Department in order that our mem- 
bers may not only be kept in our church, but also to help increase the member- 


ship from year to year. 
CLERGY ROSTER 


We would request pastors to notify this office when there is any change in 
their addresses. We would urge pastors to notify the General Secretary of the 
acceptance of a call and give the date of moving to the new field. It is important 
that the clergy roster be accurate and up-to-date. 

Any change of address to be printed in the Annual Report must reach the 
office of the General Secretary before July first. Any change for the Compli- 
mentary Almanac, not later than September first. 

May I express to you all my hearty thanks and gratitude for your kindness 
and cooperation.

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Resolutions Based on Preceding Report 


I. ANNUAL REPORT 


The church takes cognizance of what the General Secretary says about the 
value and importance of the Annual Report and strongly recommends that copies 
be bought, circulated and studied in every congregation. 


II. PARISH REPORTS AND RECORDS 


The church takes note of what the General Secretary says about parish rec- 
ords and reports. We cannot but look upon it as a neglect of an important duty 
when pastors fail to keep full and correct records of membership and all official 
acts. We would like to believe that those who are derelict in this duty are not 
numerous. 

The church urges all concerned to take this matter of parish records seriously 
and to take the time necessary to make their records correct and complete, even 
in those cases where they have this necessity forced upon them by the neglect of 
a predecessor. 

Likewise the church, for the reasons enumerated in the General Secretary’s 
report, urges every pastor to send in every year complete and accurate parish 
reports. 


III. MEMBERSHIP GROWTH AND TRANSFERS 


The church notes what our General Secretary reports in regard to our mem- 
bership growth. We thank God for the progress made and give Him the honor 
and glory. But at the same time we “bow in humility and penitence when we re- 
member how much greater progress our church could have made if there had 
been more zeal for His Kingdom and more consecration on the part of our 
members.” We therefore urge one another to deeper consecration and more 
earnest missionary zeal. 

The church also takes grateful cognizance of the fact that we now, under the 
direction of our General Secretary, have a well organized and efficient Member- 
ship Transfer and Contact Department. We note that many pastors and congre- 
gations are making full use of this department. 

We also note, however, that the General Secretary says, “This is only a small 
beginning,” and urge one another to follow up our members who are “on the 
move” in these restless times, and as soon as possible report their names and 
addresses to the Transfer Department, in order that they may be referred to 
our own or other Lutheran churches in the places to which they have moved, 
and remind one another that failure to do this may result in these members be- 
ing lost, not only to our Lutheran Church but to the Kingdom of God. 


IV. PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO DISTRICT CONSTITUTION 


The General Secretary points out that there are different practices in different 
districts in the matter of electing district officers; some districts electing for 
terms of three years (which is in keeping with Chapter III of the District Con- 
stitution) and some for a period of two years. The confusion has probably arisen 
as a consequence of having biennial general conventions instead of triennial, as 
at the outset. ; , 

As there is also a feeling on the part of many that the district conventions in 
connection with the biennial general conventions are superfluous, the following 
amendments to the District Constitution are proposed: 


Chapter I. Name and Constituency

Chapter II. Meetings 
4. That the word “annual” be changed to “biennial.” 
5. That this paragraph be deleted. 
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6. That this paragraph become paragraph 5 and that the word “intervening” 


be deleted. 
7. That this paragraph become paragraph 6. 


Chapter III. Officers 
8 a) That the word “three” be changed to “two,” making it read: “for a term 


of two years.” : 
That the sentence, “At the first election the term shall be two years,” be 


deleted. 
Chapters IV, V, VI 
No change. 
Chapter VII. Change of Constitution 

That this chapter be amended to read as follows: | 
_ A proposal to amend this constitution must be submitted to a regular or spe- 
cial convention of the church and shall become effective if adopted by a two- 
thirds majority vote of the members present and voting at said convention, pro- 
vided, however, that said proposed amendment be publicized at the time of the 
official calling of the convention.

Annual Report 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
1943 


"Which of you, intending to build a tower, sitteth not down first and 
counteth the cost, whether he hath sufficient to finish it.’—Luke 14:28 
“The workmen wrought, and the work was perfected by them, and they 

set the house of God in his state, and strengthened it.”—II Chron. 24:13 

We are building a house, God’s house, the Christian church. We are called to 
be builders, workmen together with God. We are called to strengthen the house 
and to finish our task. The undertaking is tremendous and continuous. Much hard 
work is required. The cost is great in lives and money. But the call is from God 
and we will not falter nor fail. 

Every activity of the church contributes toward the building and strengthening 
of God’s house. The department of Christian education has its specific part in this 
work, It has much to do with the laying of foundations. In like manner it con- 
tributes greatly to the strengthening of the whole structure. 

Christian higher education makes its greatest contribution to the building and 
strengthening of God’s house by educating, training and inspiring young men 
and women to give their lives to the service of God. To this task our colleges, 
academies and seminaries give themselves wholeheartedly. The measure of their 
success lies in the number and the ability of the Christian workers which they 
send out year after year into the church and the world. Hundreds of these are in 
full time Christian service at home and abroad; a great many more scattered 
among the professions and numerous vocations have Christian service as their 
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avocation. They give liberally of their time, energy, money and thought to the 
building and strengthening of God's house. 

We need only repeat the statement frequently made that more than ninety 
per cent of our ministers and all of our missionaries are the product of our own 
institutions of higher learning. In the ranks of teachers in public schools, high 
schools, colleges and universities, the number of church school graduates is legion. 
To the credit of these people individually and to the honor of their respective 
colleges it may be said that almost without exception they are not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ and they are exerting a Christian influence on their associates 
both in public and private life. 

But the cost of these building operations is great. We cannot expect to 
strengthen the house of God with idle words and feeble efforts. He who would 
build a tower must count the cost and be willing to pay. 

Our church has been building and strengthening God's house among us, and 
it has been paying the cost. We seem now to have struck a true balance in our 
education program. Our colleges are educating and training the number of work- 
ers we appear to be able as a church to put into full time Christian work. In 
addition to this they are giving our country large numbers of men and women 
who help to preserve America’s Christian ideals and culture. 

The cost is considerable, $277,763.81, including a proportionate share of the 
administrative expenses of the church. But the cost is reasonable considering the 
large number of well qualified workers needed and the tremendous program of 
work carried on by our church on four of the world’s five continents. At present 
there is need of special war-time appropriations over and above the regular alloca- 
tions to education. Salary reductions made during the depression years have been 
only partially corrected. In a day of uniformly high incomes and of high living 
costs our college teachers should not be forgotten. 

The Board of Education and the educators of the church recognize that we 
are at the beginning of a period which will put our colleges to a severe test both 
as to strength and quality. At the same time this period bids fair to confront 
them with their greatest opportunity for service. 

Before long, God willing, the war will come to an end. Our young men will 
return; thousands of them members of our church. Hundreds of these will want 
to resume their education. Many will come to our colleges. These we must be 
prepared to serve sympathetically and effectively. This is of paramount impor- 
tance to the young men. It is almost of as great importance to our church and 
to our country. : 

It must not be forgotten that in this difficult situation no education can serve 
as effectively as a Christian education. No college can serve as understandingly 
as a Christian college. In the situation that lies ahead education is not enough. 
Education shot through with the Spirit of Christ will be the great need. 

In the face of this situation, the task confronting the church is plain. It is not 
to build more colleges, nor to reduce the number of those we have; nor is it to 
expand and enlarge our present institutions in order to prepare to receive an 
expected increase in the number of students after the war. Our primary task 
today is to strengthen our colleges and our seminaries. They need not be larger, 
but they must be stronger; better qualified to do the best possible work as Chris- 
tian institutions of learning. 

As a church we must make it financially possible for our colleges to build up 
faculties th ill io ot 
aculties that will measure up to the high standards set by our very best Christian 
colleges in America. This has not been possible in the past. Repeatedly some of 
our very ablest teachers have been compelled to leave our colleges because their 
income was not sufficient to enable them properly to care for their families. It is 
not that these men and women are mercenary minded. Circumstances beyond 
their control have forced them to the reluctant decision that they must go 
elsewhere. 

In the difficult days ahead the church cannot afford to have on the staffs of 
our colleges any but the best teachers to be found among Christian educators. 
It cannot permit any of these to leave our institutions because of financial 
reasons. 

This means definitely not only that the present high income for Christian 
education in our church must be maintained, but that it must be increased. It 
means further that we must continue to seek from our people substantial gifts 
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for the purpose of improving our college plants and equipping them as standard 
colleges of today are required to be equipped. 


STRENGTHENING OUR COLLEGES 


Earlier in this report a statement was made to the effect that the need in 
Christian higher education today is for stronger institutions. They need strength- 
ening in respect to their spiritual dynamics, in their scholastic standing, in their 
plants and equipment and in their financial structure. 

Our college presidents are well aware of these needs. So are the faculties. 
On all our campuses definite efforts are being made to meet the above needs and 
to strengthen our institutions that they may better serve our church and, above 
all, the Lord of the church. 

__To cleanse and strengthen the spiritual life on a college campus is always a most 
difficult task. It is constantly in the process of being done, but never is it finished. 
Nothing is given more constant thought and attention than this on our college cam- 
puses, 

The scholastic rating of nearly all Christian colleges is imperiled today. The 
ranks of the faculties have been depleted either because of the demands of the govern- 
ment for the services of certain teachers, or because the income of the colleges has 
been so lowered that they have been unable to keep their staffs intact. Many outstand- 
ing teachers and Christian personalities have left our colleges within the last two 
years. Some are on leave of absence; others are not expected to return. 

To rebuild a college faculty is a slow and difficult process. Frequently poorly quali-. 
fied or less desirable persons have to be engaged, at least temporarily. In the face of 
the shortage of teachers already in evidence it will be difficult for our colleges to find 
qualified Lutheran teachers when the staffs can once more be increased. Doubly diffi- 
cult is the problem where an institution is financially unable to offer salaries equal to 
or higher than similar institutions in other churches. This problem is being studied 
at our colleges and every preparation is being made to meet the situation adequately 
when it arises. 

Our colleges have a long way to go before their plants and equipment meet the 
standard of the better liberal arts colleges. They are particularly in need of a num- 
ber of new buildings. Most of these institutions are in the process of collecting funds 
to meet their most pressing building needs. 

Luther College, in accordance with authority granted by the church in 1942, has 
under the direction of Dr. A. J. Bersgaker carried through a successful financial 
campaign for the building of a new administration and class room and chapel building. 

Concordia sought and obtained permission to collect funds for the liquidation of a 
bond issue on Fjelstad Hall, the recently built girls’ dormitory, and for further build- 
ing operations. Concordia’s greatest needs are an auditorium-physical education build- 
ing and a library. 

St. Olaf College has been granted permission to collect funds in the near future 
for a chapel. On her program after the war is a new boys’ dormitory and a commons 
building. 

Augustana College has been granted permission to canvass for funds for a new 
library building. For many years, the library, one of the most valuable assets of the 
institution, has been housed in the oldest building on the campus. In case of a fire it 
is almost certain to be a total loss. 

Pacific Lutheran is in the midst of its effort to raise a Golden Jubilee Fund. The 
completion of the library, the erection of a girls’ dormitory, and the construction of 
a gymnasium-auditorium are all on the program of this Lutheran educational outpost. 
It is heartening to know that both the American Lutheran Church and the Augustana 
Synod are preparing to participate in some of these undertakings. ay 

Waldorf College has long been in need of funds for reconditioning her buildings. 
Additional rooms are also needed in the boys’ dormitory. The Board of Trustees of 
our church on the recommendation of the Board of Education, has authorized Wal- 
dorf to conduct a campaign for funds in the congregations belonging to the Waldorf 
College Corporation and in other congregations which extend an invitation to the 
college to come and collect. Å 

Clifton College which two years ago lost both its dormitories by fire has been 
receiving many unsolicited gifts for its proposed new buildings. So far no organized 
effort has been made to raise the necessary funds. Our church people in Texas feel 
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strongly that the institution should rebuild its dormitories and continue its work. Clif- | 
ton College is a source of much strength to the Lutheran church in Texas. 


INTERSYNODICAL COOPERATION AT PACIFIC 
LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


Pacific Lutheran College continues to be one of the outstanding examples of inter- 
synodical cooperation in which our church participates. The American Lutheran 
Church and the Augustana Synod continue to make substantial appropriations to the 
operation of this college. Beginning in January, 1944, the former will contribute $10,- 
000.00 while the latter together with several of its Western conferences appropriates 
approximately $5,500.00. These bodies are also planning specifically to give financial 
assistance to the plant development. 


COLLEGE PRESIDENTS 


Several of our colleges have seen changes in presidents during the last biennium. 

To take up the responsibilities of the late Dr. L. W. Boe, the Board of Trustees 
of St. Olaf College elected Dr. C. M. Granskou to serve until the general convention 
in June, 1944. Dr. Granskou served as President of Augustana College from 1932 
to 1943. 

The Board of Trustees of St. Olaf College is placing in nomination for the presi- 
dency of St. Olaf, the name of Dr. Clemens M. Granskou. Election is for a term of 
six years, and takes place at the general convention of the church in June. 

The corporation of Augustana College at its convention in Brookings, So. Dak., 
in June 1943, elected the Rev. Lawrence M. Stavig to the presidency of Augustana 
College for a term of six years. 

Upon the resignation in June, 1943, of Dr. O. A. Tingelstad as president of Pa- 
cific Lutheran College, the Pacific District of our church which is also the corpora- 
tion of that college, elected as his successor Dr. S. C. Eastvold of Eau Claire, Wis. 

- He had previously been nominated by the Board of Trustees of that college. Dr. East- 
vold took over his new duties in July, 1943 

When President J. L. Rendahl, after serving as president of Waldorf College since 
1932, resigned, the corporation of that institution elected the Rev. Morton O. Nilssen 
to the presidency of this institution. He assumed his duties in the summer of 1943. 


DR. L. W. BOE 


In the passing away of Dr. L. W. Boe, St. Olaf lost a great president and our 
church lost one of its outstanding leaders of this generation. In his death the Lu- 
theran Church of America lost one of its dominating personalities and farsighted 
statesmen. Dr. Boe deeply loved the church in which he played an important part 
since its founding in 1917. While his particular responsibility was the building and 
developing of St. Olaf College, his greatest concern and interest was the strengthen- 
ing and extending of the church as a whole. In councils of the church his views and 
opinions were often sought, always listened to with respect. He often disagreed with 
the majority and fearlessly contended for his convictions. Those who opposed him, 
nevertheless loved him. He had no enemies. His friends were without number. Blessed 
be his memory.

INCOME FOR EDUCATION 


Our church has been cheered by the announcement that the total income for the 
1943 budget was $1,120,162.65. This is $115,162.65 in excess of the voted budget, 
$1,005,000.00 This increase in income is no doubt largely due to Dr. Bergsaker’s appeal 
for a voluntary addition of at least 10 per cent to the allocated amounts. The expanded 
needs of all the departments of the church have made increased income of supreme 
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importance. In the case of our colleges an increase in income for the coming year 
1s in some cases regarded as a matter of life and death. The total sum disbursed for 
education in 1943 was $272,713.96. Of this amount Luther Seminary received $37,669.49. 
To the nine colleges, junior colleges and academies was disbursed $185,416.65 and to 
student service $9,384.00. 

It is particularly gratifying to the Board of Education that the income for edu- 
cation this year made it possible to allow our colleges a modest special appropriation 
in order that they might give a small bonus to their teachers. These special grants in 
the case of Augustana and Concordia amounted to $3,846.15 each, in the case of Lu- 
ther to $4,615.39 and of St. Olaf to $7,692.31. Letters received in the executive office 
from some of our college teachers indicate that this modest bonus gave them a much 
needed and greatly appreciated lift. 

That our church has given generous support to her colleges is generally recog- 
nized. That present conditions make additional support necessary is equally evident. 
In 1943, according to the Treasurer’s report, the income for education was $6,976.49 
short of the voted amount. 1944 will be a crucial year for our colleges. A surplus in 
the contributed funds this year will insure balanced budgets in our institutions, and 
will materially help them in their efforts to be fully prepared for the added responsi- 
bilities which the war and post-war problems will be placing upon them. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


Four scholarships in the amount of fifty dollars each were granted by the Board 
of Education for the school year 1942-1943. These were awarded the following Semi- 
nary Juniors:

Post-graduate scholarships of $350.00 each were awarded the Rey. Richard Sol- 
berg, Long Lake, Ill., for graduate study in history at the University of Chicago, and 
to Rev. A. J. Brakke, for graduate study at the New York School of Social Work, 
Columbia University, and at New York University. 

The funds for these grants were provided by the Luther League Scholarship Fund. 
This fund now totals $19,000.00, the interest of which is spent for scholarships. 


THE COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 


This commission has continued to function along lines reported to earlier conven- 
tions. Under its auspices and under arrangements made jointly with the continuation 
committee, a wartime conference of Lutheran college faculties was held at Valparaiso 
University, October 8th and 9th, 1943. This was the eighth annual conference of Lu- 
theran faculty members. The general theme of the conference was “The Unique Func- 
tion of Lutheran Education Today.” Twenty midwestern Lutheran colleges were rep- 
resented. å oe ER 

Joint publicity has been carried on by the commission. Under the caption "From 
College Windows” a brief article stressing some phase of Christian education has 
been distributed for publication in all Lutheran church papers. This column prepared 
by Dr. Conrad Bergendoff has been appearing every two weeks. The present writer 
is Prof. David T. Nelson of Luther College, Decorah, Iowa. With a change of writers

EG of a bulletin dealing with Christian higher education in the Lutheran 
church were prepared and distributed to all pastors of the American Lutheran Con-

The Valparaiso Conference unanimously requested the commission to arrange for 
another conference of Lutheran faculties for the fall of 1944. 

The members of the commission are: Dr. Bernhard Christensen of the Lutheran 
Free Church, the Rev. Norman Menter of the American Lutheran Church, Rev. Law- 
rence Siersbeck, secretary, of the United Danish Church, Dr. Victor Spong of the 
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Lutheran Augustana Synod, and Dr. J. C. K. Preus, chairman, of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America. 


PROMOTION AND PUBLICITY 


The most effective presentation of the cause of Christian education to our 
church people is by the pastor from his pulpit. Where this is done regularly and 
with sincerity, there will be understanding and appreciation of the indispensable 
part played by Christian education in the building and extension of God's king- 
dom. It follows that these congregations will contribute liberally and regularly to 
this cause, they will send students to our colleges, their people will speak well of and 
pray for our institutions of learning that they may better serve the Lord. 

From the executive office of the Board of Education goes out a constant flow of 
publicity material. The most effective media at its disposal are the church papers, the 
Lutheran Herald and Lutheraneren, both of which regularly devote a great deal 
of space to matters pertaining to Christian education. 

WCAL, the St. Olaf Radio station, is-another means of reaching large numbers 
of our church people with a regular message on Christian education. The regular time 
for the education broadcast is Wednesday morning at 10:15. 

For many years the first Sunday after Easter has been designated Christian Educa- 
tion Sunday. Our pastors are requested to devote the sermon that morning to some 
phase of Christian education. In order to prepare for this message and to give added 
emphasis to this cause, posters are mailed out to all pastors for display in their 
churches. Specially prepared service folders are offered to congregations free of 
charge. Reprints of an education insert in the Lutheran Herald are offered to all 
who will distribute them to their congregations on Christian Education Sunday or 
at a later Sunday in April when Christian education will be discussed. 

This year a simple play has been prepared, setting forth the advantages of a Chris- 
tian college. The author is Mrs. A. O. Storvick. The play features the special songs 
of our colleges which are printed in a separate booklet. It is hoped that the play will 
be used widely by Luther Leagues and other organizations. It will help young people 
to op to attend our own colleges. Copies of the play are available from the educa- 
tion office. 

The W. M. F. has been particularly helpful in keeping the cause of Christian edu- 
cation before our congregations. To the Thankoffering secretaries goes much credit 
for the money contributed by the W. M. F. to Christian education. The sum was 
$44,684.12 in 1943. 

The presidents of our colleges and many members of the college faculties present 
regularly the cause of Christian education in numerous places. 

Again it should be stressed that every pastor in his own pulpit is the best promoter 
of Christian education, the best solicitor of students for our colleges.

These figures substantiate strikingly the scarcity of boys in our colleges. This can- 
not be expected to improve while the war is in progress. It even becomes a problem 
at some institutions to maintain the enrollment of girls. The opportunity to do some 
kind of war work at high wages is luring many to give up at least temporarily their 
plans for a college education. 
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Parents and other persons concerned about the welfare of our youth ought to take 
every opportunity to encourage promising high school graduates to continue on to col- 
lege. Recognizing that a vital Christian faith is needed in this chaotic and decadent 
world, we needs must redouble our efforts to direct the youth of our church to our own 
colleges. We do well to invite other young people also to these institutions which have 
so much to give of that which the world needs.

A STATEMENT 
of the Work of the Student Service Commission 
of The American Lutheran Conference 


It may well be said that the objective of all activities of the Student Service Com- 
mission is that students "may learn to know the open secret of God...in Whom all 
the treasures of wisdom and knowledge lie.” 


THE COMMISSION'S PERSONNEL 
Student Service in the American Lutheran Conference is supervised by a com- 


mission of five men, one representing each of the five Conference Synods. The present 
personnel is: 
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American Lutheran Church, Rev. Herman W. Siefkes 

Augustana Synod, Dr. Oscar Benson, chairman 

Lutheran Free Church, Rev. Christian G. Olson, secretary

United Danish Church, Rev. Karl Wilhelmsen 
_ Rev. Arthur S. Johnson has represented the Norwegian Lutheran Church con- 
tinuously since the organization of the Conference in 1930. In the summer of 1943 he 
volunteered to serve as a chaplain in the United States Navy. Dr. Aasgaard ap- 
pointed Rev. A. E. Hanson of Brookings, S. D., to serve in his stead until the Con- 
ference convention meets this fall. A resolution of thanks from this convention would 
be in order for the thirteen years of faithful service the Reverend Mr. Johnson has 
given—most of it through the difficult formative years of the Commission’s work. 


SERVING STUDENTS ON THE WAR TIME CAMPUS 


Campus conditions have been in a constant state of flux during the past biennium. 
In the fall of 1943 the question of “shall I or shall I not volunteer” plagued most of 
the boys. The organization of army and navy units on the campus terminated a period 
of indecision. Now the recent announcement of the War Department that most ASTP 
units will be liquidated has again introduced problems of morale. Such conditions 
accentuate the need for personal work among students, but it also increases the 
amount of time and effort required in ministering to them. 

Despite the handicaps of the war time campus, Lutheran Student Association work 
has continued without much let-down. Some campuses have reported decreased at- 
tendance at local meetings, but a few have had better response than in past years. 
Gifts to LSAA work and to mission projects have been given more generously than 
before. In all regions except one, annual conventions have been held as usual; just 
as many colleges and universities have been represented as in the past, but transporta- 
tion conditions have reduced the number of delegates in attendance. 


THE PERSONNEL OF OUR FIELD WORKERS 


At the conclusion of this report you will find a directory of N.L.C.A. pastors in 
college and university towns. Most of these men give part time work to serving Lu- 
theran students on the campuses in their community. Since this is a task that is over 
and above their regular congregational work, the convention might well remember 
these men with a resolution of appreciation. Pastors in the four sister synods of The 
American Lutheran Conference do similar work in other college centers. In some of 
the larger student centers we have special workers assisting or supplementing the 
work of the pastors. In some instances a full time pastor is supplied, or a part of the 
pastor’s salary may come from our office. The places where we have workers who fall 
in either of these categories are as follows:

In the Chicago office Miss Martha Olander and Miss Deloris Kanten are the office 
secretaries. Miss Betty Garton and Pastor Schiotz devote most of their time to field 
work. 


COUNSELING BY MAIL 


There are a number of college and university towns where there is no Lutheran 
congregation. However, in many such places there are Lutheran students in attendance. 
This year we began a program of keeping in contact with such students through cor- 
respondence. 


DISTRICT STUDENT SERVICE COMMITTEES 


For several years we have experimented with ways and means of stimulating local 
congregations to send to college pastors the names of their young people who may 
be going away to college. This we call a student census. In the search for better re- 
sults we have invited district presidents in each Conference synod to appoint a district 
student service committee. Many districts have responded wholeheartedly, and some 
good census follow through has been realized. 


COOPERATION 


with the Service Commission of The National Lutheran Council 
In the past year a number of campuses have housed student units of the Army 
and Navy. Since such men are a part of the armed forces, they immediately became 
the concern of the National Lutheran Council’s Service Commission, of which Dr. 
N. M. Ylvisaker is the director. Our two offices have cooperated in serving such 
students. Student Service pastors have become National Lutheran Council contact 
men, and at picked places the Council has provided grants for special expense items. 


UNIVERSITY CENTERS 


Some ten years before our office was set up property was purchased at Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, to provide a home away from home for Lutheran students at Iowa State Teach- 
ers’ College. Through the years an indebtedness has hampered the work. At the last 
Conference convention, our office was asked to call together district presidents in 
Iowa to devise means of liquidating the debt. This was done, and each of the synods 
involved (American Lutheran Church, Augustana Synod, the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church, the United Danish Lutheran Church and the United Lutheran Church) as- 
sumed its proportionate share of the debt. Through the cooperation of Dr. J. A. Aas- 
gaard and Dr. N. Astrup Larsen, our share of $1,905.60 has been paid in full. 


A year ago a much needed house was purchased for student work at the University 
of California, Berkeley. It provides a place for Lutheran student meetings, and a home 
for eleven Lutheran girls. Some $3,500.00 was raised in the field last summer to apply 
on the $9,000.00 cost for purchase of the property and furnishings. The balance of 
the debt will be amortized through room rental fees. 

At Ames, Iowa, Minneapolis, Minn., and Madison, Wis., properties have been 
leased to serve as something of a headquarters for our work. On these campuses and 
a number of others the Lutheran church faces the problem of providing a center for 
Lutheran student activity. We are exploring the possibility of facing this need co- 
operatively with all Lutheran groups.

In the faith that much remains to be done on behalf of Lutheran youth on college 
and university campuses, the American Lutheran Conference has recommended an 
increase of $5,000.00 for 1944 and 1945. This increase is prorated on each of the con- 
ference Synods. Our church's share in these annual increases is $1,785.00. This makes 
for an appropriation request of $11,449.50 for 1944; $13,234.50 for 1945. The Board of 
Education has already taken favorable action on the request for 1944, 

We cannot conclude this report without an expression of gratitude for the fine 
spirit of team play that God has given us in The American Lutheran Conference with 
reference to student service. It has been a personal encouragement to me to know 
that my own Synod has been behind our work at every step of the way. For this I 
heartily thank the members of the Board of Education, and particularly its chairman, 
Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, and the executive secretary, Dr. J. C. K. Preus.

Due to acceleration in the Seminary program, Commencement was set for May 
22nd, one week earlier than usual. 

Again we thankfully acknowledge the hand of God’s mercy over faculty and 
students; work has proceeded without serious interruption. 

Prof. Theo. Huggenvik, elected at the 1943 Convention, having declined the call 
to the Seminary, Prof. Dr. Weswig kindly consented to continue his regular teaching 
schedule for the year. 

Dr. Robert Boyd, as part-time professor, has added to his Junior instruction in 
Elementary Hebrew, two hours per week with the Middlers in Old Testament 
Exegesis. 

The election of a professor for the chair of Church History will be in order at 
this Convention. The Church Council, the Board of Education, and the Seminary 
Faculty, meeting in joint session in accordance with procedure ordered by the Consti- 
tution, has made a nomination. Dr. Iver Iversen is the nominee. ‘ 

The same joint meeting after due consideration recommends to the Convention 
that an additional professorship be established at the Seminary. Should the Convention 
act favorably on this recommendation the name of a nominee will be presented on 
behalf of the Church Council, the Board of Education, and the Faculty. ; 

As the manpower need of our nation grows graver the relation of Selective Service 
to candidates for the ministry has been increasingly clarified. It has become altogether 
apparent that crisis conditions have speeded up educational processes in every field. 
There is no doubt that the Government, while putting no arbitrary pressure on the 
Church, does desire that ministerial training too should be accelerated. The Church, 
as attested by the many vacancies in her pulpits, also knows a manpower shortage. 
In view of these facts the two official bodies, the Board of Education and the Church 
Council acting with the Faculty, have decided on an accelerated program which keeps 
Seminary classes in session all the year through, with only very brief vacations. 
Assignment of Internes has also been discontinued for the duration.

Christian Bugge, who for thirty-eight years has been the loyal and efficient custo- 
dian of buildings and grounds, has been compelled, through combination of illness and 
age, to lay down this burden of responsibility. Mr. Bugge is seventy-two years old 
this fall. His retirement is effective June first. Your Board is asked to authorize a 
suitable pension for Mr. Bugge. GE å 

A project of major importance in the history of the Seminary as in its ability to 
serve students and Church alike, the reorganization of the Library under professional 
guidance, is well under way. We append to this report a supplementary memorandum 
by Dr. Karl T. Jacobsen, who so effectively has taken this task in hand. The Seminary 
would express its thanks to Dr. Jacobsen personally and to Luther College for this 
fine service. . 

Progress can be reported in planning the Library, Class Room and Administration 
Building. The architectural firm Lang & Raugland has been engaged. Preliminary 
studies have been made and submitted to the Building Committee. A resolution as to 
this building is submitted by the Board of Trustees on recommendation of the Building 
Committee. 

Election of a Vice President is in order at this Convention, 

The following resolution is recommended for your approval and adoption by the 
Convention: 

WHEREAS under wartime emergency the Church Council, the Board of 
Education, and the Seminary Faculty in joint session have decided on an 
accelerated program of Seminary instruction wherein is also involved suspension 
of the Seminary Student Interneship established by the Convention of 1934; 

Be Ir THEREFORE RESOLVED: That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America does now approve this decision including the suspension of Student 
Interneship for the duration of the present wartime emergency ; and 

Be Ir FurtHer Resorven: That when in the judgment of the Church 
Council, the Board of Education and the Seminary Faculty the emergency shall 
be deemed to have ended, the Seminary Student Interneship shall be resumed 
under the rules and regulations hitherto in effect.

MEMORANDUM ON THE PROGRESS OF THE REORGANIZATION 
WORK OF THE LIBRARY COVERING THE PERIOD JUNE 1, 1943, TO 
ABOUT MARCH 20, 1944 


The first task with which we were confronted was that of providing space for both 
the main library and a staff work room in close proximity with one another. This 
was found by making the space under the chapel serve as a reading room and also as 
stack room for the most used books, and by rearranging the room across the hall, 
which had been used entirely as storage stacks, in part as a work room. To carry 
this out, practically all the books in the whole collection had to be shifted, many of 
them two or three times, since circumstances made it necessary to make use of and 
shift all the old book cases and shelving. At the same time it was decided to try to 
collect the periodicals, which had been scattered and were to be found in various 
rooms, some packed in cartons and boxes, various volumes and numbers of the same 
periodical often in a half dozen places, and have them arranged and shelved in what 
was formerly the west library room and, as later proved necessary, continued in the 
room across the hall formerly used as a library office. This necessitated the going 
over and sorting of practically the whole collection. In this process, in addition to the 
periodicals which were brought together and arranged in alphabetical order according 
to titles, most of the books that had some sort of shelf mark indicating that they had 
some kind of entry in the catalog were shelved in the room taken over for use as the 
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main library. Others that appeared to belong to the more “live” books of those which 
there apparently had been no attempt at making entries for were placed in the auxil- 
lary stacks adjoining the work space provided for the staff. Of the others, those that 
were easily determined as valueless were discarded. The more doubtful ones and also 
much of the older material were shelved on temporary shelving built in two store 
rooms, as far as space on these would permit, and the rest ‘packed in cartons. In the 
process of shifting, the reference books found were also separated and these placed 
on shelves along the walls of the reading room space of the library. Likewise, the 
easily ascertainable duplicates, particularly periodical volumes, were taken out and 
placed in a room by themselves, later to be listed and disposed of. In all, probably 
more than forty thousand volumes were handled in this sorting and shifting process, 
the periodical volumes gathered together alone amounting to upwards of three thousand 
after all duplicates had been eliminated. The students, Lowell Swantz, Fred Dommer, 
and Richard Hansen, who gave full time and more for three, two and one month, 
respectively, to the task, took the brunt of the physical work involved. 


The physical side having been thus arranged for—temporarily of course until 
the prospective new building becomes available—the next step was to plan and set up 
the machinery for the reorganization proper. These plans included setting up of a 
systematic reference and loan system, better machinery for checking and ordering 
books to be purchased, the handling and care of periodicals, the establishment of a 
more systematic practice of extension and inter-library loans, and, most urgent and 
essential of all, the recataloging and reclassification of the whole collection. As regards 
the last named process, an examination by a committee of librarians of the catalog 
and arrangement confirmed by a further survey this spring by the undersigned revealed 
that it was of such a haphazard character that very little could be salvaged from it 
and that the whole cataloging and classification process must be started from scratch. 
The Library of Congress system of classification, with occasional modifications as 
experience during the process may indicate to be desirable, has been adopted as the 
basis of arrangement, and a system of cataloging according to the standards of the 
best library practice, including the use of printed cards wherever available, has been 
determined upon. Miss Bestul, who began her work as general assistant and cataloger 
on September first last, has been very helpful in the formulation of these plans and is 
now carrying much of the burden in their execution. 

The length of time this reorganization process has been under way is of course too 
short in which to measure any reliable tangible results. The following statistics may, 
however, have some interest in indicating trends and giving some idea of the progress 
made.

Plans for the immediate future include pushing the recataloging process as rapidly 
as may be consistent with keeping up a high standard and as the assistance available 
may permit. It also includes the preparation for binding, and with that in view, the 
procuring of more complete files of many of the unbound periodicals; also the binding. 
and mending of the books as the need comes to our attention especially in connection 
with the cataloging process. A small beginning in the matter of taking care of the 
binding has already been made. The development of the general reference collection 
should also go on as rapidly as funds and opportunities for procuring them may make 
it possible. The more systematic development of the collection as a whole, except the 
current accessions required for the particular course work, may probably better await 
the further progress of the cataloging process, the appointment of the permanent 
librarian, and the erection of the new building.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
1943-1944 


Luther Theological Seminary, Saskatoon, Sask., opened its fifth school year Sept. 
28, 1943, with an enrollment of twelve students, of whom two are seniors, four 
middlers, three juniors, two taking preparatory work at the University, and one 
University student is enrolled as a special student taking one class each year at the 
Seminary, for which credit is given toward the B.A. degree. Of these students, one 
middler is a member of the United Danish Church, and one of those taking prepara- 
tory work at the University is a member of the Lutheran Free Church. 

The work at the Seminary has progressed favorably this year. On the whole 
students have enjoyed good health, and all have applied themselves to their studies 
with commendable zeal. Due to the fact that our students have not this year been 
required to take military training, they have been able to give all their time and energy 
to their work at the Seminary. This has noticeably improved their scholastic standing, 
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and has also made it possible for them to meet occasional weekend appointments 
without undue hardship. 

For the duration of the war it will undoubtedly continue to be difficult to secure 
the desired number of properly qualified students. We have been given a measure of 
relief this year by a clarification of government regulations in regard to military 
service, particularly as touching postponements to be given theological students. This 
may enable us to secure a few who would not otherwise have been available. We are, 
of course, not complaining, but appreciative rather of the degree of recognition which 
the government gives to the need of the church for pastors. 

In facing this problem we will not forget the scriptural method of securing candi- 
dates for the ministry: “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest that He send forth laborers 
into His harvest” (Luke 10:2). If we, and the members of our church in Canada, 
faithfully obey this command of our Lord, the necessary number of young men will 
in the course of time offer themselves for this service. : 

This year has been a rather strenuous one. I was asked to serve as temporary 
pastor during the vacancy in the local congregation, and accepted the added responsi- 
bility because this seemed the right thing to do. However, I did so with the under- 
standing that Dr. Iversen, and also the students, would help with the work. In this I 
have not been disappointed. But nevertheless the extra burden, in addition to a rather 
heavy teaching load, has been felt. 

For this reason, in addition to several other good reasons, we are looking forward 
to next year with a sense of relief and encouragement. Rev. Olaf K. Storaasli has 
accepted the call extended to him jointly by Zion Lutheran Church and the Seminary. 
He will serve the congregation as regular pastor, and in addition he will teach some 
classes at the Seminary. Pastor Storaasli is this year completing his work for the 
doctor’s degree in theology. His coming will be a substantial addition to our teaching 
force, and will mark a significant step forward. 

Jointly with the Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible Institute the Seminary has also 
during this school year conducted a radio service, called the Lutheran Bible Hour, 
over Radio Station CFQC, Saskatoon, every Sunday, 9:00-9:30 a.m. It is a venture 
of faith to bring the saving Word to as many as possible, and has met with encour- 
aging support. 

At the end of the school year in May two students will be graduated: Galen All- 
wood Morstad and Magnus Andreas Steiestøl. VERN 

During thé summer vacation the other students will be working in vacant home 
mission parishes.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1943-1944 


This is a brief report for the school year, 1943-44, now drawing to a close, includ- 
ing a financial statement taken from the auditor's report for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1943. å ; 

First a word about the last year’s commencement and last summer's session. 

Commencement exercises for the year, 1942-43, were held March 25 and May 17. 

The commencement speakers were Dr. Oscar L. Olson and the Rev. Alvin N. 
Rogness, respectively. The baccalaureate sermons were given by Dr. O-yJ-HsPreus 
and the Rey. W. C. Nassen on the Sundays preceding the respective commencement 
days. Thirty-nine received B.A. degrees and thirteen received teacher’s certificates. 
The reason for the graduation in March of some seniors was a request of the Navy 
that fifteen men, designated by the Navy authorities, be given the opportunity to 
complete their college work early since they were needed for special officer’s training. 
The regular commencement came earlier than usual because of the speeding up which 
has taken place as a contribution to the war effort. This has been made possible 
mainly by shortening vacations : 

The twelve-week summer session (June-August) was carried through under the 
direction of Dr. O. W. Qualley. It consisted of two terms of six weeks each making 
it possible for a student to gain twelve credit hours toward graduation. Members of 
the regular college faculty taught during the summer session while other instructors 
contacted prospective students or worked for the Emergency Appeal. The enrollment 
for this session was larger than in previous years. The summer session made it 
possible for pre-theological students and others to continue their studies through the 
summer and thus meet the requirements of Selective Service. 

The school year 1943-’44 opened September 16. Commencement will take place May 
22. Dr. Carl W. Strom, Second Secretary of Embassy, American Embassy, D. F., of 
Mexico City, Mexico, will be the commencement speaker. The baccalaureate services 
will be held on Sunday evening, May 21, with the Rev. Gerhard E. Frost, newly 
elected professor of Christianity and campus pastor, as speaker. 

In the class of 1944 there are thirty-five candidates for the B.A. degree and four 
candidates for elementary teaching certificates. 

The present school year has been a blessed one in many respects. While a number 
of teachers as well as a number of students have had the flu, and a few cases of 
measles have occurred, we have been spared any serious epidemic or any fatal illness 
or accident. The health situation has in general been good, for which we are thankful 
to God and to our faithful workers in the health service. 

Our male student population has been reduced almost to the vanishing point by 
enlistments in the service and by the draft. Only seventy-four boys have been in 
attendance this year and some of these for only a part of the year. Now, toward the 
end of the school year, forty-five boys are in attendance. Did God guide us into 
coeducation in order to maintain Luther during the depression, through the fire, and 
through the World War II? 

Many of our teachers have enlisted or gone into defense work and have not been 
replaced. Our faculty has, in this way, been reduced from thirty-six to nineteen. 
Many class sections have been eliminated, and the remaining instructors have taken 
heavier loads. For their cooperation and willingness to carry heavier loads, we owe 
them our thanks. 

_ The college has this year an unusually splendid student body. The number is not 
impressive. But there has perhaps never been more seriousness among the students 
about their work. It seems to have come home to them that our whole nation, including 
students, is at war and that everyone must be loyally at his post of duty. The religious 
organizations and activities have flourished. These activities reached their climax 
when the Lutheran Students Union held its annual convention on our campus, March 
3-5, 1944, This was a convention long to be remembered. The theme was “Christ for a 
World Like This.” The convention concluded with the Sunday morning services in 
which our two local congregations joined the young people at the college gymnasium 
where the Rev. E. C. Reinertson of Forest City, Iowa, preached the sermon and 
the Pastors T. A. Hoff and Oliver G. Fjeldstad assisted in the liturgical part of the 
service. 244 delegates were registered. In addition to Pastor Reinertson convention 
speakers were the Dr. L. A. Pierson, president of the South Dakota District; the 
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Rev. Andrew Burgess, foreign missionary and editor of "The Missionary,” and the 
Rev. J. W. Ylvisaker of Our Savior's Church, Minneapolis, Minnesota. The Luther 
Theological] Seminary Choir of St. Paul appeared on the convention program and 
gave a concert Sunday evening following the convention. It is a wonderful experience 
to see so many intelligent and happy young people active in hearing, teaching, 
and inspiring one another in regard to the things of the.spirit with “Christ for a 
World Like This” in the center. 

Sorrow came to the Fields when Mrs. Field’s father passed away on March 2 
followed in death by her mother on March 4, at Belmont, Iowa. Our sympathy goes 
out to Professor Field and his family. We know that their comfort is, “blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord.” 

Six gold stars now have a place on our service flag where 572 are numbered in 
blue. The gold stars represent the following: Carlyle Larson, Jofred Almlie, Lt. 
Ekborg, Rev. Gerhard A. Lane, Robert Symonds, and Sydney Torgerson. 

A number of college representatives attended the funeral for Lt. Monte Nestingen, 
Westby, Wisconsin, March 7. This young man was betrothed to Elaine Anderson of 
our senior class. To all of these to whom war has brought sorrow, we extend sympathy. 

Five members of our staff are on leave, four having enlisted in the Navy and one 
having spent the year in taking care of an invalid mother. 

Prof. L. N. Field was last summer elected by the Rocky Mountain District to be 
the president of the district. We are grateful to Prof. Field and to the district for 
making it possible for this important member of our staff to remain here until the 
end of the school year. While we regret that Prof. Field must leave us, we pray that 
God will bless him and his labors in the Rocky Mountain District and express our 
gratitude to him for the splendid contribution which he has made to Luther College. 

Rev. Gerhard E. Frost, Williston, North Dakota, has accepted the call as Prof. 
Field’s successor at Luther. He will receive a héarty welcome. May God bless him 
and his work in the important position to which he has been called. 


THE EMERGENCY APPEAL 


The Emergency Appeal for funds to replace the Old Main Building which was 
destroyed by fire has been successfully carried through under the able direction of 
Dr. A. J. Bergsaker. Some congregations here and there were unable to participate in 
the ingathering at the time set and will no doubt contribute their portion at a con- 
venient time. The addition to the fund, which this will bring, is needed because costs 
are far higher than contemplated when the goal was set. 

Architect Altfillisch of Decorah is working on plans. A building committee has 
been appointed by the Board of Trustees of the college. This committee has requested 
the faculty of the college to act in an advisory capacity in planning a building which 
will meet the present needs of the college. The faculty has chosen a large advisory 
building committee to gather, sift, and formulate suggestions from the various staff 
members in regard to facilities needed. The results have been submitted to the architect 
who has endeavored to work them into tentative floor plans which in due course will 
be worked over by the board’s building committee and final plans be drawn by the 
architect. These include an adequate heating plant, since engineers declare the old 
boilers and smoke stack will not any longer meet the needs of the college. In order to 
provide dormitory space for approximately 100 boys, formerly housed in Old Main, 
Larsen Hall will also have to be remodeled making the present temporary classrooms, 
laboratories, and offices into student rooms. This remodeling will be more economical 
than to include dormitory rooms in the plans of the new building and will also accord 
with the ideas of our accrediting agency which frowns on having dormitory rooms 
in the administration and classroom. building. Å ran 
— Leaving out the dormitory feature of the Old Main, the new building, it is thought, 
should include the other essential features of Old Main, viz., a chapel, classrooms, 
laboratories, and offices. In the opinion of the architect the most practical and eco- 
nomical way of providing these facilities is to put up a building of three wings, one 
for the chapel, with music studios, classrooms, and practice rooms on the ground floor 
under the chapel. This wing to extend to the south over the site of Old Main. An- 
other wing would run north and, taking advantage of the slope, have three floors— 
one and one half floors for laboratories and one and one half floors for classrooms 
and a few small offices for instructors. 

The third wing, if adopted, will run west to the edge of the bluff, will be of two 
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floors, narrower and of lower ceilings than the north wing; therefore, also of less ex- 
pensive construction. It will provide office space for the administration. ; 

The three wings will be bound together by a central tower which will provide a 
large lobby on first floor, store rooms on the floor below this, and a lecture room on 
the floor above the lobby. : 

There are suggestions offered by the architect and not yet developed into complete 
plans nor adopted by the building committee.

The faculty has appointed a committee on postwar planning. Many of the war 
veterans will upon their return wish to continue their education. There will be much 
need of guidance and planning with each individual, evaluation of his training during 
the war in terms of credit hours,. etc. 

It is needless to say that many problems have arisen for the college as a result of 
the war. With the decline in enrollment, which hit Luther particularly hard, since 
the boys have until now formed the larger part of the student body, and since a mili- 
tary unit could not be taken in due to the loss of Old Main, balancing the budget has 
been very difficult. Up to the end of last fiscal year we were successful in this, in 
making our endowments more productive, and in strengthening our financial position 
otherwise. But now with 300 boys gone who would normally be here we are placed 
in a very difficult position. We believe, however, that we are doing the work of the 
church and that the church under God will now as always stand back of its colleges. 
Others have marvelled at the consistent support given by our church to its colleges. 
I believe this support is born of faith and wisdom, because church supported colleges 
will make for a college supported church. May this interdependence continue, make 
our colleges strong and, through them, make our church strong to do its great and 
God given work, of which we may sing with the Psalmist, “How beautiful are the feet 
of them that preach the gospel of peace.”

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1943-1944 


I have the honor to present the President's report covering the school year 1943-44. 
As this is my first report as President of St. Olaf College, I desire to express my 
appreciation for the opportunity that is given me to serve in this strategic field of ac- 
tivity in our Church. To be permitted to return to the well-remembered sights, char- 
acters, traditions, and outlooks of St. Olaf is a rare privilege. Here again I am thrown 
into fellowship with minds and spirits that have made St. Olaf truly great. These 
ae spirits will continue to be a source of inspiration to clear thinking and noble 
effor 

I left St. Olaf as a graduate in times of war. I am returning to Manitou Heights 
under conditions that are similarly acute. Like many other colleges in the country, 
St. Olaf. is geared to the war program. The transition from peace to war was not an 
easy adjustment to make. The past years have been filled with uncertainties and 
anxieties. At times it has been difficult to keep up with the multiplicity of changes 
that have been forced upon us by the demands of the times. The lowering of the 
draft age to eighteen in November 1942 precipitated the uncertainty for the colleges 
as well as the students. The various counter-moves on the part of the several branches 
of the armed services added to the confusion. It was not without reason, therefore, 
that many leaders in state and education predicted the demise of the Christian Liberal 
Arts College. 

On December 12, 1942, the War and Navy Departments jointly announced the 
Army Specialized Training Program and the Navy Collegiate Training Program. 
Å committee was appointed to select the institutions to which Army and Navy per- 
sonnel would be assigned for various types of specialized training. On February 7, 
1943, the committee released its first list of institutions selected for this war work. 
At frequent intervals thereafter it issued additions to this list. 

St. Olaf was among the first institutions selected by the Navy for the unit desig- 
nated as the Naval Flight Preparatory School. The first contingent of Navy men 
arrived on the campus in January, 1943. Six hundred Navy men were assigned to 
this unit. These Navy men occupy the following buildings: Ytterboe and Mohn Halls, 
Old Main, Steensland Hall, and the Gymnasium (about 34 of the space). 

In many respects the naval unit assigned to St. Olaf was tailor-made for our par- 
ticular situation. The complete separation of the naval and civilian programs has 
made it possible to function with a minimum of friction. The cooperative spirit of the 
officers in charge has helped to expedite the necessary adjustments. These officers, 
together with their staff members and teaching personnel are wholly responsible for 
the success of the school. They have added to the pleasure of all those who have 
worked with them. 

No good purpose is served by reciting all the problems and uncertainties of the 
past year. We have taken the position that the needs of the Navy must come first. 
The men are here to prepare for war. We have, therefore, made every adjustment in 
program and facilities that, in the judgment of the officers in charge, seemed neces- 
sary to expedite this responsibility. The gymnasium was gradually turned over to the 
Navy use as the program enlarged and the demands increased. We adjusted our chapel 
time to an earlier hour to provide this added service. The Women’s physical education 
activities were transferred to the recreation room of Agnes Mellby Hall. These, and 
other changes, have naturally thrown our regular schedule out of gear. However, the 
cooperation of the faculty and all concerned has contributed greatly to minimize the 
inconveniences.

But this is not the extent of St. Olaf’s contribution to the war effort. When war 
was finally thrust upon us by Japan’s treacherous attack on Pearl Harbor the faculty 
members, students, and alumni responded to the country’s need with a courage that 
is worthy of the hour. More than 1,500 St. Olafites are now in uniform or engaged in 
some direct war service. We have the names and addresses of more than 1,200 of these 
men and women. Other names are being added to the list each week. Fifteen have 
given their lives as a supreme sacrifice. From private to high-ranking officer they 
are adding new glory to the St. Olaf record. Of particular significance is the fact that 
well over 50% of the men and women in uniform are now commissioned officers. St. 
Olaf, together with the other colleges of the country, has given ample demonstration 
that they are capable of providing the nation with an effective leadership for times of 
war as well as for times of peace.

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ENROLLMENT 


The total enrollment for the schoo] year is 707. This figure does not include the 
cadets in the NFPS. This represents a drop in civilian registration of 34.4 per cent. 
One of the leading universities in the country recently reported a drop in undergrad- 
uate registration from a normal pre-war enrollment of 3,527 to an enrollment of 850 
civilian students for January, 1944. These figures give the approximate picture of the 
situation in the colleges today as affected by the war. What the enrollment for next 
year will be is difficult to predict. However, as the Navy will leave us by June, 1944, 
plans are being made to remodel both Ytterboe Hall and Mohn Hall to make room 
for women students. With these increased facilities we will be in position to provide 
more accommodations for women students. A minimum registration of 1,000 students 
is necessary to maintain the present program at an even keel. If the members of our 
Church see to it that qualified students are directed to St. Olaf College, the goal of 
1,000 students is not an impossible figure. 


RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES 


Frequent contacts with students bring to light a general restlessness coupled with 
a steadily growing wave of interest in moral and religious aspects of life. The war 
has brought some sobering experiences to the campus. More and more students are 
coming to realize that this world is facing the choice between Christ’s way of life and 
chaos. They also sense that good and evil, right and wrong, cannot readily be dispelled 
by the wave of the hand. The Rev. Philip S. Dybvig has served as college pastor for 
the school year 1943-44. He has been charged with the responsibility of caring for 
the religious needs of the cadets and encouraging a wider student participation in the 
religious activities on the campus and in the Jocal church. It is believed that this ap- 
pointment will help to focus attention on a perennial problem—how to widen and 
deepen the religious life of the growing youth. A number of Sunday evening Vesper 
services have been conducted on the Hill. Spiritual Emphasis Week was held Nov. 
14-17, with the Rev. A. S. Tanner of Eau Claire, Wisconsin, as speaker. Special 
Lenten services were conducted each Wednesday evening during the Lenten period. 
Interest in these special services has been widespread. 

As usual large delegations of students participated in the conventions of the Lu- 
theran Students Association and the Lutheran Student Union held on the campuses 
of the University of Minnesota Farm Schoo] and Luther College, Decorah, Iowa. 
These organizations are growing in power and influence. Many students have been 
quickened in their faith through identification with the wide variety of projects that 
are sponsored by them. 

LIBRARY SERVICE 


The library staff has been confronted with a colossal task in recataloging the books 
moved into the new building, as well as accessioning new additions. It is quite evident 
that more catalogers should be added to the staff as soon as conditions warrant in 
order that this project may be completed within a reasonable period. The change-over 
from the Dewey Decimal System to the Library of Congress System of cataloging 
is in itself a huge undertaking. Added to this has been the confusion that necessarily 
follows in moving fifty thousand volumes to a new location. 

By decision of the Board of Trustees, upon the request of friends of late Dr. 
George Weida Spohn, a room will be set aside in the library as a browsing room. 
This room will be designated the George Weida Spohn Reading Room. This is a 
fitting way to memorialize a man who was a crusader for good scholarship and broad 
reading. It is hoped that this will be the beginning of other similar projects designed 
to increase the use of the library and stimulate interest in the reading of books. 

A year ago Mr. Arthur Andersen donated $2,500.00 to the library for the purchase 
of new books. This fund is being used to purchase special editions that would not 
otherwise be included in the regular budgets. In January of this year another gift 
of three valuable paintings was received from Mr. Andersen. These paintings, together 
with other collections, are now being displayed in the reference room of the library.

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RADIO STATION WCAL 


The St. Olaf radio station is fast becoming an institution by itself. Each year there 
is a wider participation in the station’s activities on the part of our own Church and 
other Lutheran groups. The studio located at Augsburg Publishing House aids largely 
in making this contribution possible. We recognize our responsibility to make this 
radio service available to the larger needs of the Church and to Lutheranism in gen- 
eral. Contributions to WCAL are increasing each month. These contributions are an 
evidence of the growing appreciation of our people for these services. 

The most recent addition to WCAL is the Associated Press news service. This 
twenty-four hour news service will enable the station to present frequent up-to-the- 
minute newscasts throughout the broadcast period. 


PRODUCTIVE SCHOLARSHIP 


The demands of the war have placed unusually heavy teaching loads on the faculty. 
In spite of this strain some worthy contributions to scholarship have been published 
during the year or are in the process of publication. Dr. Theodore Jorgenson's Eng- 
lish-Norwegian dictionary was published last fall and has received wide approval. 
Dr. Theodore Huggenvik has published a very helpful survey of the Bible, "Your 
Key to the Bible.” Professor Philip Dybvig has served as editor of The Lutheran 
Teacher. Mr. Dybvig also collaborated with Mr. Randolph Haugan, manager of Augs- 
burg Publishing House, in the Centennial publication, “The Forward March of Faith.” 
Dr. and Mrs. Howard Hong have published jointly a delightful story of pioneer days, 
"Muskego Boy.” Dr. O. M. Nordlie has published "The Life of Lillehei” and "The 
Gospel of St. John in Modern English.”

The function of this committee is to stimulate interest in research and to bring to 
light studies that are worthy of publication. 


EDUCATIONAL PLANNING 


_ It is still true today as it was true in the days of Horace Mann and Mark Hop- 
kins, that the strength of an institution is measured by its faculty. St. Olaf’s present 
position as the largest and perhaps one of the strongest Lutheran colleges in the coun- 
try is due largely to the corps of men and women who have dedicated their lives to 
the cause of Christian higher education. But time moves relentlessly on and these men 
and women will not be with us forever. Whether we will it or not, the Lord sets a 
terminating point for all of us. It will be the most important administrative responsi- 
bility in the years that are immediately ahead to find teachers of broad educational 
background and Christian conviction to replace these men and women who have 
served the institution so signally in the past. The improvement of faculty salaries, the 
encouragement given to research, sabbatical leaves, retirement benefits, and in gen- 
eral providing the atmosphere for creative and independent research—these are our 
major concern. 

We hear a great deal today about educational planning for the postwar period. 
Planning for what and by whom? That makes a great deal of difference as far as our 
answer is concerned. If the needs of the future are primarily technical, then the 
larger responsibility falls on the technical schools and trade schools. The concentra- 
tion in the war program has given impetus to this emphasis. The acute needs of the 
day call for specialists in many technical fields. 

But in recent months doubt has arisen whether specialization has now been carried 
far enough. A complicated civilization like ours cannot function without a large army 
of specialists. However, there is a growing demand for men and women of broad cul- 
tural interests, spiritual acumen, and moral dynamic who are trained in body, mind, 
and spirit to give direction to the machinery that we have set up. The training of this 
leadership is the task of the Christian Liberal Arts College. 

Some steps have been taken in Washington to prepare for the education of the re- 
turning veterans. The exact nature of the government program has not as yet been 
determined. However, it is quite certain that grants-in-aid for at least one year 
will be provided to all veterans who are interested in continuing their education. The 
predictions are that the greater number of returning veterans will be interested pri- 
marily in training programs that will give them a short-cut to a job. However, cor- 
respondence with our own students, whose education was interrupted by the war, in- 
dicates that thousands of young men and women will demand a more thorough educa- 
tion to equip them for a larger service. These individuals will be more interested in 
the kind of education that we are best prepared to give. Our task will be to provide 
the teaching personnel, student guidance programs and educational facilities that will 
demonstrate that we are worthy of their confidence and support. 

What next in liberal education? Prophecies vary. Some predict the complete col- 
lapse of the traditional liberal arts program. Others are more certain that the war 
has strengthened the need of training along broader rather than narrower lines. Even 
the stringent immediacies of our day are bringing to light that an education which 
focuses on specific objectives must have a broader base if it is to function beyond a 
narrow groove. As civilization demands more specialization it will also require more 
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liberal education in order that the part may be integrated more effectively into the 
whole. The present situation calls for a revival of faith in the cause and the program 
of the Christian Liberal Arts College. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 

Plans for the anticipated increase in enrollment for the post-war period have been 
in the making at St. Olaf for some time. The first project is the construction of 
Harald Thorson Hall, a dormitory for men. Room will be provided for about 220 
men in this dormitory. The building will be constructed as soon as priorities are re- 
leased. A commons building to house the eating facilities, student activities, and other 
services, is also being planned as soon as funds can be released for. this purpose. Re- 
cently the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees of the N.L.C.A. endorsed 
a campaign to raise funds for a new chapel. The time for the chapel campaign will be 
fixed in the very near future. The addition of these buildings to the present plant 
will provide the facilities that are necessary to take care of the increased responsibili- 
ties that will fall upon the college in the postwar years. ; 

The proposed chapel campaign is meeting with keen interest among a wide circle 
of friends. The need is apparent. Since the destruction of the Hoyme Memorial Chapel 
by fire, September, 1923, chapel services and other public functions have been con- 
ducted under physical conditions that are far from ideal. The new chapel would also 
provide more adequate facilities for broadcasting our chapel exercises and other major 
programs—a service that would meet with approval on the part of thousands of radio 


listeners. 
SOME IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


The pressure of events will face us with some fundamental choices. Can we escape 
being controlled by the pulling power of bureaucracy supplying more and more funds 
in support of higher education? A large army of men and women will be flocking 
back to college following the demobilization of the armed forces. What adjustments 
shall we make to meet these new demands? Can we escape expansion beyond a rea- 
sonable ability to give proper educational and religious guidance? Can we keep our 
Christian liberal arts program clearly defined if the Federal Government finances the 
college education of millions of war veterans in the direction of technical education? 
The answer to these questions is of vital importance to St. Olaf and to the Church 
which she serves. 

This year brings to a close one hundred years of church activity of our people in 
America. We can justly take pride in the progress that has been made. St. Olaf has 
had a vital part in that progress. St. Olaf was founded only thirty-one years after the 
planting of the Church on American soil. Since then the College and the Church have 
grown side by side and have shared alike in the triumphs and tribulations of the cen- 
tury. 

This is a day of confusion and uncertainty. It demands an even closer tie-up be- 
tween the College and the Church that the spirit of the Church might permeate the 
campus life and a trained and consecrated leadership might be directed in the services 
of the Church. It is no exaggeration to state that our Christian colleges will play a 
major role in the contribution of the Church to American civilization in the new cen- 
tury. The increased measure of interest and support for the cause of Christian educa- 
tion will strengthen these institutions for the enlarged responsibilities of the new day.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
1943-1944 


To the Board of Education Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Institutions of higher learning face a variety of new conditions in a war period. 
Enrollments have decreased, resulting in serious financial problems. Women compose 
most of the student body, which has necessitated changes in courses, readjustment of 
faculty programs and the introduction of new courses, which are especially helpful to - 
women in preparation for government or civilian service. Many valuable faculty mem- 
bers have been called irto the armed services or drafted as technical experts. These 
and other war-time conditions preclude the possibility of formulating long-range 
plans. We must adjust our program to each day's needs and demands. 

Concordia has perhaps fared as well as any of the Midwest colleges, dependent on 
a civilian enrollment. By comparison the attendance has been encouraging. This is to 
be expected as Concordia is favored with a large and loyal constituency. Nevertheless, 
a decrease of 150 students results in a drastic decrease in income. Favorable income 
from the college endowment funds relieved the situation materially. By reducing ex- 
penses, the deficit for the year will be considerably less than anticipated last fall. 

But the financial situation of our church colleges will become increasingly more 
serious for the duration of the war. The demands of the armed forces for men and 
women, together with the shortage of manpower on the home front, will result in 
further reduction of enrollment next year. The problems are too overwhelming to be 
solved by the individual institutions. If the schools of our synod are to survive, the 
church must come to their assistance with special “wartime” appropriations. The activi- 
ties of our church are dependent upon workers. The colleges of our church supply 97 
per cent of the workers in all branches of the Vineyard. It would be a shortsighted poli- 
cy if our church should neglect to keep her colleges intact for the favorable post-war 
period when workers in increasing numbers will be needed. An average gift of $35.00 
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from each congregation of our synod would result in an additional needed appropria- 
tion of $100,000.00 to be divided among our institutions. The forthcoming convention 
of our church faces no more imperative or far-reaching decision. The colleges stand 
ready to give increased service, but they must be given the necessary support. 

When war was declared in December, 1941, Federal and academic authorities 
predicted the bankruptcy of a large percentage of church-related colleges. They failed 
to reckon with the vitality of the Christian college and the prayerful concern of 
church members for her survival and welfare. As a proof thereof it can now be said 
that not a church-owned, accredited college closed her doors in 1943. We believe that 
our people have a deeper concern for the Christian education of their children than 
ever before. They will give the necessary support to the colleges of their church, for 
the erection of needed buildings and for current expenses. ee 

The other imperative need of our church colleges in a war period is students. A 
decreased enrollment of 100 students results in a loss of $20,000.00 in income. Å cru- 
sade for Christian education in every congregation of our synod would fill our colleges 
with students, even during wartime. We earnestly appeal to our pastors and lay 
people to direct their young people to the colleges of our church. Such efforts will 
pay rich dividends in the years that lie ahead. å 

In compliance with the request of government officials Concordia has "streamlined” 
college courses by conducting summer sessions. Many students complete their course 
at midyear. Twenty-one seniors, seventeen men and four women, received their degrees 
at commencement exercises on January 30, 1944. The baccalaureate sermon was given 
by Reverend Roy A. Harrisville and the commencement address was delivered by 
Reverend Joseph Tetlie. Fifty-three seniors will graduate May 29, 1944. 

The enrollment by semesters reveals an increase in the number of women, but a 
decided decrease in the number of men. This was to be expected. We may gain some 
comfort from the fact that the percentage decrease at Concordia was considerably 
below the 38.6 per cent average decrease in American Colleges and Universities. 

War conditions have resulted in only a few faculty changes during the past year. 
Florence Kloster has replaced Margaret Johnson as instructor of Physical Education 
for women. Miss Johnson has joined the United States Marine Corps Women’s Re- 
serve. 

Professor Arthur H. Sanden has replaced Dr. Harold W. Knudson in the depart- 
ment of chemistry. Dr. Knudson is on a leave of absence, serving in an experimental 
government laboratory in Washington, D. C. 

Janet Schroeder resigned her position as instructor in modern languages and her 
duties were assumed by other members of the faculty. Arthur O. Wigdahl has con- 
tinued his studies in Luther Theological Seminary and will complete his course in 
February, 1944. Reverend J. Carlot Wisnaes was compelled to discontinue his services 
to the college as field representative on March 1. We trust that a complete rest for a 
few months will restore his health. Professor Cyrus M. Running will enter the armed 
services in May. Other members of the staff expect to be called before the close of the 
present college year. 

The college has given a semester of basic training in sciences to fifty nurse cadets 
from St. Luke’s Hospital in Fargo, North Dakota, and the Deaconess Hospital in 
Grafton, North Dakota. All expenses are defrayed by the government. Those inter- 
ested in these courses should request information from these hospitals. The college also 
conducts a five-year course in nursing education together with Fairview Hospital in 
Minneapolis. This course leads to an R.N. and a B.A. degree. 

The final installment on the $120,000 bond issue resting on Fjelstad Hall was paid 
January 1, 1944. This relieves the college of a burdensome interest payment. We 
express our appreciation to our many friends for their contributions to the Golden 
Jubilee Fund, which made the cancellation of this obligation possible. 

An auditorium-physical education building and a library building are imperative 
needs on the campus, if the college is to meet the requirements of an increased post- 
war enrollment. The Board of Directors are presenting these needs to the Northern 
Minnesota and North Dakota districts for a decision. 

__The Corporation meeting in June will act upon a change in the constitution which 
will provide for representation from each circuit and the holding of corporation meet- 
ings on the campus. The meeting has previously been held at the time of the general 
convention of the church. 

_ This is a oe review of the highlights in a busy, eventful year. We have wrestled 
with many problems and difficulties, but these are over-shadowed by God’s mercy and 
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goodness. And so, over another chapter in the history of Concordia, we write the 
college motto, Soli Deo Gloria.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1943-1944 


The major tendencies and developments at Augustana College during the past 
year have been much the same as those which have characterized most small liberal 
arts colleges. The full effect of the war has been felt for the first time during the 
present school year. The most obvious of these effects has been the drastic reduction 
in student enrollment. The men who would normally be in college are either in the 
armed services of the country or in special work. Large numbers of young women have 
found excellent opportunities for highly remunerative employment. Augustana’s en- 
rollment this year dropped from a figure just over five hundred to that recorded in the 
attached table. It is significant that practically the entire decrease is in male enroll- 
ment. The number of women in attendance is very nearly that of the previous year. 

The reduction in enrollment has resulted in a corresponding decrease in income 
from student registration. Something of the size and magnitude of this condition is 
indicated by the fact that at Augustana the registration income dropped from $131,814 
in 1942-43 to $80,115 in this school year. This represents a total decrease in income 
from this source of $51,699 or thirty-nine per cent. In connection with this year’s 
registration there are two significant facts. The first is that the better financial condi- 
tion of our people has been reflected in a larger proportion of cash payments and 
fewer requests for credit. The second significant fact has been the higher proportion- 
ate enrollment for special studies such as voice, piano and organ. In fact, the total 
registration in piano, organ and voice has surpassed that of the previous school year 
when the enrollment was much larger. 

The problem of finances has been further aggravated by the difficulty in finding 
investment opportunities for our endowment funds. Loans on real estate have been 
paid up and fewer applications for new loans have been made. Bonds have brought 
comparatively lower income. At a time when other income has been lowered we have 
been faced with a decrease in income from endowment funds. 

In order to meet this emergency the faculty at Augustana has been reduced during 
the past year. About one-third of the regular faculty is at the present time on leave 
of absence. During recent months two members of the faculty have been called into the 
service. Miss Helen Farley, dean of women, enlisted in the WAVES and is at the 
present time at a training center. The dean of men, Mr. Keith Case, was given a 
commission in the Navy and is receiving his preliminary training in Florida. One 
more member of the faculty has been examined and expects a call to the Army during 
the coming summer. 

Further financial assistance during the year has come through an increase in its 
annual apportionment by the general church body. As a result there is every indication 
that Augustana will complete its fiscal year in a satisfactory manner. 

Three people have been added to our staff for the present school year. All of these 
are replacements. Miss Evelyn Swanson, a graduate of Augustana, has taken over 
Miss Farley's work in the office of dean of women. Miss Ida Wangberg is serving 
as college nurse and Mrs. Pearl Lovejoy as assistant to the dean of women. 

Although some student activities have of necessity been curtailed, there has been 
a fine student spirit throughout the year. There are, of course, adjustments which 
must be made when an institution which has been co-educational loses the majority of 
its men. We have attempted to meet the situation by increasing the number of artist 
and lecture attractions and by somewhat enlarging certain features of the social 
program within the student body. 

Commencement exercises will be conducted on May 21. On that day a class of 
forty-four will be graduated. 

The largest effort of the year centers about the Augustana Building Fund appeal. 
In conformity with the decision of the South Dakota district and under authority 
granted by the board of education and the board of trustees of the church plans are 
being completed for an appeal which will take place during April and "May The 
urgent needs of the college are for added library, classroom and laboratory facilities 
The goal has been set at $250,000 with $100,000 allotted to the Sioux Falls community 
and $150,000 to the territory of the Augustana College Association. The preliminar 
response has been excellent both in Sioux Falls and in the outside area. We pray that 
God may guide the appeal and the response of our people in such a way that the means 
which are so necessary may be supplied. 
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There is abundant need for the ministry of the Christian liberal arts college. We 
must adequately equip them for the training of the youth of our church. We must 
maintain a constant flow of able, well equipped young people, young men and women, 


who will provide the raw material out of which will be fashion

“For we are labourers together with God” (I Cor. 3:9). 
It is our sincere prayer that all that we think and say and do may be regarded in 
the light of the text quoted as our starting point. 


In 1942 Pacific Lutheran College gained state approval as a four-year College of 
Education. On December 9, 1943, the College sought and was granted regional accred- 
itation as a four-year College of Education at the hands of the Northwest Association 
of Secondary and Higher Schools. This decision is to be reviewed at the annual 
meeting of this esteemed body in the fall of 1944. The Northwest Association of 
Secondary and Higher Schools granted this accreditation with reservations. In a 
brief way they may be stated as follows: While the faculty is of a fine and noble type, 
it is demanded that we increase the educational standard by securing more faculty 
members with Ph. D. degrees; improvements in existing buildings; better housing 
and equipment for the science departments; additional improvements in the library; 
increase the faculty salaries; reduction of excessive teaching loads; completion of 
substantial segments of the building program as rapidly as possible; the reduction of 
debts ; and the restoration of all moneys borrowed against the endowment for operating 
expenses. 


Under normal and ordinary circumstances these demands would be simply in- 
superable. In addition to the gross amount of endowment collected since 1927, which 
totals $150,215.75 and which has been spent for operating of the College, mainly in 
1932 and 1933 (after expenses were taken out), there were obligations on August 1, 
1943, in the amount of about $108,461.90. It was with the help given us by the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America in a subsidy in the amount of $40,000 that we 
dared to face the huge task of refinancing the College. It is a great pleasure to report 
that at this date, we have settled with every creditor with whom we did business on 
August 1, 1943, and have refinanced our situation so that today we have reduced our 
indebtedness by about $68,000 and owe four friends of the College a total of $40,000. 
Because of the added subsidies by the N.L.C.A. and the A.L.C., respectively, together 
with increased fees, the elimination of unnecessary costs, and the generous gifts from 
friends in the Development Association, and the Roll Call offerings in the churches 
of the American Lutheran Conference in the P.L.C. area, we are this year able to 
balance our budget as well as to make repairs in the existing buildings in the amount 
of about $10,000. This has been an unusual year and we dare not hope for so many 
special gifts in any ordinary year. Therefore, we must not be too optimistic for another 
year because this year has been so good. 

The Golden Jubilee effort, which was set on foot in 1941 to raise $150,000 in the 
churches of the N.L.C.A. in the Pacific District, was successful in the extent of rais- 
ing a considerable amount of money in the form of pledges. Because of the financial 
condition of the College, most of this money was used for operating expenses, leaving 
a balance of $2,280.25 in the treasury as of August 1, 1943. During the first six 
months of the present fiscal year, we have been able to collect some of the pledges and 
to return to the Golden Jubilee Fund, from the Current Fund a sum borrowed in 
former years in the amount of little more than $12,000, so that on this date the Golden 
Jubilee cash on hand is about $27,000. (April 1, 1944). The Board of Trustees and 
the Administration are very grateful to the many friends of the three cooperating 
Synods for the splendid support that has been given through appropriations and per- 
sonal gifts. Except for the $40,000 given by the N.L.C.A., it seems to us that Pacific 
Lutheran College would now be a memory and would likely not now be able to look 
forward to celebrating its Golden Jubilee on October 14, 1944. In the meantime, a 
tremendous amount of effort is now in progress to build up a Golden Jubilee Fund in 
the amount of $300,000 by October 14, 1944. Half of this amount is expected from the 
Pacific District of the N.L.C.A., and the windup campaign is at this time in progress 
with a reasonable hope of success. The balance of this Fund must be raised from the 
American Lutheran Conference from the three cooperating Synods. The P.L.C. Board 
of Trustees- respectfully appeals to the N.L.C.A. to remember it generously with a 
gift from the Centennial Fund. The commitments made by the A.L.C. W.M.F., the 
Augustana Synod Centennial Fund, and the W.M.F. of the N.L.C.A., all join to 
support us with confidence, courage and hope for the future. The educational standards 
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of the west are high, and these needs must be met if we are reasonably to represent our 
beloved Lutheran Church in America as it proclaims the Gospel of Jesus Christ and 
builds in the great and growing frontier of our nation on the Pacific Coast. 

The war has intensified the problems at P.L.C. The Administration and Faculty 
are alert and constantly studying the trends in order to be in the front line as the 
opportunities come by. The College continues to be on an eleven-month basis, including 
the full College year of nine months and two summer sessions. Credit in a large meas- 
ure must be given to the Faculty which has stayed steady and loyal through the 
many depressing years which have gone by. Notwithstanding all to the contrary, there 
has been a fine spirit and a congenial atmosphere which has made the work pleasant 
in the midst of difficult and trying circumstances. Several of our teachers work full 
time in the war plants and do some teaching at the College in order to keep the 
work going. Here we have a demonstration of loyalty which is scarcely matched 
anywhere in the Christian Church. We thank God for these blessings. 

The enrollment for the year 1943-44 has dropped to a new low in recent years. With 
the Government taking the boys at eighteen and some of them enlisting at seventeen, 
and with the demand for teachers which takes our girls at the end of the third year, 
we face nothing less than the borders of catastrophe. We are confident, however, that 
P.L.C. will not be a war casualty. As long as we keep a balanced budget, we can keep 
operating. But while the student enrollment has dropped from the high of 549 in 
1941-42, to 316 in 1943-44, it is a net loss of considerably less proportions than that 
suffered by a host of schools, both public and private, throughout the nation, Since the 
accrediting association has demanded that we drop the high school, the Board of 
Trustees has unanimously agreed to do so. The high school enrollment for the past 
year totaled 59, while the College totaled 257. These were not present at the College 
at any one time but were distributed the fall, spring, and summer sessions, with full 
and part time College students reaching 165 in the fall semester and 144 in the spring 
semester. We anticipate an enrollment for the coming year, without the high school, 
of about 150 College students. It is entirely possible that this figure will be larger. 
However, we are basing our expectations on what should be a minimum enrollment. 
With the present income we can balance our budget if we have 150 students. 

Our students have won unusual recognition in many fields, notwithstanding the 
distractions of the present war emergency. We need not in this message enter into any 
dilation about the needs of our College nor the importance of our continued existence 
in the interest of home, Church, and nation. All of that is so self-evident and is 
proven by the renewed interest of the cooperating Synods in their appropriations, and 
by the gifts of hundreds of thousands of friends throughout the entire nation. We 
express our appreciation to man and our deep and heartfelt thanks to God as we bring 
this first report since our coming to Pacific Lutheran College on July 11, 1943.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1943-1944 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

“Praise ye the Lord. Oh, give thanks unto the Lord, for He is good; for His 
mercy endureth forever.” With this prayer Waldorf College this: year began its 
forty-first year of service to Church and state. As we look back upon the many 
blessings which God through His grace has bestowed upon this institution, our hearts 
are filled with humble gratitude to Him Who through Jesus Christ has "delivered us 
from the powers of darkness and translated us into the Kingdom of His dear Son.” 


Fortieth Anniversary 

On October 11, 1903, Waldorf was formally dedicated to the cause of Christian 
Education. Last fall a large group of students, alumni, and friends observed the for- 
tieth anniversary. 

Waldorf has had an honorable record. It has a good reputation and is fully accred- 
ited. There has been strong leadership under able men. Capable faculties have not 
only maintained a high scholastic standing, but have inspired the students to useful 
service. Sixty-five men from Waldorf are serving as ministers in our Church. Twelve 
students are on scattered mission fields. Many have entered the teaching and business 
professions. For 40 years there has been a steady stream of the youth of our Church 
numbering almost six thousand who have prepared at Waldorf for larger service in 
the Church and community. We thank God for the gift of His grace that has made 
this possible. We face the future with its challenges and problems in the spirit of the 
prayer-hymn, “Oh, take my hand, dear Father, and lead Thou me.” 


President 
Mr. J. L. Rendahl resigned last spring as president of Waldorf College and was 
succeeded by the Reverend Morton O. Nilssen who began his duties July 15, 1943. 
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Enrollment 


Waldorf College opened the school year of 1942-43 with 165 students, a decrease 
of eight per cent from the enrollment reported at the last biennial convention. A 
decrease in college enrollment is one of the effects of the war. A national study of 
enrollments reveals that the civilian population in November, 1943, in church-related 
colleges dropped 28.3 per cent below the enrollment of the preceding year. The average 
attendance in the junior colleges was 151 in 1941, 125 in 1942, and 107 in 1943. Wal- 
dorf's enrollment is better than average. The total enrollment of college students for 
1943-44 was 118. Once Iowa had 28 public junior colleges; today there are only 13; 
but most of those which closed for the duration plan to reopen. None of the eight 
church-related junior colleges in Iowa have closed. Institutions which have kept their 
flags flying through the period of war emergency—like our own Waldorf College— 
will be in a position to move ahead with full assurance of success in the postwar era 
of enlarged responsibility and opportunity. Waldorf today is the largest junior college 
in Iowa, and the second largest in the northwest states. A member of the Iowa State 
Board of Education said this winter that “when this war is over, Waldorf College is 
going to accommodate a greater load of students than it ever dreamed possible. 


Finances 


There are no mortgages on college property and no notes payable to banks or 
individuals. The last audited report shows a current accumulated surplus of $1,841.08, 
and for the school year 1942-43 a net excess of income over expenditures of $515.55. 
The College is in a sound financial condition. 


Graduates 
The following diplomas and certificates were granted in May, 1943: Associate in 
Education, 22; Associate in Arts, 7; Associate in Science, 3; Associate in Commerce, 
6; one-year Commerce Certificates, 18. Total, 56. 


Seminary 

Eleven of the men enrolled at Luther Theological Seminary this year are gradu- 
ates of Waldorf College. 

Faculty 

Since the last report was made, several changes have occurred in the faculty. 
Edmund A. Schoeld resigned to accept employment in war industry; Rufus Olson 
became an assistant field director with the American Red Cross; Evans Anderson and 
Oakley E. Ellickson enlisted in the Army; Misses Doris Grefthen and Harriet Nich- 
olson joined the WAVES; Walter Person enlisted in the Navy; James A. Reinertson 
is an instructor at an army air base; Misses Mildred Haynes and Eunice Kjorlaug 
accepted other positions. ' ‘ 

Two full-time teachers were added to the staff for 1943-44: Miss Pearl Bjork 
of Rosholt, South Dakota, in education; and Miss Gayle \McNett of Beloit, Wis4 
consin, in commerce. The following taught part-time: Miss Ida Rorem, capable 
social worker with the Iowa Lutheran Welfare Society, in sociology; A. J. Hill, a 
young attorney in Forest City, taught commercial law; Melvin Wedul, principal of 
the Forest City high school, taught zoology; Mrs. Anne Lee Wold, a long-time 
missionary in China, temporarily assisted as matron and housemother in the girls’ 
dormitory; Miss Lyda Jensen of Audubon, Iowa, came in the spring quarter to teach 
speech and commerce; Dr. Jacob Tanner, professor emeritus of our own Seminary, 
taught some classes in Bible this spring quarter. 


Alumni 


An active alumni committee has taken positive steps to unite the alumni of Waldorf 
and actively support the program of the College. The “Waldorf Alumnus” is now 
being published regularly. "Waldorf Clubs” are being organized. An alumni office is 
being established to energize alumni interest and activity, to compile data, and to 
promote public relations. A very effective service is going to be rendered in this 
manner for Waldorf. : 

Appeal 


By resolution of the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees of our church, 
Waldorf College is authorized to conduct an appeal for funds the balance of this year. 
This appeal is now in progress in the 77 congregations of the Waldorf Lutheran Col- 
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lege Association in Iowa and southern Minnesota, and in the words of the resolution 
of the Church, “in such other congregations in Iowa as may invite solicitation.” The 
purpose of this appeal is to raise money to be used in improving and modernizing our 
present facilities, to secure needed equipment, and to make the necessary changes ade- 
quately to accommodate 250 students. This does not involve a large building program, 
but rather improving that which we already have with some remodeling and additions. 


Students 


We have an exceptionally fine student body this year. Although it is smaller in 
numbers because of the war, it is of the highest quality. The health of the faculty and 
students has been uniformly good. Attendance at the voluntary student devotions has 
been very good, and a very wholesome attitude and Christian spirit prevails. In 
November, 1943, the Lutheran Students Association held its convention at Waldorf. 
In December Rey. Andrew Burgess and Rev. Howard Blegen conducted our Missions 
Conference Week. Forty students attended the Lutheran Students Union convention 
at Luther College, Decorah, this spring. 

Waldorf College sincerely appreciates the cooperation of the Board of Education 
of our Church and its executive secretary, Dr. J. C. K. Preus. It covets the prayers 
of our people that all of our schools may continue in the difficult days ahead to serve 
our youth and the Church, that His Name may be glorified!

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1943-1944 


The past year at Camrose Lutheran College has been one in which our school has 
grown in many ways. 

The prevailing spirit among our students and faculty has been one of good will 
and harmony, and we feel that our work here has been blest. 

Last fall we opened school with 141 students, but ten of these dropped out during 
the first few weeks chiefly because of lack of proper accommodations. I am positive 
that our enrollment would have reached 200 had we not been forced to discourage 
students on this account. 

We have but three class rooms and two of these are not large enough to accom- 
modate a class of thirty. This lack of room not only decreases our student body, but 
prevents us from having six full-time teachers without which we cannot apply for 
accreditation. With a new building containing three large classrooms, a laboratory, and 
a library we would have some chance of establishing a Junior College. 

This past winter we promoted two local drives for funds which provided us with 
sufficient money to purchase a new Minshall Electric organ and to throw off an old 
debt of $3,000.00. If people right here in Camrose are able and willing to donate over 
four thousand dollars, a drive including the whole province should prove successful. 

At the present time we are having some difficulty regarding the problem of taxation. 
The town of Camrose has promised us tax exemption but at the moment has no 
authority to grant it. A bill to give this authority to the town had been introduced but 
met with opposition in the provincial government. In the meantime we are awaiting 
further development, and there is no doubt in my mind that we shall succeed in having 
the taxes written off. 

Apart from our crowded conditions and the tax situation, all is well at our school. 
I wish you God’s richest blessing.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1943-1944 


Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible Institute has now enjoyed five fruitful years of 
existence. During the past year a total of 84 students were in attendance and at least 
20 applicants were turned away because of lack of room. Restoration of the school 
facilities to enable full use of the buildings is restrained by the unsettled tax question. 

The school is operated under the supervision of a Board of Management elected 
by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada, at its regular conventions. The school 
is supported mainly by free will donations from its friends, The first year these 
totalled $1,050.00 and the sum increased appreciably each succeeding year. This fiscal 
year the total was $4,000.00. 

Special projects of the school include the bookstore, operated mainly as a conve- 
nience for the people of our district. This grossed $3,000.00 last year, For the past 
two years we have cooperated with the Seminary at Saskatoon in presenting a half 
hour broadcast each Sunday morning during the school year. 

Our school demands a high standard of conduct from its students. Emphasis is 
placed on personal fellowship with Jesus Christ through living faith created by the 
Holy Spirit through the Means of Grace.

REPORT OF THE BOARD 


The following is a brief survey of activities that have concerned the Board 
of Home Missions during the past bi-ennium. War industry migrations, causing 
resettling of members from older parishes and attempts to co-ordinate this 
activity among the various Lutheran Synods have been a part of the program. 
The need of eliminating the establishment of competitive congregations in the 
same Home Mission fields has received the attention of the Board through its 
representatives on the Lutheran Regional Home Mission Councils. Growing in- 
terest is noted in the field of rural missions. Some of these problems will be dealt 
with more in detail in this report. 

The problems and objectives arising in Home Mission work in our present 
day call for prayerful and earnest consideration of the needs. We earnestly invoke 
God’s blessing and guidance in dealing with the responsibilities entrusted by our 
church to the Home Mission Board and call upon our pastors and congregations 
through prayer and abiding interest to give su 


) t : pport, counsel and inspiration to 
the carrying on of the work in this field. ' 8 


RURAL MISSIONS 


One of the problems for our church is Rural Missions. Dr. Bergsaker, our 
General Secretary, informs us that taking the basis of towns of 2,500 and under 
as included in rural statistics, 86% of our congregations are in that type of ter- 
ritory, while only 14% in the urban or city areas. On the basis of baptized mem- 
bership, the ratio is 65.1% rural and 34.9% urban. The question immediately 
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comes to the fore whether 2,500 is the proper line of demarkation. The theory 
behind the 2,500 is the fact that that type of city depends greatly upon the rural 
constituency for its business as well as other welfare and activity. 

One thing that constantly comes up is the question of consolidation of smaller 
congregations. We must face this more courageously and more wisely than we 
have done in the past. 

As the Home Mission reports from the pastors are studied and the size of 
the congregations noted where regular services are expected, not only on Sunday 
but catechetical instruction, Ladies’ Aids, and other work, it is a question wheth- 
er we can really build solid and worthwhile parishes out of some of these situa- 
tions. The mission pastor has to give much of his time in driving, sometimes 
thirty or forty miles to a small congregation, as well as a great amount of his 
salary for travel. More time and money is expended than we possibly realize. If 
some of these churches, four or five miles apart, could be united, possibly one 
on each side of a centrally located congregation, it would reduce the number 
by two, increase the size of the Sunday audience, as well as the confirmation 
class. Roads are no longer a hindrance as they were years ago. 


HOME MISSION PASTORS’ SALARIES 


On account of the economic situation there are places that have not been 
able to keep pastors for more than two or three years at a time. The growing 
family needs, on the basis of a minimum income, has made it necessary for pas- 
tors to make a change even if many of them would have preferred to continue 
serving these places. The attempt has been made to increase the pastor’s stated 
salary to $1,500.00 and parsonage. The time has come that we probably should 
face the question of fewer Home Mission parishes and at the same time better 
Home Mission parishes both for the people and for the pastor. Our aim should 
be to bring the Home Mission pastor’s salary up to $1,800.00. In many cases this 
does not mean any large income for the Home Mission pastor where he has to 
drive to several churches, often twenty or thirty miles from the parsonage. Auto- 
mobile and travel costs, including depreciation of the car, will probably mean 
$400.00 or $500.00 a year. Home Mission grants should not be cut as soon as the 
congregations increase their part of the salary from $100.00 to $300.00 or $400.00. 
The congregations should be encouraged to increase the pastor’s salary, with the 
understanding that the Home Mission grant remains the same until this goal is 
reached and established in the congregation. 

There are men who are pre-eminently fitted for Home Mission work. They 
should be given every encouragement to dedicate their ability and their exper- 
ience to a lifetime of service in Home Missions. That does not mean necessarily 
in the same place but that in a larger territory they could be used in different 
situations to build up strong and self-supporting parishes. 


MEMBERSHIP TRANSFER DEPARTMENT 


Dr. Bergsaker, with his usual energy and persistence, has organized our 
Membership Transfer Department, which means a great deal of work in his 
office. It is beginning to show results. Constant attention to this practice by our 
pastors and congregations will mean a great deal for Home Missions. Our mem- 
bers moving into new communities can be contacted and brought into congrega- 
tions immediately. Children can be placed in the Sunday school and candidates 
for confirmation can be taken care of properly and efficiently in a very short time. 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


The Board of Home Missions is happy to report that the Church Extension 
Fund, as regards liquid assets, is in a most satisfactory condition. The conscien- 
tious repayment of loans by our congregations is deeply appreciated. The 
promptness with which payments have been made makes possible the assurance 
that the Church Extension Fund will assume the character of a revolving fund 
where regular and dependable repayments of loans will make possible annually 
the financing of new projects. PO) ; 

When a Home Mission congregation plans to build, the District President 
or some other representative of the District Home Mission Committee should 
confer with the congregation as to type of building, financing, etc., before any 
definite decision is made. In case Church Extension loans are expected, the Home 
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Mission Department should be notified of the building program so that a rep- 
resentative of the Church Extension department could also meet with the con- 
gregation and pastor and confer with them as to the financial situation. 

Åt the request of Augsburg Publishing House, Dr. Martin Anderson has 
prepared a small book on church building and financing. This does not deal 
exclusively with Home Mission projects, but with general building projects in 
our congregations. The book is recommended to all congregations contemplating 
building projects. 

WAR WORKERS’ MIGRATION 


One of the most tremendous and pressing problems in all of our Christian 
churches during the past two years has been the greatest migration of people 
within the United States that has ever taken place. Thousands upon tens of 
thousands have moved with their families from parishes where they and their 
forebears have lived for many years, uprooted all their connections and moved 
from the rural midwest to teeming cities of industry on the Pacific Coast or the 
big industry centers of Michigan and other eastern states. The National Lu- 
theran Council has set up a Commission for this type of missionary work. The 
large housing areas have been investigated, surveyed and workers have been 
sent in as far as possible or permitted. The Rev. C. P. Rasmussen, formerly of 
Como Park Church, St. Paul, Minnesota, has been selected by the Commission 
as its representative in the Seattle area. 

What the future will bring, no one knows. In a survey conducted in Seattle, 
more than 80% of the workers stated definitely that they intended to remain on 
the Pacific Coast and not return to their former localities. That will mean a 
tremendous Home Mission program for the Puget Sound and Los Angeles areas, 
as far as our church is concerned. 

It also brings serious consequences in certain parts of the Midwest. Fine 
smaller self-supporting congregations may be faced with the possibility of be- 
coming Home Mission parishes. It will mean a tremendous effort to find new 
members and new supporters outside of the old family backgrounds that have 
existed for possibly fifty or seventy-five years. 


HOME MISSION STATISTICS 


The following is the situation as to pastors and congregations, members and 
appropriations. The figures for the bi-ennium are given. Possibly the main rea- 
son for the decreases in congregations and members is the fact that many con- 
gregations have become self-supporting during the last year.

HOME MISSION DISBURSEMENTS AND BUDGET 


_ During 1943 there was expended the sum of $148,465.31 to the Distri 
Missions, or at the rate of $287.16 per congregation, an Ne of $2.66 per Nene 
ber. The amount expended for other activities for the past year was $40,450.14. 
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For pro-rated amounts and probate committee expense the amount of $26,368.28 
was expended. The following non-administrative items are included in the pro- 
rated amounts: National Lutheran Council, Lutheran World Convention, Wo- 
men's Missionary Federation, Brotherhood, Lutheran Daughters of the Refor- 
mation, Parish and Sunday School work. 


LEGACIES 


The Board is happy to report that during the bi-ennium $25,129.60 was re- 
ceived in testamentary gifts and legacies. The constant remembrance of the 
cause of Home Missions in their last wills and testaments by friends of this 
great cause is noted with gratitude and thankfulness. May God bless the mem- 
ory and example of these co-workers who have departed this life.

INSTITUTIONS 


The following institutions are operated directly under the supervision of the 
Board of Home Missions: Mn E ; : 

1. Norway House, Brooklyn, N. Y., is still continued as an Immigrant Mis- 
sion, because the Board has received no proposals to purchase this property. It is 
the definite intension of the Board to dispose of this property as soon as there is 
an opportunity, in accordance with the authorization received from the church to 
sell this property. in 

2. Ketchikan Seamen’s Mission has had some repairs and changes in its 
building the past year in order to improve the quarters, This has been inspected 
and approved by Pres. Foss as well as the local committee. At present the Ser- 
vice Commission is considering the possibility of making use of the mission as 
a Lutheran Service Center for soldiers and sailors during the war. i 

Mr. M. J. Bugge, a member of the local board, passed away last July and in 
his place Mr. Pete Sather of Ketchikan has been appointed. The following are 
the members of the local board: Captain L. P. Sunderland, Mr. A. M. Bue, 
Mr. Pete Sather. 


3. San Francisco Seamen's Mission, conducted by Dr. A. H. Thorsen, has 
about the same status as last reported. There is always some activity and some 
work accomplished, for which we are deeply grateful. The resolution still stands, 
however, to close this activity as soon as possible. The Mission is conducted 
in rented quarters. 


4. The Norwegian Seamen's Mission, Seattle, has continued its activity. We 
own the building and the question may arise whether we should continue in- 
definitely to conduct a transient hotel in connection with the Mission, or dis- 
continue this type of work and concentrate simply on the spiritual and devotional, 
conducting a reading room and a place for devotions and meetings. 


ALASKA MISSION 


The Eskimo Mission fields are taken care of by Pastor and Mrs. S. S. Klyve 
at Teller, Pastor and Mrs. Elmer H. Dahle at Shishmaref, and Miss Helen Frost 
at Igloo. The past year we had the joy of having Rev. and Mrs. Dahle here on 
their regular leave. They visited a number of our congregations and presented 
the cause of the Mission. They have now returned to their work at Shishmaref. 

Miss Helen Frost's vacation is past due. Because of the war situation she 
stayed on a year longer. This spring she will come home on regular furlough. 

It should be remembered that this summer the Teller Mission will celebrate 
its fiftieth anniversary. It began in 1894 under the direction of Missionary T. L. 
Brevig, who championed the cause of the Eskimo in the former Norwegian 
Synod and created an interest and love for those distant people which has con- 
tinued until the present time. We thank God for the opportunity to bring Christ 
to a group that did not know Him. On this golden jubilee occasion we especially 
remember the life and work of Missionary Brevig in gratitude to God and in ap- 
preciation of his faithful devotion to the Gospel among the Eskimos. 

Dr. J. W. Johnshoy has translated and re-edited the story of the Alaska 
mission under Rev. T. L. Brevig. The story is taken from the daily journal of 
Missionary Brevig kept for twenty-four years during his stay inside the Arctic 
Circle. It is indeed a fitting publication on this fiftieth anniversary of the begin- 
ning of the Eskimo Mission. 

The Board recognizes the continued and loyal assistance that the Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation have given in the maintenance of the Shishmaref 
Mission; also that the Women’s Missionary Federation through its Cradle Roll 
Department has supported the mission work in Teller and Igloo, Alaska. 

The Board has given thought and consideration to the extension of the work 
of Home Missions in Alaska. President Foss and the Home Mission Committee 
of the Pacific District have given serious consideration to this matter. At present 
it is the intention of the Pacific District Home Mission Committee to begin work 
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in two or three cities in Alaska, if suitable workers can be secured for the fields. 
In addition to the maintenance of the pastor, the question of equipment, place 
of meeting and other similar things will be involved in this venture. Pres. Foss 
has given a great deal of attention to it. It is his hope and plan that we may be 
able to place some men in the fields to work among the white people in Alaska, 
of which possibly half of the 70,000 there are of Scandinavian extraction. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation has also interested itself in this project. 
The Board is deeply grateful for the support and interest that the women of 
our church are showing in this new field. ? 


BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 


Superintendent E. W. Sihler has reported to the Board on the work in the 
Bethany Indian Mission. The past year he has had the responsibility of the 
work without any assistant but attempts are made to secure a woman helper, 
especially for the work among the Indian women. There has been a committee 
of the Board to give attention and study to this mission as to what shall be the 
future policy and program. 


DEAF MUTE AND BLIND MISSION 


Pastor H. O. Bjorlie has continued his work, concentrating especially on 
work in Faribault and also supervising the work in the neighboring states. 
Through the interest and application of Dr. Shurson, gifts have been secured so 
that with the sale of the land, which was given some years ago, the new church 
building erected in Faribault, Minnesota, will be a gift to the church from 
these sources. 


EVANGELISTS 


Rev. P. Nordsletten, Mr. E. L. Scotvold, and Rev. C. K. Solberg have con- 
tinued as Evangelists of the Home Mission Board. The Eastern District, at a 
recent convention, asked for a full time District Evangelist. Rev. T. W. Tysdal, 
who had been employed temporarily as Evangelist, was called as acting pastor 
for Bismarck, North Dakota, during the absence of the Rev. O. S. Rindahl. The 
Board does not feel that it can refuse such requests from congregations that are 
vacant during this emergency. The same situation applies in seeking to call new 
Evangelists at present. The Board has on its program the securing of additional 
Evangelists as soon as conditions will permit. 

Congregations are urged to give attention to the possibility of conducting 
meetings, with the assistance of pastors and laymen in their own circuit. This 
would then be a Spiritual Emphasis Week during which pastors and congrega- 
tions in the same circuit could assist each other. 


BOOK MISSION 


Rev. M. O. Sumstad has taken up the work of the Book Mission, following 
the retirement of Rev. O. Guldseth. He has been assisted by Mrs. Sumstad. The 
report shows an increase and expansion in the work and growing interest. It is 
now, of course, more generously supported by the different boards of the church. 
This makes it possible to use gifts received for publishing and printing new 
tracts and booklets. 


BIBLE SOCIETIES 


It is scarcely necessary to call attention to the work of the American. Bible 
Society. Our Board is supporting the Society with an annual contribution of 
$2,000.00. The Board urges that the amount given by the respective Boards of the 
church may be increased through individual contributions. At this time there is 
an added burden on the Society because of the war. The Society furnishes many 
hundreds of thousands of copies of the Scriptures to the soldiers. It is a strange 
thing that in spite of the constant increase in sales of Bibles from year to year 
there are tens of thousands of homes in the United States without a copy of the 
Bible. The Bible Society is constantly pushing the distribution of the Scriptures 
through its agencies and representatives. 
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LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 
Saskatoon, Sask. 


The Theological Seminary at Saskatoon is being conducted as a Home Mis- 
sion institution supported by Home Mission funds. The Executive Secretary of 
the Board, who is also the President of the Church, has regularly inspected and 
visited the Seminary once a year. Both spiritually and scholastically our Seminary 
in Saskatoon is an institution that ranks with our Seminary in the states. 

Dr. J. R. Lavik is giving his full time as President. Dr. Iver Iversen has 
taken over a great deal of work in the Seminary. The Saskatoon congregation 
has now called the Rev. O. K. Storaasli, at present pastor in Philadelphia, who 
will receive his Ph.D. from Princeton this spring. He.will also teach some 
classes at the Seminary. 

The present problem at the Seminary is the curtailment of student enrollment 
on account of war conditions. It is evident that the Canada Seminary will even- 
tually solve the problem of securing pastors for our congregations in Canada. 

The men who have graduated from the Seminary have proved to be capable 
and able in the service,—all honor to our professors and students in the Semi- 
nary and their contribution to the Home Mission advance. 

The appropriation for the Canada Seminary has been placed at $7,000.00 a 
year. The total amount has not been expended. It should be kept at the same 
amount because from time to time added equipment for library and teaching 
assistance may be needed. This past year about $6,400.00 was expended for the 
Seminary. 


ZION SOCIETY FOR ISRAEL 


Last year the Board adopted a resolution that a committee of three be elected 
to work out details for a special account in our records and for closer cooperation 
with the Zion Society for Israel. The following were elected on this committee: 
Dr. Martin Anderson, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker and Dr. Nils Kleven. This committee 
brought its recommendations to the meeting of the Board of Home Missions. 
With the approval of the Board of Trustees, it is recommended to the conven- 
tion that a special rubric be placed in the annual report for gifts to the Zion 
Society for Israel. This does not imply that it becomes a part of the allocated 
budget, but that all gifts that come through our treasury will be credited to the 
respective congregations. In the study of the contributions from our members 
to this work in the past, a possible goal of $30,000.00 a year has been set for 
this purpose. 


DISTRICT PRESIDENTS’ ACTIVITIES 


The District Presidents are serving as Home Mission Superintendents in 
their respective districts. They are advisory members of their respective Home 
Mission Committees and in a certain sense are the ones upon whom the responsi- 
bility is laid to carry out the resolutions and decisions of the committees. Our 
former approach to the Home Mission problem, that it is congregations re- 
ceiving Home Mission aid that are to be considered as the Home Mission 
program, is changing. Large possibilities for reaching the unchurched are found 
within the areas where there are self-supporting churches. It becomes a part 
of the responsibility of the District President to keep this constantly increasing 
field before our pastors and congregations. The possibilities in supervision and 
attention to the Home Mission interests of our church are constantly increasing 
The Board commends the District Presidents as Home Mission Superintendents 
for their continuous and faithful application to these responsibilities. 

The Board of Home Missions wishes to extend to the Home Mission pastors 
deep appreciation and gratitude for the faithful service and loyalty to the call 
to serve in the Home Mission fields. We are mindful that it often entails many 
hardships, handicaps and difficulties for the pastor and his family to continue 
in some of these fields. We know, brethren, that your labors are not in vain. 
Your sowing of the seed of the Word by God’s grace and activity of the Holy 
Spirit will bring fruit unto life eternal. Out of the efforts of Home Mission pas- 
tors have come many vigorous and strong self-supporting parishes. We have the 
confidence that such testimony and evidence will come from your labors in the 
years to come. We call upon the members of the Home Mission parishes to sup- 
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port their pastors in word and deed, that they may labor joyfully and gladly 
together with you in the Lord. ; 

To all who by their giving, prayer and interest have supported the great 
cause of Home Missions in our country we extend sincere gratitude and appre- 
ciation. God bless you all.

_ The Home Mission Board recommends the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions: | 


1. THANKS TO GOD 


The church gives thanks to God for His blessing on our Home Mission 
endeavors, and prays for continued divine guidance and help in the bringing of 
the Gospel to the unchurched everywhere. 


2. PARISH MISSIONARY PROGRAM 


The church notes from the report of the Board of Home Missions that there 
are Home Mission opportunities in the fields of well established, self-supporting 
congregations, and urges such congregations to study their fields carefully, 
through surveys and otherwise, with the object of reaching the unchurched in 
their communities, and maintaining a vigorous and constant Home Mission pro- 
gram for the gathering in of the unchurched and unsaved. 


3. HOME MISSION PASTORS’ SALARIES 


The church recognizes the difficulty of Home Mission pastors. in meeting 
increased living expenses and recommends that wherever-possible the congrega- 
tions served and district committees attempt-to give the pastor a minimum salary 
of $1,800.00 a year and parsonage. 


4. MEMBERSHIP TRANSFER DEPARTMENT 


The church commends Dr. Bergsaker for the excellent beginning he has made 
in organizing a Membership Transfer Department. Recognizing the tremendous 
possibilities for good of this Department, the church urgently appeals to all 
pastors and congregations to use the facilities of this Department to the utmost. 


5. CHURCH EXTENSION FUND 


The church notes with satisfaction the increasing number of congregations 
that have paid up their Church Extension loans before due, thus making available 
for future loans a larger sum than ever previously has been at the disposal of the 
Home Mission Board. In view of the present prosperity, it urges congregations, 
whose debts are not paid, to pay them at the earliest possible date. The church 
recognizes and commends the outstanding work of Mr. C. L. Nasby in putting 
our present Church Extension Fund in such excellent condition. 

Although it may at present be impossible to start erection of new churches, 
we urge congregations contemplating building programs to make use of the pres- 
ent time to gather the necessary funds. 

The church takes note of the book prepared by Dr. Martin Anderson on church 
building and church financing, and urges all congregations contemplating the 
erection of churches to avail themselves of the help this book affords. 

The church urges Home Mission congregations contemplating building to 
confer with the District President or other representative of the Home Mission 
Committee as to type of building and financing before definite decisions are made. 
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6. WAR WORKERS’ MIGRATION 


The church takes cognizance of the consequences which war workers’ migra- 
tion may have for congregations in certain areas of our church, especially the 
Middle West, and urges all congregations as never before to recognize the 
missionary responsibility which faces the church in our home communities to go 
out and bring the unchurched and the unsaved into the fold, regardless of their 
racial, linguistic or previous denominational background. 

The church commends our cooperation with other Lutheran bodies of the 
National Lutheran Council in the special effort being made to meet these needs 
in the industrial areas, particularly the West Coast. 
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7. BLANKS 


The church notes that there are some Home Mission pastors who do not send 
in quarterly reports on the status of the work in their respective parishes and 
urges all pastors receiving Home Mission aid to be faithful in preparing and 
sending in these reports in order that their district committees and Executive 
Secretary’s office may be kept informed as to the progress of the work. 


8. CENTENNIAL FUNDS 


Convinced that the church has no more important activity than Home Mis- 
sions and that in the work of Home Missions an adequate Church Extension 
Fund is of the utmost importance, the church, in the distribution of the Centen- 
nial Fund surplus, pledges definite consideration to Home Missions and Church 
Extension needs. 


9. LEGACIES 


The church is grateful for legacies for Home Missions amounting to $25,129.60 
received during the past biennium and expresses the hope that there will be 
ve will follow the example of those who thus have remembered the 
church. 


10. SEAMEN'S MISSIONS 


The church is deeply indebted to those who so faithfully and loyally are 
working in the Seamen's Missions. May God bless them and make them a blessing 
for the many among whom they labor. 


11. ALASKA MISSIONS

SURVEY OF THE WORK, 1943 


“But ye shall receive power after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me...” Acts 2:8. 

The effect of the war is felt more and more. It becomes increasingly difficult to 
obtain passports and passages for missionaries to the fields. While on the one hand 
distances are being obliterated and we can fly from this country to Africa, Asia or 
Europe in a few hours, on the other hand it becomes more difficult, more expensive 
and takes longer to reach our mission fields than was the case before the war. But in 
the crisis of the world’s history Christ’s disciples are called to the great service of 
witnessing—to witness for Christ. This witnessing rises above the din of battle, above 
race and nationality. It encircles the globe. “Let the Church recognize at last that she 
exists upon earth for the benefit of the Kingdom of God! Let her obey the teachings 
of the Head! Let her proclaim His authority, accept His Spirit, vindicate His pro- 
gramme! Let Christianity be converted to Christ.” (Wilfred Monod) 


CHINA 
Famine and Inflation 


During 1943 large parts of China suffered terribly from famine. This was especially 
true of Honan province. Most of our field was directly affected. Much loss of life was 
reported. Added to this calamity was the inflation which seriously affected both the 
Chinese and the missionaries and made it necessary for the Mission Boards to give 
considerable sums as extra grants to their workers. During the latter part of the year 
the situation was better on our field, as far as the famine was concerned, but the 
inflation continues to be a difficult problem which causes much hardship. The northern 
part of Honan is still suffering much from famine caused by floods and by, locusts. 
Millions in Honan faced starvation in the beginning of 1943. The missions, the 
Government and the international Relief agencies have tried to save as many lives as 
possible, but many thousands, perhaps millions, have perished from famine and expo- 
sure in Central China during the year. 


Invasion 


Added to these difficulties, the eastern part of our Honan field was again invaded 
by the Japanese in the beginning of the year. The stations Kwangshan and Hwang- 
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chuan were looted, and our missionaries there lost all their possessions except the 
clothes they wore. Fortunately they were warned of the invasion in time, so they were 
able to escape, returning to their stations after the Japanese had withdrawn. At the 
close of the year one of our main stations—Sinyang—was still occupied by the Japa- 
nese. 

Miss Marie Anderson 


Miss Marie Anderson passed away in Wuchang February 21, 1944. She was 73 
years old and had given a long and active day in God's service among the Chinese. 
We treasure her memory. 

Missionaries Interned 


The Rev. H. M. Nesse, Miss Martha Kulberg and Miss Marie Anderson, who in 
1942 were taken by the Japanese from Sinyang to Hankow, were in the spring of 
1943 moved across the Yangtze River to Wuchang, where they have been since, staying 
in a Catholic school building. Miss Anderson died February 21 (see above). 


Missionaries to the Field 

Only four missionaries were sent to China by our Board in 1943. Dr. Nathanael 
Fedde volunteered to give up his practice in the homeland and go back to the field. 
Dr. Fedde and the Rev. Geo. O. Holm left the U. S. together in the spring of 1943 
and after a long and dangerous trip arrived on our field in Honan in November. The 
Rev. Arne B. Sovik, who was graduated from Luther Seminary in the spring and 
ordained June 6th, left in July by way of South America and reached our field in 
December. Miss Lydia Hanson left the U. S. in August by boat for India and arrived 
on our field in December. We thank God that our missionaries were led safely to their 
destination. No missionary from our field in China came home in 1943. 


Synod Meeting 


In October the meeting of the Honan-Hupeh Synod was held in Tenghsien. Dr. 
Peng Fu is the president of the Synod. 
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There is an increasing strain on the missionaries on the field, as they are facing 
tremendous problems and are unable to get away to Kikungshan for a brief rest in 
the summer. More missionaries on the field are due for furlough, but the difficulties 
involved in traveling are steadily increasing, and it may not now be possible for them 
to get out of China before the Burma road has been reopened. 

Dr. C. C. Skinsnes has received a call from the Lutheran World Action to go to 
Tanganyika, East Africa, until the time when the road to China again opens. 

Dr. Daniel Nelson has been called by the Lutheran World Action to go to Chung- 
king to represent the Lutheran missions in that city, especially in relation to the 
orphaned missions in China. 

Extra-territoriality 


The Western powers waived their extraterritorial rights in China effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1943. Christian missions have been among the most, important factors bringing 
about this change, and it is a cause for rejoicing that at last this item, which was 
looked upon as an offense by most Chinese, has been removed. But we must be aware 
of the fact that the abrogation of the extra-territorial rights will directly affect mis- 
sionaries and the status of missions. It means that all foreigners residing in China will 
be subject to Chinese law, including taxation. The same applies to property held by 
foreign firms or organizations. 


THE PHILIPPINES 


The Americans in Baguio were interned when the Japanese arrived December 27, 
1941. For many months we got no word from our missionaries there, but toward the 
end of 1943 we had several letters from the missionaries. These letters contained rather 
encouraging reports. Our missionaries were all well when these letters were written in 
September. When the war in the Pacific broke out December 7, 1941, there were more 
than 400 missionaries in the Philippines. About half that number were en route to or 
from other lands. Sixty missionaries from China had gone to Baguio a year earlier 
when the Peking Language School was moved to that place. 

Last spring the sad news reached us that the Rev. Gerhard Lane had been killed. 
Mr. Lane had resigned from the Mission and at the time of his death was an officer in 
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the army. The details of his death are not as yet fully known to us. Our sympathy 
goes out to Mrs. Lane and her child who are somewhere in the Philippines, probably 
on the island of Mindanao. 


MADAGASCAR 


During 1943 mail to and from Madagascar became more regular than had been 
the case since the fall of France. Passenger traffic, however, is irregular, and it is 
extremely difficult to book passage to or from the island. The Rev. and Mrs. G. Torvik 
have been on their way home from Madagascar many months. They came by way of 
South Africa and crossed the Atlantic on an Argentine steamer. While in Argentina 
on their way home Mrs. Torvik met with an accident. She broke her leg and has been 
laid up since early. in December. They probably will not be able to reach this country 
before April. 

The work in Madagascar has not been directly affected by the war except insofar as 
the cost of living is rising, and several commodities cannot be bought. The lack of 
gasoline means that the missionaries are hampered in their travels in the various 
districts. 

The Theological Seminary 

The Theological Seminary at Ivory continues its work, but at present our Mission 
has no representative on the faculty. The Mission suffered a loss when one of our 
students at the Seminary passed away during the year. The cause of death was not 
reported to us. 

Furloughs 

Several of our missionaries in Madagascar are due for furlough; some have stayed 
two years or more past the time for furlough. Travel is uncertain and dangerous, 
but it is hoped that the new year will bring a definite change for the better as far as 
crossing the Atlantic is concerned. 


Nellie Dahl 


It was with deep sorrow we received the news that Miss Nellie Dahl had passed 
away on March 17th. She was taken ill in Fort Dauphin and left for Tananarive 
where she underwent a serious operation from which she did not recover. Miss Agnette 
Haugen was with Miss Dahl in Tananarive and brought the remains back to Fort 
Dauphin, where the funeral service was held. 

Miss Dahl gave a long and active day of labor to Madagascar since her arrival on 
the field in 1905. Blessed be her memory ! 


SOUTH AFRICA 


_ Africa has been much in the headlines during 1943, and people generally are begin- 

ning to realize that Africa is “the Continent of Responsibilities.” The Boards who 
have mission work on that continent are awake to the opportunities, responsibili- 
ties and problems which that work faces. 
_ South Africa has not been directly touched by the war, but the effect of the war 
is felt in most homes in the country, both because so many South Africans have fought 
in the campaigns in North Africa and because of the rise in prices and the lack of 
many commodities. ' 

The work on our field has progressed. The Theological Seminary at Oscarsberg 
had a good year. The Teachers Training College at Umpumulo also had a successful 
year with good attendance. 

Ordination 
Four young men from our Mission were ordained to the holy ministry b 
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Mrs. Hans Astrup died at Eshowe on October 7th and was buried at Entumeni on 
the 9th. She had been ill for several years. Born at Umpumulo in 1871, the daughter 
of Missionary Steenberg and wife, Anna Astrup, was well acquainted with South 
Africa and knew the Zulus intimately. She married the Rev. Hans Astrup in 1924, 
Pastor and Mrs. Hans Astrup will long live in loving memory among the Zulus, as 
well as among the many Europeans who knew them. 
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In December Chief Mkishwa Nyandeni at Entumeni died. He was a Christian leader 
of unusual ability and integrity. He was loved and respected by the many Zulus whose 
spokesman he was. He was very active both as a leader in the congregation at En- 
ler as well as in the work of the Synod. His death means a great loss to our 

ission. 

Passport restrictions made it impossible to send to Africa the missionaries called 

for that field in 1943. The Rev. and Mrs. Luther Reinertsen were called to South 
Africa, but not being able to get a passport, Rev. Reinertsen accepted a call in the 
Homeland, until it is possible to get passport for South Africa. 
The work of the Cooperating Lutheran Missions in Natal has been somewhat 
hampered, because the Norwegian Mission and the German Mission are still out of 
touch with their home countries and have to depend on funds sent them from other 
sources. The committee for the revision of the Zulu Bible has continued this important 
work during the year. 

Centenmal. January 1, 1944, marked the 100th anniversary since the arrival of the 
pioneer missionary, the Rev. Hans P. S. Schreuder, in Natal. Our Mission plans its 
centennial jubilee celebration in July. We rejoice that the mission work in Zululand 
can look back upon a century of work among the Zulus. The beginning was difficult, 
now the doors are wide open. Schreuder labored hard for 14% years after his arrival 
in Natal before he could baptize the first Zulu—June 6, 1858. There is now a baptized 
membership of 13,730 in our Mission in South Africa. 


MISSIONS CUT OFF FROM THEIR HOMELANDS 


Also during 1943 we rendered aid through the Lutheran World Action to missions 
that were cut off from connection with their home bases. 

The time has come when we also have to assist these missions with personnel as 
well as with funds. The Norwegian Missionary Society’s fields in South Africa and in 
Equatorial Africa have appealed to our Board for nurses. We have not yet been able 
to comply with this request. In Tanganyika the Augustana Synod is acting on behalf 
of the Lutheran World Action in taking the responsibility of supervising the work of 
the German missions in this country. Dr. C. C. Skinsnes has been called by the 
Lutheran World Action to go to that field to help out in the emergency. In order to 
reach more directly the orphaned Lutheran missions in China Dr. Daniel Nelson has 
been called by the Lutheran World Action to go to Chungking and represent the 
Lutheran World Action in that field. Our Board has granted these two missionaries 
leave of absence to serve in these other fields temporarily.

This is the Centennial Year for our mission in South Africa as it was 100 
years last January lst since the pioneer missionary, the Rev. Hans P. S. Schreu- 
der, reached Natal. Through Schreuder the work among the Zulus and the work 
among the Malagasy was begun. The beginning was difficult and 14% years 
elapsed between Schreuder's arrival in Natal and the baptism of the first Zulu 
convert. 

God has blessed the work, and the doors are now wide open. Many thou- 
sands have been baptized since that early day, and there are today about 14,000 
members in our mission in South Africa. 

We remember with thankful hearts the pioneer missionaries who gave their 
lives in loving service among the Zulus, and the many faithful Zulu workers who 
became the first fruit of the Lord in South Africa, and who, often at the risk of 
their lives, dared to take a stand for Christ and to witness for Him to their 
neighbors. We pray that God may richly bless the missionaries and the Native 
Church as they face a new century, and that we may see a great forward move- 
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ment for Christ in Africa, the great “Continent of Responsibilities” waiting for 
the Prince of Peace. 3 


We recognize the tremendous difficulties our missionaries in China and the 
Chinese Christians have to face, especially because of the economic situation. 
We pledge our support and pray that God will guide in this difficult situation so 
that through it all His Kingdom may advance.

We record with reverence the names of three of our missionaries who during 
the last 18 months have been called to higher service after many years of faith- 
ful and blessed work on our fields: Miss Nellie Dahl, Madagascar; Mrs. Anna 
Astrup, South Africa; Miss Marie Anderson, China. We thank God for their 
examples and the work they were permitted to do for Him. We treasure their 
memory. 3 


The following resolution was adopted by the Church at its 1942 Convention: 

“In the present international, fluctuating and chaotic state, doors to former 
mission fields may be closed and others may be opened. The Lord can open 
doors: when others are closed to us. The “Call of Macedon” may come from un- 
expected quarters. 

“In view of such rapid and critical changes in international affairs as are af- 
fecting our mission fields, the Church authorizes its Board of Foreign Missions, 
if feasible, to begin new work in other fields, such as West China or Latin Amer- 
ica, that we may not retrench in our allotted work of evangelizing the world. 
This is not to be construed as abandoning any old fields where work can con- 
tinue.” 

In accordance with the above, the Board sent two representatives to Latin 
America in 1943 and has decided to begin a new field in the continent to the 
south. Two ordained men, the Rev. Harold L. Olson and the Rev. Hans V. 
- Thoresen, from our Church, have been called to Latin America and are at present 
studying Spanish in Mexico City. 

The Board of Foreign Missions of the United Danish Evangelical Lutheran 
Church is joining us in this new field. They have called one ordained man, the 
Rev. Arnfeld Morck, who is also studying Spanish in Mexico. 

We call upon our people to remember this new field in prayer that God’s 
blessing may rest upon our missionaries and the work in Latin America.

God is speaking in a loud voice to our generation, calling for devotion and 
sacrifice. “The evangelization of the world in this generation” has taken on a 
new and urgent meaning. If this generation is to be evangelized, it must be done 
by people now living, willing to serve the Lord in whatever field He may call 
them. Feeling the tremendous responsibility as we view the world today, we call 
upon the young people of our Church to present themselves willingly in the day 
of God’s power and to be prepared for service in the homeland and in the various 
mission fields.

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Report from the Board of Charities 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The Board of Charities herewith submits to the General Convention a brief 
survey of the work for the biennium. 

We are mindful of the loyal and faithful service of managers, superintendents 
and members of local Boards, without which it would be very difficult to main- 
tain our wide and varied activities. The same applies to our city missionaries 
and welfare workers in the different parts of the church. They have all sought to 
perform their duties, energetically and faithfully, as God has given them the 
grace and the opportunity. They are all worthy of our sincere appreciation and 
gratitude. 


BUDGET INCOME AND LEGACIES 


Receipts from congregations for 1942 were $140,272.40 and for 1943 $164,239.18. 
In addition to these amounts, which total $304,511.58 for the biennium, In Mem- 
oriam gifts, contributions and legacies from individuals and for support of chil- 
dren and aged reached the amount of $187,598.39 for our Children's Homes; and 
$196,237.81 for our Old People's Homes, making a total income for the two 
years, when the budget and other gifts are consolidated, of $688,347.78. 

In 1942 the bequests of the Department of Charities reached a total of 
$76,326.25 and were distributed as follows:

BUDGET DISBURSEMENTS 
The budget disbursements for 1942 were $132,981.70 and for 1943 $132,687.96. 


PROPOSED BUDGET FOR 1945 AND 1946 


The budget has been stabilized at $1,005,000.00 for the present. For that rea- 
son the Board of Charities will request the same amount in the allotted budget 
as before, namely $151,507.54. 

This year our income from the voted budget has been raised and in addi- 
tion the amount of $9,240,05 has been received, making a total budget income 
of $160,747.59. To this is added $3,491.59 from the General Fund, making a total 
surplus for the year of $31,551.22. 


SUNSET HOMES 


It can be truly said that the past year was a successful year for our Homes. 
The average number of residents cared for was 322, as compared to 309 in 1942. 
The trend seems to be definitely in the direction of more needed care for our 
aged people. Pension laws -permitting monthly pension checks have changed the 
picture very materially for the church from the financial viewpoint. There was 
a time when it was not exactly to an individual’s liking to be listed as one re- 
ceiving old age assistance but that has changed. In most instances the amount 
received per month is sufficient to take care of the cost per month at the in- 
stitution, not including interest on investment and other chargeable costs that 
would be legitimate charges for institutions other than church owned institutions. 

The men and women serving these institutions in the position of managers, 
matrons, domestics, cooks, etc., are deserving of a great deal of credit for their 
loyalty and love for the work during these times when employment can be gotten 
for much more than they are getting or the church can afford to pay. It has been 
a terrific struggle for some of our institutions and many are still having their 
problems to find the type of help that is needed. There are people in the church 
who would gladly serve in some capacity in these institutions if we only knew 
where they are to be found. We have urged the Homes to raise salaries and wages 
with the hope of keeping the right type of people in the key positions. The in- 
stitution with the right type of consecrated employees is easily singled out and 
soon becomes something more than the usual “mill-run” type of institution. _ 

Again we are confronted with resignations and vacancies in managerial posi- 
tions. We are anxious to fill these positions with the right type of men and 
women, individuals who are interested in social work and have shown an in- 
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clination for it. The field is very, very limited, and particularly during these 
times when there are so many places for every available person. It is a matter 
which will require considerable thought. : : 

The Homes for the Aged show a very fine financial picture. The valuation of 
all assets as of December 31, 1943, show a total of $738,636.24, including cash 
on hand, on deposit with the Treasurer of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America and War Savings Bonds of $85,898.68. The total debt on the same date 
was $1,494.48 and represented accounts payable for the month of December 
1943, which were due and payable on January 10, 1944. The combined operating 
net gain for all the Homes in 1943 was $38,375.91. The average cost per resident 
per day in 1943 was $.94 as compared to average total income of $1.20, resulting 
in a net gain of $.26 per resident per day. % 

Appropriations from the church amounted to $27,196,83; donations $9,057.22; 
from estates and legacies $5,442.84 and support paid by counties or individuals 
$86,928.29; other income $8,443.81. Total of $137,068.99 for the support of aged 
in our Homes. In analyzing this amount, we find that $50,140.70 was received 
directly or indirectly from the church and $86,928.29 in support money.

AASE HAUGEN SUNSET HOME 
Decorah, Iowa 


The Home was started in 1915 and is now in its twenty-eighth year. The 
Home has been under the same management, Rev. O. E. Schmidt, since the 
beginning and has cared for approximately 330 residents during this time. The 
property includes the main building, erected in 1914, and a 640 acre farm: of 
typical northeastern Iowa rolling land. The assets of the Home on December 
31, 1943, totaled $183,957.67. During the last two years more residents have been 
accepted on the monthly basis and at a much more favorable rate, due to an 
understanding arrived at with the Iowa Welfare Department. The capacity of 
the Home is about 50 residents and in 1943 the average number cared for was 43. 


BETHANY SUNSET HOME 
Bawlf, Alta., Canada 


_ The Home was started in 1922 and is now completing its twenty-first year 
in this particular field of service in our church, The Home is an old frame build- 
ing and not entirely modern. During the last three or four years rapid strides 
have been made financially, with the result that plans are now under way for 
a new modern building, following the war. It is the only Institution of Charity 
in our church in Canada. The valuation on December 31, 1943, totaled $32,115.59, 
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including cash and Canadian War Bonds of $13,115.59. The Home is under the 
very able supervision of Deaconess Marie Weiks. The number of residents in 
1943 averaged 23, which is the capacity of the Home. 


BETHESDA SUNSET HOME 
Beresford, S. Dak. 


The Bethesda Home for the Aged was started in 1914. The supervision of 
the Home is under the same management, as to Superintendent and local Board, 
as the Bethesda Children’s Home. The Home for the aged operates a farm of 
149 acres adjoining the Home to the south, which was purchased in 1941. The 
valuation of all property of the Home, including a few properties still held by 
the Home and received from residents on life contracts, on December 31, 1943, 
totaled $130,752.94. An addition, valued at $30,000.00, was added to the main 
building in 1932, increasing the capacity of the Home by a considerable number. 
It should be noted that the financial position of the Home has improved a great 
deal in the past two or three years. Three years ago an extra appropriation of 
$5,000.00 was made to the Home to pay off indebtedness. On December 31, 1943, 
the Home had a cash reserve of $15,510.94 and since the first of the year ap- 
proximately $6,500.00 more has been received in payments on properties sold 
during the last year. Other sales have been made, totaling approximately $8,000.00, 
on which there will be annual pay-offs in the years to come. The Home has cared 
for approximately 300 residents since its beginning. The average number cared 
for in 1943 was 47 and the capacity is about 50. Mr. J. O. Johnson has been the 
manager since 1920. 


COEUR D’ALENE HOME 
Coeur d’Alene, Idaho 


The Home is the only charity institution, or institution of any kind of the 
church, in the Rocky Mountain District. In fact, it is the only institution between 
the Red River Valley and the Pacific Coast. It is owned by a local corporation 
known as the Rocky Mountain Lutheran Charity Association. The membership 
of the corporation, however, is made up of members of our church. (Other 
similar homes are owned directly by the church and are not separately incor- 
porated.) The Home was started in 1921 and in the 22 years of operation has 
cared for approximately 300 residents. The main building consist of two buildings 
joined by a ramp. Funds are now being raised for an infirmary. 


HOMME SUNSET HOME 
Wittenberg, Wis. 


The Home was started in 1881 by the late Rev. E. J. Homme, and was turned _ 
over to the United Church in 1903. The Home consists of two buildings which 
are a few blocks apart. One building is of brick veneer construction and the 
other is a frame building. The Home cares for more residents than any other 
Home owned and operated by the church. The average number in 1943 was 69, 
which is about the capacity of the Home. The records during the early years of 
operation are incomplete so it is not possible to estimate the number of residents 
cared for since the beginning in 1921. The valuation of the property totaled 
$124,238,06 on December 31, 1943, and included $6,461.53 in cash. Rev. H. M. 
Mason is the present manager. 


JOSEPHINE SUNSET HOME 
Stanwood, Wash. 


The Home was started in 1908. It is a frame building and has a capacity of 
approximately 25 residents. The average number cared for in 1943 was 24. A great 
deal of credit is due Rev. G. A. Hanson, the superintendent, and Mrs. Hanson, 
the matron, for the progress in recent years, financially and otherwise. It is 
modern in every respect but of very old construction and should be replaced in 
the not too distant future. The Home is the only one owned directly by the 
church in the Pacific District of our church. The total valuation on December 31, 
1943, was $45,338.40 and included $8,661.91 in cash and War Savings Bonds. 
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SKAALEN SUNSET HOME 
Stoughton, Wis. 


The Home was opened in 1900 and is of brick veneer construction. Even 
though the building is very old it is in good repair and presents a very homey 
atmosphere. There is a 200-acre farm which belongs to the Home and is operated 
in conjunction with the farm of the children's home—Martin Luther Children's 
Home. The two institutions have been managed by Mr. Arthur S. Bragstad since © 
1927. The Home has cared for approximately 360 residents since it was started. 
The average number cared for in 1943 was 39, which is very near its capacity. The 
valuation totaled $96,496.48 on December 31, 1943, and included $7,905.57 in cash 
and War Savings Bonds. 


STORY CITY SUNSET HOME AND HOSPITAL 
Story City, Iowa 


The institution was started in 1914 and was owned by the Central Iowa Lu- 
theran Sanitarium and Old People's Home until 1920, when it was turned over 
to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to be continued as an old people's 
home. The Story City Old People’s Home for a number of years has conducted a 
hospital for the community. It was the decision of the church when it took over 
this institution that the hospital part should be discontinued. In view of changing 
conditions as well as hospital requirements, the Board of Charities decided that 
the hospital part shall be closed to the public on July 1, 1945. After that time only 
a certain part of it will be used as an infirmary for the aged who are residents of 
the Home. The main building is a very fine building of brick construction. Since 
the property was received by the church an addition costing about $15,000.00 has 
been added. The Home has cared for approximately 250 residents since it was 
started and in 1943 the average number cared for was 31. This is practically the 
capacity of the Home. The total valuation on Dec. 31, 1943, was $84,291.37, 
including $27,891.97 in cash and War Savings Bonds. On September 1, 1943, Rev. 
E. Rorem was installed as Superintendent to succeed Rey. P. Buland, who 
resigned. 


RED WING SEMINARY MEMORIAL HOMES 
Red Wing, Minn. 


Pursuant to resolution of the General Convention of 1942 and the decision of 
the Board of Charities, Red Wing Seminary Memorial Homes has been estab- 
established under the direction of the Rev. J. A. Quello as Superintendent. The 
former president’s residence has been remodeled and refinished. At present there 
are nine residents in the Home. The Board of Directors, elected by the Board, 
consists of the following:

The Board and the Superintendent have given much practical attention to the 
development of this Home. Nothing has been attempted outside of that which is 
the present need in this new institution. On July 11, 1943, formal opening exercises 
for this new Home were held and a number of our pastors and friends in that 
territory were present. The opening address was given by the Chairman of vour 
Board of Charities, who also brought greetings on behalf of your Board. ~ 


MADISON NORMAL MEMORIAL HOME 
Madison, Minn. 


An Old People's Home Association formed at Madison, Minnesota, has taken 
over the property of the former Madison Normal School on a lease from the 
church to conduct an Old People's Home. The Rev. R. R. Syrdal, Milan, Minn 
was elected superintendent. There is every prospect that the funds needed to 
rearrange the Girls’ Dormitory and other improvements will be raised in the 
territory adjacent to the institution. Two meetings of representatives of congre- 
gations were held and enthusiastic and unanimous approval was given to this 
new project. They have obtained priorities needed for necessary repairs. 
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The home was opened for admission this spring and there are already twenty- 
five aged persons living in the Home. Å vigorous and well-planned campaign in 
the territory is being carried on to take care of the expenses necessary for re- 
equipping the building for this new purpose. It is expected that the dedication of 
the institution as an Old People's Home will be held on June 18th. 


KNUTE NELSON MEMORIAL HOME 
Alexandria, Minn. 


Ås was indicated last year, we have received through the will and legacy of 
the late Senator Knute Nelson the homestead located at Alexandria, Minnesota. 
No attempt has been made so far to rehabilitate this home for a home for the 
aged, which was the original provision of the will. A couple has been engaged to 
live in the home in order to keep it heated and care for the property. 

In connection with the Glenwood Sunset Home, which is only a few miles 
from Alexandria, the thought is to try to unite these two into one institution, 
calling it possibly the Knute Nelson-Glenwood Memorial Homes. There is at 
present only one inmate in our Glenwood Home and we have disposed of all the 
property except the superintendent’s residence. There are certain funds available 
for the Glenwood Home through gifts and legacies and some are still coming in. 


PLEASANT VIEW LUTHER HOME 
Ottawa, Illinois 


The work at this institution is carried on under the supervision of the Rev. T. 
J. Knutson, Ottawa, Illinois. The number of old people cared for during the last 
year is 56. Although this is not directly owned by the church, the work is carried 
on by what was formerly the corporation that conducted Pleasant View Luther 
Academy. It is composed of members of our church. A sum of $1,000.00 has been 
appropriated for the institution. 


EGER OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 
New Dorp, S.I., N. Y. 


During the past year we have also remitted $600.00 to Eger Old People’s 
Home, according to resolution. This home is located on Staten Island, New York 
City, and is being conducted by members of our church. The sum is not large, but 
it gives our people there an understanding that we approve of and have confidence 
in their work for the aged. 


SOLHEIM LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 
Eagle Rock, Calif. 


Attention is called to the Old People’s Home at Eagle Rock, a suburb of Los 
Angeles, California. This is conducted by our people and the Rector is our city 
missionary, the Rev. Olaf Eger. The Board of Charities set aside a small appro- 
priation for this Home, as an expression of encouragement and appreciation of the 
work that our people are doing in that territory for the aged. 


CHILDREN'S HOMES 


The development in the Child Welfare field in recent years has changed the 
picture for our Homes so that the Children’s Home of a generation ago has prac- 
tically passed out of the picture. Years ago children were received by the church 
and taken care of without receiving any support from the State or County from 
which they came. There were no investigations, with the result that sub-normal 
children were received and brought up with other children. There were no stan- 
dards set by the State. Homes were more than filled to capacity. This has all 
been changed now. Å 

The appropriation from the church to Children's Homes has been reduced to 
a fraction of what it used to be and substantial amounts are appropriated each 
year to the various Welfare Societies for investigation and child placement work. 
It is doubtful, however, that the Children's Home of yesteryear will be entirely 
replaced, but it wili be a home serving a different field and purpose. The appeal 
for the orphaned child has been one of the strongest appeals in our church and 
will need to be continued on some basis. The Children’s Homes since their begin- 
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ning have probably taken care of from 5,000 to 6,000 children. If records were 
available from the earlier years of operation, we would probably find that the 
days of care given would be several million. In 1943 the average number of chil- 
dren in the Homes was 219. Ten years ago, in 1933, the average was 347. As 
recently as 1927 the average was approximately 600. 

The help situation in our Children's Homes is as serious or more serious than 
in the Homes for the Aged. Trained employees are needed if children are to be 
taken care of properly and we are competing with State Institutions where 
salaries are much higher. Every institution has been forced to carry on during 
the past year with from one to several vacancies all the time. It has been a 
difficult task for the employees who have stayed with the Institution. 

Financially, our Children’s Homes have never been in as good condition as 
they are at the present time. On Dec. 31, 1943, the total owed by all the Homes 
was $5,774.87 and there were current assets totaling $190,125.03, including cash on 
hand, cash on deposit with the Treasurer of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, and War Savings Bonds of $62,593.67. The Homes for 1943 showed 
operating net gains totaling $29,925.96. 

The average cost per child per day in 1943 was $1.28 as compared to $1.16 in 
1942. The cost has been increasing each year because the number of children 
cared for has been decreasing. The total income per child per day in 1943 was 
$1.79, resulting in a net gain of $.51 per child per day. 

The Children’s Homes operated at a cost of $102,496.67 (farm and similar 
expenses are included in this figure). $20,889.85, or $.26 per child per day was 
appropriated from the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. There were dona- 
tions in the amount of $.36 per day; from estates and legacies $.03 per day; from 
support money $.52 per day; from farm and other income $.62 per day. During 
this year the sum of $41,397.45 was received from counties, parents or others for 
care of children committed to us, or $.52 per child per day. This makes from 
church sources $.65 and from outside support $1.14 per day.

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BELOIT CHILDREN'S HOME 
Beloit, Iowa 


The Home was started in 1890 and consists of a main building of frame con- 
struction, two cement block dormitories and a chapel. The buildings are in need 
of remodeling and considerable money must be spent if a long-range program for 
the future is to be adopted. The farm buildings are in good repair and are of the 
best. The farm, including considerable waste river land, consists of 617 acres. 
The home has taken care of approximately 1,050 children since it was started. The 
average cared for in 1943 was 29. In 1931 the number in the Home at one 
time was as high as 131. The property showed a total valuation of $277,319.28 on 
Dec. 31, 1943, including cash and War Savings Bonds of $27,126.18. The farm 
showed an operating net gain of $18,539.21. Rev. T. Thompson has been the 
manager since 1926.. 


BETHESDA CHILDREN'S HOME 
Beresford, S. D. 


As already stated in the comments on the Bethesda Home for the Aged, the 
management of the Home is vested in a local Board for the two institutions and 
one manager, Mr. J. O. Johnson, who has been with the institutions since 1920. 
The main building is an old building of brick veneer construction. It was erected 
in 1897 when ,the institution was started. An adjoining farm of 330 acres is 
operated by the Home. Since the Home was started, approximately 600 children 
have been cared for. The average cared for in 1943 was 17. As recent as 1933 the 
average cared for was 53. The property is valued at $131,526.17 and on Dec. 31, 
1943, there was cash on hand of $3,646.58. 


HOMME CHILDREN’S HOME 
Wittenberg, Wis. 


In 1881 the late Rev. E. J. Homme started the two institutions in Wittenberg. 
At his death in 1903 they were turned over to the United Church. The main 
building of the Children’s Home is a large brick veneer building erected in 1883. 
One other building, also of brick veneer construction, is used as the printing 
plant for the paper of the Home, “For Gammel og Ung,” and as a dormitory. 
The Home since its beginning has taken care of approximately 800 children. The 
average taken care of in 1943 was 48. In the past as many as 100 or more were 
taken care of each year. The total valuation on Dec. 31, 1943, was $202,378.63, 
ape eds cash and War Savings Bonds of $14,144.39. A farm is operated by the 

ome. 

A committee from the local board met with the Board of Charities and the 
Board of Trustees and presented the needs of the Homme Home at this time. The 
present plant has become very expensive in the matter of upkeep and State re- 
quirements are becoming more rigid all the time. On recommendation of the 
Board of Charities, the Board of Trustees approved a campaign in the State of 
Wisconsin for the Homme Children’s Home to raise the necessary funds to meet 
the requirements for caring properly for the average number of children that the 
institution has taken care of during these last years. / 

The Home has been under the supervision of Rev. F. B. Anderson since 1941. 


LAKE PARK CHILDREN’S HOME 
Lake Park, Minn. 


The Home was started in 1895. There are several buildings, all of frame con- 
struction. A farm of 532 acres, almost all tillable, is operated by the Home. This 
institution is rapidly becoming antiquated and it is becoming increasingly difficult 
to meet State requirements. At one time the average number of children taken 
care of each year was nearly 100 and in 1943 the average was 27. Many of the 
present population are children sent us from North Dakota by the Lutheran 
Welfare Society of North Dakota. Two years ago at one time there were only 19 
children in the Home and 18 of them were residents of the State of North Dakota. 
The property of the Home on Dec. 31, 1943, showed a total valuation of $154,- 
600.59 including cash of $3,319.39. The present manager, Mr. Ingvald Larsen, has 
been in charge of the Home since 1930. 
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MARTIN LUTHER CHILDREN'S HOME 
Stoughton, Wis. 


The Home was started in 1894. The present main building of fireproof con- 
struction was erected in 1927 and a boys’ cottage, also of fireproof construction, 
was erected in 1936. The plant is most up-to-date of all our Homes. A farm of 108 
acres is operated along with the farm of Skaalen Sunset Home. The two institu- 
tions are under the supervision of the same Board and manager. The present 
manager, Mr. Arthur S. Bragstad, has been with the Homes since 1927. Since the 
beginning, about 800 children have been cared for and in 1943 the average was Silk 
The property on Dec. 31, 1943, showed a valuation of $163,830.27, including cash 
and War Savings Bonds of $5,897.26. * 


PARKLAND CHILDREN'S HOME 
Everett, Wash. 


The Home was originally in Parkland, Washington, and was moved to Everett 
in 1922. The buildings were formerly the home of Columbia College. It is the 
only Children's Home in the western part of our church and the only Lutheran 
Home, with the exception of a small home operated by the Lutheran Free Church 
in Poulsbo, Washington, west of Beresford, South Dakota, and Lake Park, Min- 
nesota. Since the beginning, more than 1,100 children have received care. In 1943 
the average cared for was 47. In recent years the population has been largely 
from the county in which Everett is located, and Community Fund support has 
been received from the, city of Everett. The amount of $1,448.00 was received in 
1943 and $1,800.00 has been promised in 1944. The main building is typical of the 
buildings erected at the turn of the present century. It is in good repair, however, 
and has been arranged so it is quite suitable for its present use. The valuation 
of the entire property on Dec. 31, 1943, was $104,819.70. Mr. Arthur H. Olson is 
the present manager. 


WILD RICE CHILDREN’S HOME 
Twin Valley, Minn. 


The Home was started in 1898. The population was as many as 120 children 
at one time. The main building, of frame construction, was destroyed by fire in 
1931. Since then the farm has been operated under the supervision of a local 
Board and Mr. H. N. Bentley, a member of our church. A farm of 480 acres is 
operated by the Home. The property showed a valuation of $141,473.80 on Dec. 
31, 1943, including cash and War Savings Bonds of $4,864.84 and $62,759.96 in 
endowment funds. 

The report for the past year is as follows: 

The summer camp of the Wild Rice Children's Home closed its fifth suc- 
cessful session in August 1943. The cabin, which includes a spacious sleeping 
porch, dining room, kitchen, matron’s room and closet, housed ten children and 
Se very AN 

ach group received free care and religious instruction. Plenty of good food 
and all the milk the children could drink were provided. Menble plaverednd: 
beautiful scenery and paths, as well as a screened porch proved to be a wonder- 
ful place for children to rebuild and play for a perioa of two weeks. At the same 
time Christian truths and love were pointed out to the children. The only cost 
was the transportation to and from the camp. 

Each child received a Bible from the Women’s Missionary Federation of the 
Northern Minnesota District. 


50 girls—8 to 12 years of age—were cared for during the summer of 1943. 


LUTHERAN WELFARE SOCIETIES 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church is continuing to support and i 
the Lutheran Welfare Societies in the iota gine. es North pe 
Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois. The total amount disbursed by 
the Board of Charities for 1943 was $26,158.27. In addition to this sum these 
societies have received sizeable sums through memberships, memorial contribu- 
tions and legacies from congregations belonging to our church. 

_ The North Dakota Lutheran Welfare Society established a Children’s Receiv- 
ing Home at Devils Lake. This activity is being cared for by funds from the 
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Nellie Svee Account and during the years 1942 and 1943 the sum of $7,200.00 was 
paid to the North Dakota Lutheran Welfare Society for this work. On October 
25, 1942, I dedicated the Receiving Home, a fine residence purchased by the 
Nellie Svee Fund for this activity. 

The Lutheran Home Finding Society of Illinois last year elected as its new 
superintendent Mr. R. A. Gustafson. He succeeds Mr. Chr. J. Buslee, who for 
many years did an outstanding piece of work in Chicago in this field. Mr. Buslee, 
because of age, has retired. We extend to him our sincere greeting and apprecia- 
tion for faithful and capable service in the children's field these many years. At 
present there is a movement in Chicago to secure the cooperation of other Luther- 
an Synods in this work, similar to our Welfare Societies in the other Midwest 
states. ‘

STATE SCHOOL, OWATONNA, MINN. 


The State School of Owatonna is served by the Rev. O. C. Fjelstad, pastor 
of our congregation there, and the congregation. Children are brought in from 
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the school by bus every Sunday morning for Sunday school and services. During 
the year 1943, eight children have been baptized and seven confirmed. At present 
there are ten members of the confirmation class. We are receiving fine support 
and encouragement from Mr. C. Vevle, Superintendent. 


CITY AND INSTITUTIONAL MISSIONS 


The work in City and Institutional Missions has been carried on by our 

pastors who have been appointed for this work. Their work consists of visiting 
hospitals, where the Lutheran Welfare Societies have not taken over the work, 
other institutions of a charitable nature under state or government control, and 
individual family welfare. In 1942 our city missionaries visited 99,225 patients in 
325 institutions, 10,946 times, and distributed 147,426, tracts, papers, books, gospels, 
Testaments and Bibles. 
. The Rev. H. H. Hagen, who for many years rendered fine pastoral service 
in the State Hospital in Fergus Falls, died on December 1, 1943. He was a faithful 
and loyal servant of his Lord and Master and brought help and comfort to many 
who needed it in that institution. At its last meeting the Board appointed former 
missionary, the Rev. Ingvald Daehlin, as his successor. 

_ The Rev. H. M. Gunderson passed away on July 16, 1943. He has been city 
missionary in Brooklyn and vicinity for many years. He was well known in that 
large city and its environs, visiting hospitals, homes for the aged, and individuals. 
He showed a deep sense of pastoral responsibility. As yet, the Board has not 
appointed a successor to Pastor Gunderson. I 

The Rev. S. L. Thompson, who for a number of years has served as city 
missionary in Chicago, passed away in January, 1943. Rev. Thompson will be 
remembered by the many whom he helped in various ways, as an earnest, sympa- 
thetic, conscientious pastor and servant of the Lord. God bless his memory.

finding, summer camp and other general welfare work, It has a wide and large 
influence in that territory.

200 garments, 5 rugs, and 14 other articles have been given out. Old clothes 
and other articles are sold for a small sum instead of being given away, as it was 
found that the recipients are more appreciative of the things they have paid for 
than if given to them. 


FAIRVIEW HOSPITAL 


Arrangements have been made with Fairview- Hospital for a combination 
course for young women who wish to enter the nursing profession. Together with 
St. Olaf College and Concordia College, it is possible for them, having the proper 
requirements, to complete in five years both the coursés required as registered 
nurses and for an A.B. degree at the College. This is along the same line as the 
University of Minnesota is offering nurses’ courses in its College Department. 


RE-ORGANIZATION 


At the request of the present Acting Executive Secretary of the Board, it was 
decided to select a full-time Executive Secretary for the Board of Charities. Dur- 
ing the last ten years the chairman of the Board, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, has also 
acted as Executive Secretary. The Board has taken up the question to organize 
the office on a full-time basis for the Board of Charities. 


SCHOLARSHIP FUND 


In view of the great need of trained Christian social welfare workers, the 
Board of Charities voted to establish a scholarship fund and to set aside definite 
sums from time to time to encourage young men and women to enter this field. 
The Women’s Missionary Federation and the Lutheran Daughters of the Refor- 
mation are cooperating with the Board of Charities in this project. A committee 
consisting of representatives of the Board of Charities, the Lutheran Daughters 
of the Reformation, and the Women’s Missionary Federation was selected to 


work out plans for putting this project into effect.

1. THANKS TO GOD

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America expresses sincere thanks to

and 1943—has so abundantly blessed the works of charity and mercy carried on 
by our church. 


2. APPRECIATION 


The church wishes also to express thanks and appreciation of the splendid 
self-sacrificing work done by the managements of and the many workers in our 
institutions and activities of mercy. 


3. BUDGET INCOME AND LEGACIES 


The church is deeply grateful for the amount received during the last bien- 
nium from the budget ingathering. In 1942 the sum of $140,272.40 and in 1943 
the amount of $164,239.18 was received. In addition to these amounts there was 
received approximately $158,316.46 from private gifts and legacies during the 
biennium. These amounts do not include the amounts received for support from 
individuals and counties for the care of children and old people. The church ex- 
presses its thanks to the many congregations and individuals that have made it 
possible to receive these amounts during the biennium. 


4. BUDGET 


The church requests that the same budget appropriation, namely $151,507.54, 
be voted for each of the two years in the next biennium. In voting this 
budget we realize that it is only because of the amount received in voluntary 
donations and other gifts and legacies as well as added support money received 
from individuals and counties, that the work of the Department of Charities can 
be carried on. It is for that reason that we urge our members and congregations 
to seek to increase the giving to the budget setup for the Department of Chari- 
ties. We call attention to the fact that for many years the budget has been bal- 
anced each year even though in some departments the outlay has continued to 
increase. This has been made possible, at least in part, because at the beginning 
of the Centennial Appeal the accumulated deficits in the Department of Charities 
had been liquidated. The institutions too during these years balanced the budget, 
with the result that in practically every instance there is a substantial surplus at 
the present time. 


5. SUNSET HOMES AND CHILDREN'S HOMES 


a) During the past biennium the church has had the opportunity to care for 
an average of 322 old people and 219 children in 1943, and 309 old people and 
221 children in 1942. A visit to these homes, whether among the children or the 
aged, would serve as an inspiration in the work that is being done by the church 
in this field of endeavor. We are grateful for the type of management in these 
institutions, the loyalty of the many workers, the type of leadership we are re- 
ceiving from the local Boards and for the splendid financial showing of these 
institutions during the past biennium. 

b) New Workers 

We welcome the Rev. and Mrs. E. R. Rorem, who have taken up the work at 
the Story City Old People's Home and Hospital, Story City, Iowa; Rev. and 
Mrs. R. R. Syrdal at Madison Normal Memorial Home, Madison, Minn., and 


ae Rev. J. A. Quello, at Red Wing Seminary Memorial Homes, Red Wing, 
inn. 
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c) Red Wing Seminary Memorial Homes 

We are glad to report that the Red Wing Seminary Memorial Home has al- 
ready experienced one year of successful and efficient service in its field, under 
the energetic and devoted supervision of the Rev. J. A. Quello. This home will, 
under God, serve our church in a very efficient manner. 

d) Madison Normal Memorial Home 

The church is grateful for the interest and enthusiasm by individuals and 
congregations in the circuits of our church surrounding Madison, Minnesota, in 
the converting of the Lutheran Normal School into a home for the aged. The 
Home, to be known as the Madison Normal Memorial Home, opened on March 
1, 1944, with approximately twenty-five residents. It will have a capacity of 
about sixty. Rey. R. R. Syrdal of Milan, Minnesota, has been called as Super- 
intendent of the home and has entered upon his duties. 

e) Knute Nelson-Glenwood Memorial Homes 

It is resolved that the assets and funds of the Glenwood Old People’s Home 
at Glenwood, Minnesota, be consolidated with the funds and property which the 
late Senator Knute Nelson has given to the church for an old people’s home at 
Alexandria, Minnesota. In regard to the establishment and future arrangement 
for such home, same is left with the Board of Charities with power to act. 

f) Appreciation 

The Rev. T. Thompson has resigned as Superintendent of the Beloit Chil- 
dren’s Home. The church expresses deep gratitude and appreciation to Rev. and 
Mrs. T. Thompson for their faithful service at the Beloit Children’s home the 
past eighteen years. y 

To Rev. and Mrs. P. Buland the church expresses gratitude for their years 
of service at the Story City Old People’s Home and Hospital, Story City, lowa. 

gz) The church is mindful of the growing interest among the members of our 
congregations in the work of charity. This interest among our church people is 
manifested by gifts constantly received at our Children’s Homes and Homes for 
the Aged. The church urges pastors and members of congregations to take an 
active interest in institutions of the church in their immediate vicinity, by socie- 
ties and individuals visiting them and keeping in close contact with their work. 
Much encouragement can be given managers and workers by such active interest. 
Much joy and comfort can also be brought to the residents by such lively interest 
and active cooperation. The societies, congregations and individuals will them- 
selves be greatly blessed. God will richly bless all who take time to make life 
a little brighter and happier for the less fortunate. “Pure religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is this, to visit the fatherless and widows in their 
affliction, and keep himself unspotted from the world.” 

There is today a serious problem for our institutions, a problem which may 
greatly hamper the work of charity by our dear church. There is a great shortage 
of capable laborers, much needed at all our endeavors. It is a very serious situa- 
tion. At some of our institutions two or three workers have to do the work 
which formerly required five or six workers. 


6. LUTHERAN WELFARE SOCIETIES 


The church notes with much interest and satisfaction the constructive and 
efficient work of the State Lutheran Welfare Societies in which the church is 
cooperating. We are especially interested and grateful for the growing general 
participation and support given by the people of our church to this important 
work. We recommend to local congregations and pastors that they call upon 
these State Welfare Societies for assistance in the solution of their welfare prob- 
lems. Our church is mindful of the growing need for Christian welfare service 
in this world war and postwar period. The challenge to do more must be recog- - 
nized by all. 2

We are thankful to God 
for the work of Mr. Chr. J. Buslee, who for many years was in charge of the 
work in Chicago. 


7. LUTHERAN WELFARE CONFERENCE 


The Board of Charities was represented at the Mid-west Regional Meeting 
of the Lutheran Welfare Conference in America held in Fargo, North Dakota, 
April 12 and 13 this year. This conference was well attended and made a sig- 
nificant contribution to all those privileged to attend. The meetings opened up 
new horizons, new responsibilities and opportunities and gave much information 
of a technical nature in the field of social service. 


8. RESCUE HOMES 


During these times it is fitting and proper for the church to call attention to 
the work being done by our Rescue Homes, in Minneapolis, Fargo, Sioux Falls 
and Chicago. This work for the Chicago area is being carried on through the Lu- 
theran Home Finding Society of Illinois, one of our child placing agencies. Al- 
though we have no Rescue Home in this area, the mothers and children are be- 
ing served through foster home placements, supervised by the case work depart- 
ment of this agency. 


9. CITY and INSTITUTIONAL MISSIONS 


a) Our hospital, city and slum missionaries are doing a blessed work on be- 
half of our church. There is a great field and an open opportunity to bring the 
gospel and comfort of Christ to many unfortunate people among us, especially 
in our larger cities. We.have a number of faithful workers in this field of charity 
and mission work. The fruit of their labors will be revealed and greatly blessed. 
“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me,” said our Savior. May God give and provide consecrated men 
and women for this important field of Christian endeavor for our «church. 

b) The church expresses deep sympathy with the bereaved in the passing of 
Rev. H. H. Hagen, hospital missionary in Fergus Falls, Minnesota; Rev. H. M. 
Gunderson, City Missionary in Brooklyn, New York; Rev. S. L. Thompson, 
City Missionary in Chicago, Illinois, and Mr. Ole Kirkvold, Calgary, Alta., mem- 
ber of the Board of Charities. May God bless the memory of these consecrated 
laborers in the church. 

å c) We welcome Rev. J. O. Reitan as City Missionary in Chicago and Rev. 
Ingvald Daehlin as hospital pastor in Fergus Falls, Minnesota. 


10. DEACONESS HOMES AND HOSPITALS 


a) The church recognizes with appreciation the great work conducted by the 
Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chicago, with its nurses training 
school and also its deaconess motherhouse. The nurses’ training school is filling 
an urgent need in the war effort in training our young women through the 
nurses’ cadet program. The services of the hospital are on a high standard al- 
though many of its staff are now in military service. The hospital continues to 
serve the sick and the needy. We extend to the Superintendent, E. E. Hanson; 
the Rector, Rev. Martin Norstad, Sister Superior Marie Rorem and Director of 
Nurses, Ruth J. Hugelen, the members of the Board of Directors and the dea- 
conesses our hearty congratulations and gratitude. 

b) The church deeply appreciates the work accomplished by the Norwegian 
Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital in Brooklyn, New York. This great 
institution is carrying on a direct welfare program for our church in this metro- 
politan area of the Atlantic seacoast. We commend the Rector, the Rev. C. O. 
Pedersen, the Board of Directors, Sister Superior Sophie Torkildsen, the dea- 
conesses and staff for the efficient supervision and management. 

c) The church is also mindful of the hospital service and care for the sick 
that is rendered to many communities through the conduct of local hospitals 
carried on by our Lutheran constituency. We are grateful for the constant effort 
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in such institutions to maintain not only a high degree of professional efficiency 
re da sincere and continued efforts for spiritual ministration and attention to 
the sick. 


11. SCHOLARSHIP FUND 


The war and other conditions have created a critical shortage of technically 
trained persons in the field of Lutheran welfare and social service work gener- 
ally. It is especially true that success in this highly specialized field will be de- 
termined by the personality, education and technical. training of those who are 
carrying on the work. To assist in securing competent leaders and workers, a 
scholarship fund has been set up. We are grateful to the Women's Missionary 
Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation and others who have 
made contributions to this fund. We wish especially to urge upon pastors and 
congregations that they encourage young people to enter this important field 
of service in God's Kingdom. 


12. ELECTIONS 


The Board calls attention to the expiration of terms of members of the Board 
of Directors of the respective institutions as well as vacancies caused by death 
or removal in the Department of Charities, as noted in the Annual Report. 

It will be necessary for the convention to elect members to fill the terms of 
the following:

13. EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


The church wishes to express sincere thanks to Pres. J. A. Aasgaard, who 
for a number of years has served as Executive Secretary of the Board of Chari- 
ties. At his urgent request the Board has taken steps at this time to secure a full 
time Executive Secretary. 


14. AUDITOR 


A vote of thanks is extended to Mr. C. L. Nasby, who as Auditor of the 
church has done a splendid job in looking after the financial interests of our in- 
stitutions. He has annually visited all of them, consulted with and advised the 
governing boards and superintendents, and ably assisted in successfully working 
out many and difficult problems. Å

To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

“And lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 

Hands and hearts and voices have been raised in praise to God by the people 
of our church, especially during our Centennial year, for the spiritual and tem- 
poral blessings bestowed upon us and for His sustenance and support of our 
endeavors and achievements during the last one hundred years. 

We now enter upon the second century of the existence ot our church in this 
country. We are not starting out empty handed for we have the means of 
grace, the Word and the Sacraments, and the promise, “Lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world” to sustain us. 

The future looks dark and gloomy. Conflicts and ambitions, hatred, selfishness, 
and greed manifested in the war-torn world today may create fear of sinking 
ne despair. But why fear? The Head of the church says, “Lo, I am with you 
alway.” å 

With the gospel and the means of grace, with the experience of the past one 
hundred years, with the loyalty of the people of our church, with a marvelous 
increase of material means and equipment, and above all, with this promise, “Lo, 
I am with you alway,” our church stands ready to make even greater conquests 
and achievements. By these means the church can meet the emergencies of a fear- 
stricken world, answer the powerful challenge for help from old and new fields, 
and accomplish the word of the psalmist, “He sent His Word, and healed them, 
and delivered them from their destructions.” 

The Board of Trustees is ever mindful of its grave responsibility in admin- 
istering the material means that have been placed in its custody, and earnestly 
implores God’s guidance in the performance of its duties and deliberations. 

Eleven meetings have been held during the biennium besides sessions held 
daily during the general convention of our church. 

The Board is supremely thankful to God who owns and rules all things for 
keeping His protecting hand over the material holdings of our church. Especially 
are we mindful of this when we reflect on the catastrophes that have come to 
so many in the war-torn world of today. 

The Board is also deeply grateful to God for giving our people means and 
will to support the work of the kingdom by contributing $2,167,946.00 for the 
work of our Church during the fiscal year and a total amount of $3,801,618.78 for 
the biennium. : 

We also recognize the large amounts that have been sent direct to the various 
institutions and activities of which the treasurer’s office has no record. 

The Board also expresses its deep appreciation to Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, the 
president of our church, for his valuable counsel in the consideration of its many 
complex problems. Dr. Aasgaard has given generously of himself and his time. 
We are grateful to God for the service he renders, not only to the Board of 
Trustees but to the entire church. 


THE WAR EFFORT 


The stars in the windows of our homes, the almost innumerable stars on the 
flags in our churches, the fine response in buying war bonds, and the voluntary 
service in minor war work bear witness of true devotion and loyalty to our 

overnment and our country. 
; In loyalty to our government and in support of the war effort the Board of 
Trustees decided to use some of the funds on hand for investment to purchase 
government bonds. An amount of approximately one and one-half million dollars 
has been invested in shorter and longer term bonds. 

The officers and employees of the church have also generously responded to 
the call of the government by allowing salary deductions of ten percent or more 


for the purchase of war bonds. i 
a ee way possible the people of our church stand unitedly behind the 
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men in the front trenches and desire to take the part expected of them in time 
of war. ‘

A number of large gifts, cash and land, from living donors is included in the 
above figures. Such large personal gifts make it possible for the various boards 
to extend their work beyond the amount appropriated in the voted budget. To 
these donors the Board accords deep appreciation. 


CONTRACT GIFTS 


It is gratifying to note that the number of people in our church who have 
entered into contract agreements is increasing. The amount received during the 
past fiscal year is $334,546.59. 

The Board is pleased to note that the Investment Committee has been able to 
invest such funds so that on the whole there is a credit balance. The aim is to 
keep the original gifts intact. In some cases the donors have augmented their 
original gift by adding their annual payments and even more. 

The Board of Trustees also this year calls attention to the fact that people 
who have money to invest have an opportunity to give such money to the church 
on an income basis, the church agreeing to pay them an annual income during 
their natural life. å 

At this time the Board takes cognizance of the most recent and the largest 
contract gift received by our church. The donors are Christian S. and Carrie 
Orwoll and the gift, valued at $300,000.00, consists of cash, securities, and real 
estate. The Board expresses its hearty and sincere appreciation of this generous 

ift. 
i The Board is deeply thankful to the donors of these contract gifts. May the 
Lord give them much joy in knowing that their earthly means go into His service. 


ENDOWMENT FUNDS 

It is with a deep sense of responsibility that the Board administers the endow- 
ment funds entrusted to its management. 

While it is the earnest endeavor of the Board to invest these funds so as to 
bring the best returns, the first consideration of the Board is the preservation 
of the funds, placing emphasis on the safety of the principal, as well as investing 
in enterprises which are consistent with the principles of our church. The at- 
titude of the Board is to accept a smaller rate of income rather than to risk any 
part of the principal for a higher rate of income. i dt 

The Board is happy to report that there are no delinquencies in any of the 
investments made since 1930 and that in the aggregate the present market value 
of these securities is considerably higher than the purchase price or book value.

The task of investing the funds as they come to the church and re-investing 
loans that are being repaid from time to time has become more and more 
difficult under the present economic conditions. The interest rates have been 
lower and competition in the field has grown stronger. 

Farms and other real estate come to the church as bequests and as gifts from 
living members of our church for which the Board is deeply grateful. 

While it is the policy of the Board to keep the real estate holdings at a mini- 
mum, past experience however indicates that the church will have more or less 
real estate to care for during the time of liquidation. 

The Board expresses its appreciation to the manager of this department, Mr. 
T. G. Overson, and his field representatives for their strenuous work in connec- 
tion with this department. The Board recognizes the marked improvement in the 
status of the invested funds and in the increased income from the funds and the 


farms. 
CENTENNIAL APPEAL 

According to the treasurer’s report, $239,623.52 was received in cash during 
the fiscal year. 

Of the total amount collected the direct indebtedness of our church has 
been paid. 

$200,000.00 is being retained for the proposed library building at Luther The- 
ological Seminary. This amount has been invested in short term war bonds and 
the interest for the time being has been credited to the Centennial Fund. A re- 
quest has been made that in the future the interest be credited to the principal 
of $200,000.00 set aside for the library building fund. 

$200,000.00 has been transferred to the Pension Fund. 

According to the director of the Centennial Appeal, a considerable number 
of congregations have not completed the ingathering for the Centennial Thank- 


offering. 
CLOSED EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 

The closed educational institutions have been held in custod i 
from the Board of Trustees and the Board of Education see agen oe 

The Board is happy to report that at the recommendation of the Board of 
Charities old people’s homes have been established in the Red Wing Seminary 
and the Madison Lutheran Normal School properties. 

The Spokane College property has been leased for seven years to the gov- 
ernment for housing war workers in the Spokane area. The buildings are now 
being remodeled into 39 apartments at the sole expense of the government. 
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IN MEMORIAM 


The Board of Trustees regrets to report the death of one of its members, the 
late Mr. C. O. Trygstad, who died on July 29, 1943. 

Mr. Trygstad was elected a member of the Board of Trustees at the General 
Convention of our church in 1940. He proved himself a faithful and conscientious 
servant of the Lord. 

In Mr. Trygstad's death the church and the Board of Trustees lost a faith- 
ful and efficient worker and member. Our loss is his -gain. 

A resolution of condolence was sent to his family and recorded in the minutes 
of the Board of Trustees. 

We are strongly reminded that we must work while it is day "for the night 
cometh when no man can work” and we must ever be well prepared for the 


Lord's coming.

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Report of the Board of Trustees 
STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


“Cursed be he that doeth the work of the Lord deceitfully” (Jeremiah 48:10) 

Looking back upon the year that has passed, we have reason to be grateful and 
happy. “The Lord is good and His mercy endureth forever.” In spite of our many 
shortcomings and many sins, our work has prospered and we have been going 
forward. It is true, our progress has not been as rapid as expected. Our times are 
difficult in many ways and hindrances are met on every side. Under these circum- 
stances we need to take to heart the words of the prophet Jeremiah: “Cursed be 
he that doeth the work of the Lord deceitfully.” å 

It is well for us to remember that our work as a Christian Church and Christian 
people is the work of the Lord. He has commanded it. It did not orginate in 
man. It is not planted and devised by man, and, therefore, not of man's making. 
He is too little and too limited to conceive so great a thought and to plan so great 
a work. It could only be conceived in the mind of Almighty God. It originated in 
the heart of God, who “so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in Him shall not perish but have everlasting life.” God 
wills this work. He has commanded: "Go ye, therefore, and make disciples of all 
the nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost.” Therefore, it is not a matter of choice with the people of God; it is 
compulsory. No one, of course, is compelled to become a servant of God, but we, 
a Christian people, have accepted the call to service in the Lord’s vineyard and 
the command of the Master must be carried out. To fail to do so would be a 
great sin. "To him that knoweth to do good and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
To God we shall have to render account. 

This not only makes our duty and responsibility more imperative, but it is a 
source of encouragement and cheer. Not only did the Lord plan and command 
this work, but He Himself is doing it. When Jesus gave the Great Commission 
to His disciples, He at the same time gave the promise: "Lo, I am with you 
always, even unto the end of the world.” Jesus is the Master worker, and we 
Christians are His co-workers. He instills in His servants His Spirit, who enlight- 
ens them, guides them and strengthens them so that they are able and willing to 
do His work. “Without me ye can do nothing.” We Christians are the instruments, 
the tools, the agencies through which He does His work of saving sinners. 

How is this work to be done? Jeremiah answers: “Not deceitfully.” Many of 
the Lord’s servants are slothful servants and try to get by as easily as possible. 
Often they are unwilling to give of their substance that other workers may be 
engaged to do the work. But this work should not be done deceitfully. He does 
it deceitfully who pretends to do it, but does it not to a purpose; who makes a 
show of serving God’s glory, but is really serving his own ends and carries the 
work of the Lord no farther than will suit his own purposes. The person who at 
a mission offering drops in a penny, thus pretending that he is a giver, is doing 
the work of the Lord deceitfully. The Ananiases and Sapphiras of the church who 
would have the name of being liberal and generous, but who are covetous, miserly 
and stingy, are doing the work of the Lord deceitfully. 

The word which is translated "deceitfully” can be translated “negligently.” We 
find many people who do the work of the Lord negligently. They can practice 
self-denial, sacrifice time and comfort to gain wealth, honor and pleasure, but 
when it comes to the Lord’s business, there is a different story to tell. As in the 
days of Haggai, the prophet: “This people say, the time is not come, the time 
that the Lord’s house should be built.” But “is it time for you, O ye, to dwell in 
your ceiled houses and this house lie in waste?” 

These are serious and sober times. War and bloodshed are on every hand 
wars and rumors of war. Many of our young men are bleeding and dying at the 
front. We have reason to ask, what will the future bring, and what will the end 
be? How shall we meet the emergencies that the war is bringing upon us, upon 
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our schools, upon our foreign and home missions and department of charities and 
other activities of our church? How will we meet the problems and emergencies 
of the post-war period? These are questions of vital importance. It behooves us to 
bear in mind constantly these words of warning from the Lord: "Cursed be he 
that doeth the work of the Lord deceitfully.”

The income from the congregations for current operations of the church has 
increased steadily since 1932. It is interesting to note that our church raised 55.5 
per cent of its budget in 1932 and steadily increased to 83.7 per cent in 1937; to 
84.5 per cent in 1939; to 86.1 per cent in 1940; to 92.6 per cent in 1941; to 97.9 per 
cent in 1942 and to 111.5 per cent in 1943. We should also bear in mind that in 
addition to what has been contributed to the 1943 budget ingathering, large 
amounts have also been given in response to various extra appeals. 

The church expresses its gratitude to God and its deep appreciation for the 
help and cooperation given by pastors and congregations, circuit and district 
Stewardship Secretaries and other faithful workers in raising $1,120,162.65 in 1943. 
This exceeds the voted budget by $115,162.65. It exceeds the 1942 ingathering 
by $136,572.49. We are very grateful to all who in the past year have been 
faithful in their stewardship and have made an effort for the support and the 
extension of the Kingdom of God. ; 

The budget of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America is its actual oper- 
ating needs, and it is not a fictitious amount which if not raised in full makes little 
or no difference. The budget meets only the barest needs of operation, It is to be 
expected, with the present economic situation prevailing, that our church must 
raise not only its budget for the year 1944 in full, but also an added amount even 
larger than for 1943. This will be absolutely necessary in order to meet the emer- 
gencies that the war is bringing upon our schools, our foreign and home missions 
and upon our work of charity. , ; i } 

The Board of Trustees passed the following resolution at its meeting April 
22, 1942: “Resolved, that a resolution be added to the Stewardship Secretary’s 
report, recommending that the circuits add a margin to the apportionment to be 
submitted to the congregations.” I hesitated, and finally decided not to add this 
recommendation to my report two years ago because I knew from experience that 
such a recommendation would cause a great deal of discussion, and I also knew 
that this would be the case when a margin was to be allocated to the circuits and 
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134,781.48 


to the congregations. And probably this allocated margin would not add much 
to the income of the church. I came, therefore, to the conclusion that I would 
rather appeal to every congregation in our church to add voluntarily a margin of 
at least 10 per cent of its 1943 apportionment. This experiment seemed to work 
well. Our congregations responded nobly. Many congregations contributed much 
more than 10 per cent. A large number sent exactly 10 per cent. Those who had 
never before sent in their full allotment were moved too by this appeal. Even 
though the full margin was not reached, they seemed eager to get at least to the 
100 per cent mark for the first time in many years. A fine feeling seemed to pre- 
vail. No criticism came to our department. As far as I can understand this appeal 
for a voluntary margin of at least 10 per cent was carried out willingly and, 
cheerfully. : - 


STEWARDSHIP EDUCATION AND SPIRITUAL EMPHASIS 


In keeping with the mandate of our call, we have constantly endeavored to 
interpret Christian stewardship according to its broad concept of using all that 
God has given His people, including also their material means, to the glory of 
God. We seek by constant contact and study to present a picture of the fruits of 
faith as they are revealed in the work of the church with special emphasis upon 
the administration of material means motivated by Christian love. “First they 
gave themselves to the Lord,” is written of the Christians in Macedonia. This is 
the golden rule for all and the first prerequisite of stewardship development. The 
surrender of themselves preceded the surrender of their substance. 

The regular program of education is constantly going on. All possible speaking 
engagements are filled. District and circuit conventions are visited. Personal 
contacts with pastors and congregations are utilized in every possible way. 
Conferences with pastors in small groups continue as time and opportunity 
permit. We continue to edit “My Father’s Business,” printed monthly—54,000 
copies mailed to clergy and laity as requested. Tracts, pamphlets, folders, and 
films are supplied as requested for information, edification and inspiration. 


THE BROTHERHOOD 


This organization is gaining in strength from year to year. It is of vital 
importance for our church that the men are interested and take active part in its 
work. The Brotherhood is rendering a blessed service in creating this interest 
and leading our men into larger services and greater activity for the Kingdom. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 


This organization is an educational force. Its members never tire of informing 
our people of what our church is doing. Through the Thankoffering, Mission 
Boxes and Cradle Roll, as well as through remittances made by societies of the 
congregations, the Federation made the following contributions to the 1943 
ingathering:

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LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


The ingathering for our Soldiers and Sailors Service, the Orphaned Missions, 
Commission on American Missions, War Prisoners’ Aid, etc., has all been con- 
solidated by the National Lutheran Council into one appeal called Lutheran 
World Action. This appeal represents causes in which every member and friend 
of our church should be interested. It cannot be otherwise. Twenty per cent of 
the 1943 budget apportionment or $199,990.00 was the allotment given our church. 
The appeal met with fine response. A large number contributed much more than 
20 per cent of their apportionment; many congregations sent the exact amount, 
quite a number sent less, and a few nothing. 

For the present year the goal has been set at $1,315,000.00 of which our church 
is asked to contribute $244,600.00. This amount equals about 25 per cent of the 
1944 budget apportionment from every district, every circuit and every congrega- 
tion, in addition to the regular budget. When we remember what our young men 
and women are sacrificing for freedom and righteousness, many of them bleeding 
and dying at the front, when we consider carefully what the Orphaned Missions 
and the Commission on American Missions, etc., stand for, our members and 
friends should willingly and cheerfully bring an offering of more than $244,600.00 
for these very worthy and needful causes during 1944. 


MEMBERSHIP TRANSFER AND CONTACT DEPARTMENT 


By decision of the Home Mission Board the general and stewardship secretary 
was given the responsibility and supervision of a “Membership Transfer and 
Contact Department” for the transfer of members. To comply with this decision, 
we proceeded to organize this department for our church and it has been operating 
now for several months. This work has brought splendid results already. It will 
help retain thousands of members for our church and be an added source of 
support for the Kingdom. 


THE CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


We are working hard to complete the Centennial Appeal. Every effort will be 

put forth that it may be finished this fiscal year, 1944. Our church has repeatedly 
decided that it would be right and urgent, as we are rounding out the first one 
hundred years of the life and work of our church, to place a generous thank- 
offering before the Lord’s altar as an evidence of our gratitude to God for one 
hundred years of blessings upon our people and upon our country. 
_ The objectives? Not only to liquidate the indebtedness of the church, amount- 
ing to approximately $1,100,000, raise up to $200,000 for a library at Luther 
Theological Seminary and $200,000 for the Pension Fund, but also to approach 
personally every member and friend of our church, young and old, rich and poor, 
and every organization, to invite them to have a part in the Centennial Thank- 
offering. This last objective has not been met. Our people have so far responded 
nobly. The people are just as willing to take part now as the year we started, 
Many send their pledges and gifts to the Centennial Appeal voluntarily. They 
want to be along, but no one came to ask them. Many have added generously to 
the amount they pledged earlier. 81 per cent has been paid in cash. This good 
work, however, is not finished. Much of it remains unfinished both in payment of 
pledges (approximately $500,000) and in solicitation of new ones. 

_ More is needed for this offering. In view of the mounting needs of our foreign 
mission fields, the growing opportunities and challenge of the developing home 
mission fields, the emergency in Christian Education, and the needs of our 
charitable institutions; in order to meet the emergencies the war is bringing upon 
us and the church; and in order to meet the problems and emergencies ‘of the 
post-war period, we will need $525,000 more in cash. It can be done if we are 
willing to make the sacrifice.

regarding the distribution of contributions made to the church, ae da call 
your attention again to the following: 

All sums received by the Treasurer designated “for the budget” are pro- 
rated to the five activities as decided by the church. 

2. All money received by the Treasurer designated “to the missions” is pro- 
rated to Home and Foreign Missions, 

3. When the Treasurer receives money designated “to Christian Education” 
or “Home Missions” or “Foreign Missions” or “Charities” or “Pensions,” such 
money is credited to the department designated. 

4. When the Treasurer receives money designated “to the General Fund” such 
money will be held in the treasury until the end of the fiscal year, and allocated 
by the Board of Trustees according to the need of each department. 

5. Money sent directly to any institution, activity or individual cannot be 
credited to the budget. Å 
_ Make use of the contribution blanks and state plainly how every contribution 
is to be credited. We urge upon every pastor, every congregation, every organi- 
zation and every individual to remember that the budget is our first obligation. 
It is the life line of support to our teachers, missionaries at home and abroad, our 
workers everywhere, our missions and institutions, 


THE PENNY-A-MEAL PLAN AND LENTEN OFFERING 


The Penny-a-Meal Plan has worked very successfully now for many years. A 
number of congregations raise their entire budget the first part of the year by 
this plan. An early start is one of its fine merits, 

During Lent, from Ash Wednesday to Good Friday or Easter Sunday—46 
days—each member of the family is asked to try to give at least one penny at 
every meal in addition to his regular contribution toward the work of Home and 
Foreign Missions, Christian Education, Charities, and Pensions. Many are giving 
more than a penny each meal—five, ten, twenty-five, and even fifty cents at every 
meal, in gratitude to God for His greatest gift. It is our hope that the Penny-a- 
Meal Plan will always be used efticiently during the Lenten season. It is also 
our hope that every good plan adopted by our congregations will be used dili- 
gently and worked hard. Any plan, no matter how good, must be worked hard 
and faithfully in order to bring good results. 


BUDGET 1945-1946 

$1,005,000.00 has been the voted budget for several years. We have, however, 
never reached this amount until 1943 when our ingathering exceeded the voted 
budget by $115,162.65. A number of our people have emphasized that this conven- 
tion should vote a higher budget for the next biennium—an increase of about 
two or three hundred thousand dollars. A number seem to favor the margin plan. 
Probably the best results will be attained, both in amount of income and especially 
in evangelical spirit, by letting the $1,005,000.00 stand as the basic allocated budget 
and then appeal most earnestly to every congregation in our church to add 
voluntarily a margin of 10, 15 or even 20 per cent. Such a margin will surely be 
needed to meet the challenge of these serious and sober times. 


THAT WE MAY GO FORWARD 


The Lord has blessed our efforts and the efforts of our fathers. Who can 
estimate the rich streams of spiritual blessings which have been poured out on 
one generation after another of our people all these years, in church and school, 
by public preaching and private admonition. Indeed, a precious heritage has come 
to us. 

We are standing on the threshold of a new century in the life and work of 
our church. Now is the time i } 

1) for our church to gather its forces for aggressive action; re 

a) to fortify, establish and stimulate the work of our schools in training our 
children and young people for their life work in state and church; 

b) to win those who are unwon in the city, in the country and the far-flung 
frontiers; å 

c) to return those who were reared in our church, but who have drifted away; 

d) to inspire to more aggressive action in the foreign fields to hasten the day 
when the nine or ten million heathen intrusted to us may be brought into the 
Kingdom; K Å 

e) to help our membership become more Christ-minded in carrying out the 


works of mercy. 
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2) to strengthen our church in its inner loyalties and create a deeper sense of 
responsibility to face the problems of our age. å ideel 

Surely we have far to go. Our job is not completed. In the light of the critical 
nature of our times, with most unusual opportunities to spread the Gospel among 
great masses of people, I am certain that we all realize the tremendous task 
ahead of us. This is a time of emergency and emergency measures alone will 
meet the situation. This is a time for an “all out” effort to build the Kingdom. 
Nothing dares stand in the way. The entire leadership of the church in all its 
departments must be set on fire with a new realization of its tremendous respon- 
sibility for immortal souls. Pastors and parishes alike must be roused to their 
possibilities in the Kingdom. Surely we need to take to heart the words of the 
Prophet Jeremiah: “Cursed be he that doeth the work of the Lord deceitfully.” 

Our business is a large business. It is the business of mankind. We often, 
complain, saying it is too much, too hard. It is not as convenient as we would 
like to have it. I am afraid that many of us are doing the work of the Lord 
deceitfully and negligently. It is a great privilege, however, to be a laborer 
together with God. To face the post-war period it is of vital importance to plan 
more wisely, to work harder, to give more generously. 

An unbelieving critic once said to a Christian layman: “If I believed what you 
say you believe, I would crawl on red-hot coals on my hands and knees to tell 
other men.” Let us remember that the Gospel we proclaim is suited to the anguish 
of this very hour. It is the promise of eternal life and the gift of a new world 
from God to sinful men. It is comfort to those who mourn, release to the captive, 
and the crown of life to the dying. It is also the sure source of power for a lasting 
peace. It proclaims the only way of escape from the hatreds which have drenched 
the world with blood and tears. 

Surely, we are facing a great undertaking. It calls for all that is brave and 
sacrificial within us, that the distress we see on the earth can be changed from a 
cry of anguish to the joyful tidings of a world redeemed.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PENSIONS TO THE SIXTEENTH 
GENERAL CONVENTION 


The Amended Pension Plan is now in its fourth year of operation and has 
enjoyed a steady growth in financial strength and membership. No longer re- 
garded as an experiment it has become firmly established as a sound and work- 
able system for the solution of the difficult problems that arise for both pastor 
and congregation when the time comes for him to retire. Skepticism has given 
way to confidence with the result that many individuals and groups that have 
been watching developments are now taking steps to become active members 
of the plan. 

As of April 1, 1944, the total number of premium paying members was 857 
pastors, missionaries and church workers whose memberships are sponsored by 
1,348 congregations and salary-paying agencies. This represents 69.9% of the 
active pastors and 49% of the congregations. To accelerate the campaign to enroll 
all of the pastors and congregations district pension committees have been or- 
ganized and some of these have functioned very efficiently in securing applica- 
tions. 

The annuity reserve accumulating in member accounts on deposit with Lu- 
theran Brotherhood is growing appreciably and on February 1, 1944, amounted 
to the sum of $413,850.97. To this amount will be added the allocations and 
equalizations of the contributions of congregations and salary-paying agencies 
for 1943, totalling $40,146.61. This fund is reinsured by Lutheran Brotherhood 
which to date has made interest credits of 3% and a dividend of 1% annually. 

As of February 1, 1944, the total assets of the Contingent Fund were $444,- 
351.56. During the past biennium this fund was increased by the allocation of 
$200,000.00 from the Centennial Appeal, a share of the profits of Augsburg 
Publishing House, apportionment for pensions from the Budget, and the 2% an- 
nual contributions by congregations enrolled in the Pension Plan. An actuarial 
analysis of the Contingent Fund is being made by Mr. George Huggins of Phil- 
adelphia to determine the present and potential liabilities of the Pension Plan 
according to the provisions of Article XIII governing the payment of supple- 
mentary pensions. The results of this survey will be a determining factor in 
shaping the future policy of the Board of Pensions with reference to basic 
minimum pensions. 

The basic minimum pension for the year 1943 was $240.00 and in December 
each pensioner was given a Christmas present of $20.00. The total amount paid 
to 421 pensioners in 1943 was $108,750.90. In 1942 the total benefits paid was 
$96,559.16. It is admitted that the amount of benefits to each pensioner is not 
what it ought to be and it is apparent that no substantial increase can be made 
until the 51% of the congregations that have not enrolled begin paying premiums 
into the Pension Plan. 

Now that the Pension Plan is soundly and firmly established the Board of 
Pensions earnestly appeals to all the non-member pastors and congregations to 
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avoid further procrastination and delay in this matter by taking action immediate- 
ly to cooperate with fellow pastors and sister congregations in the Pension Plan 
and thus to settle once and for all this vexing problem which has been a source 
of heartache to the ministry and a handicap to the work in many congregations. 

The members of the Board of Pensions are grateful to God for His con- 
tinued blessings on this department of the work of the church and solicit more 
of the generous support that has been given by pastors and laymen to promote 
this important activity. ; 5

ANNUAL REPORT 
BOARD OF PARISH EDUCATION 


For the Year 1943 


"Feed my lambs.” 

_ Through Holy Baptism the infant becomes a child of God. Life in God, the life of 
faith, is implanted in the child’s heart. From there on the parents and the church have 
the solemn obligation of nurturing the spiritual life of the child. This responsibility 
continues through many years, in fact into the years of maturity. 

“Feed my lambs. Feed my sheep.” To nourish the life of faith in its members is a 
major function of the church through all of life. Adults as well as children are in need 
of food for the soul. That food is the Word of God. 

To the Board of Parish Education the church has entrusted the all important task 
of directing the work of feeding the lambs and of preparing the food in suitable form. 
In the care of the flock which Jesus calls His own, this is the first essential. If the 
age are not properly fed and nourished, there will be no sheep to feed and to care 
or. 

Never, perhaps, has the church realized the full bearing of Christ’s injunction, 
“Feed my lambs.” Only a small part of the church seems to sense it today. True, there 
is a feeling that the children must be guided into fellowship with the Savior. But that * 
God has provided specific means for this purpose is frequently not recognized. In 
other words, there has been and still is in many quarters a reluctance to recognize that 
God’s Word is the food with which the lambs as well as the sheep must be fed if there 
is to be spiritual life, growth and health. 

The guiding principles in the work of the Board of Parish Education lie in the fact 
that our church recognized that the food with which God’s little ones must be fed is 
God’s Word—nothing more, nothing less. Therefore the Board is constantly seeking 
to provide for our church books which faithfully teach God’s Word and at the same 
time are suitable for use by children of all ages. The Board, furthermore, seeks to 
make the books and other literature and materials attractive and interesting. Unless 
the lambs like the food, it will do them but little good. 

The new graded Sunday School series has been received with much enthusiasm 
and, as evidenced by the tabulation presented later in this report, is used very generally 
throughout our church. It is jore ba to note that it is also being used to a very 
considerable extent in other church bodies: 


VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL 


At present the Board is engaged in a church wide study of Vacation Church 
School courses and materials. Information is being sought from our pastors as to 
what materials are being used in their vacation schools, and also opinions and sugges- 
tions concerning our present needs in this field, Specifically the Board is trying to find 
out what kind of new materials our pastors think would be most useful in planning 
vacation schools, . 

When this information has been assembled and studied the Board plans to prepare 
a series of suitable courses for use in our church. , 

In the meantime it is of the greatest importance to the life of every local congrega- 
tion as well as to the church as a whole that Vacation Church Schools be maintained, 
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or where discontinued be resumed, in order that the children may receive in concen- 
trated form and under the best possible teaching conditions, the doctrinal instruction 
which must always be the basis of a sound Christian faith. 


THE WEEKDAY CHURCH SCHOOL 


The Board of Parish Education is mindful that there is today a more favorable 
outlook than there was before for weekday religious instruction on released public 
school time. That is, from the point of view of cooperation on the part of public school 
authorities—teachers, principals, and superintendents. Less encouraging is the outlook 
from the point of view of the church. Congregations, pastors,.teachers seem reluctant 
to proceed with this plan of religious instruction. It is true, there are problems con- 
nected with the conduct of such a school. Nor are they always easily solved. How- 
ever, a willingness to do some hard work usually spells success in this as in most 
other undertakings. 

The question of suitable courses has until recently been a serious obstacle to the 
establishments of Weekday Church Schools. That difficulty is being overcome. Under 
the auspices of the Commission on Parish Education of the American Lutheran Con- 
ference, a series of graded lessons has been prepared. The few courses still not avail- 
able are expected to be ready before September, 1944. 

Other difficulties pertain to qualified teachers, conveniently located churches or 
school buildings, the cooperation of other churches, necessary financial support. It 
may be stated, however, with full confidence, that careful planning combined with 
prayerful, persistent work will overcome these or any other obstacles to this method 
of feeding the lambs. } 


FEEDERS OF THE LAMBS 


In order that the lambs may be properly fed, there must not only be on hand the 
right food. Persons must be there who understand the needs of the lambs and also how 
they may best be fed. In other words, there must be capable teachers. 

With this in mind The Board of Parish Education at every opportunity stresses 
the need of continued teacher training. The ten-week Teacher Training Course is still 
being recommended and promoted. Though the number of congregations participating 
has dropped off somewhat the last two or three years, nevertheless, the number of 
those participating is still large. Many congregations and some circuits have continued 
without fail to conduct such a course for ten weeks every fall. 

Last year one new text was added to the ten-week teacher training series: The 
Stewardship of the Christian Man by the Rev. Mars Dale. This course together with 
the note book answers well the questions: How can we teach Stewardship in the 
Sunday School? How can we. better teach our children to be generous givers? 

A further effort to promote better teaching in Sunday School is found in the 
Sunday School Teachers Institute. Where the one or two day teachers institute is an 
established part of the circuit program, the Ten-Week Teacher Training Course as a 
rule follows. The one or two-day institute conducted immediately before the ten-week 
course is launched acts as an effective stimulus to participation in the ten-week course. 

Two new books in the teacher training series will be offered next fall: one under 
the title We Learn to Teach, a course in religious pedagogy, by Mrs. Hortense Hage 
Storvick; the other, a popular course in Missions prepared by the Rev. Andrew 
Burgess. The demand for just such courses has been considerable. It is anticipated 
that they will be widely used. : 

A third agency for improving the teaching in our Sunday Schools are the Summer 
Institutes conducted at Camp Aurora on Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, and at the Green 
Lake Bible Camp near Spicer, Minnesota. In spite of the gasoline shortage and other 
handicaps caused by the war these two institutes continue to operate at full capacity. 
Their usefulness is attested by the large number of teachers and parents who return 
from year to year. 


ORGANIZATION FOR PROMOTION 


In order to make possible continuous promotion of Christian education, the districts 
of the church regularly elect committees on Parish Education. These committees 


sert an executive secretary who carries out the plans set up by the committee of the 
istrict. 


Some of these committees and executive secretaries have been very active. Through 
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their efforts the cause of Christian education, and especially the instruction of children, 
has been kept steadily before our people. | 

Closely linked with the district committees and also with the control executive 
office are the circuit contact men for Parish Education. These are elected by the circuit 
or in some circumstances appointed by the district president in consultation with the 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Parish Education. 

A large number of these circuit contact men have succeeded in maintaining in 
their respective circuits an excellent record of participation in the Ten-Week Teacher 
Training Course; they have arranged one-day institutes for the circuit or for several 
units within the circuit; they have also promoted attendance at the Summer Institutes. 

It is suggested that districts or circuits devise more effective ways of strengthening 
the parish education program within their respective congregations and that they 
take steps to provide the funds needed by the district executive secretaries and circuit 
contact men for carrying the work forward. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL BIBLE DEPARTMENT A 


During the last several years the High School Bible Department has been organ- 
ized in many congregations. However, there appears to be a large number of congre- 
gations where no such step has been taken. 

In these days of mounting juvenile delinquency this agency for the spiritual care 
of our young people ought to be developed to the full. The High School years face 
our young people with numerous strong temptations. No better way to counter their 
influence has been found than to gather the young people about God’s Word in Bible 
classes and in well conducted Luther Leagues. The church’s obligation to its High 
School youth needs to be more fully organized and met. 


THE SCHOOL AID FUND 


The School Aid Fund has again been able to give financial assistance to an im- 
pressive number of congregations which otherwise would have had no Vacation Bible 
School. The following tabulation shows the number of grants made, the number of 
children enrolled, and the number of days taught; it also indicates the district in which 
the schools were conducted.

The School Aid Endowment Fund at present stands at $39,834.50, and yields an 
interest annually of approximately $854.95. This money is used for the support of 
Vacation Church Schools in home mission congregations. 


STATISTICS ON PARISH EDUCATION 


The following statistics have been culled from the parochial reports for the years 
1932-1942. They indicate that progress has been made in certain respects, but_also 
that a great deal remains to be done. The comparative figures on enrollment in Bible 
Classes is most distressing. A more complete study of the figures from 1937 to 1942 
shows that there was an annual increase in Bible class enrollments, The drop came in 
1942. The war may be the cause. The young men are off to war, and many young 
people have jobs which require Sunday work. A detailed study of the reports would 
indicate to the district committees and circuit contact men where concentrated efforts 
are needed. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF SUNDAY SCHOOL LITERATURE 


Å gratifying distribution of Sunday School Literature continues. It appears that 
only a very small number of our Sunday schools use any but our own text books and 
song books. Perhaps a few more use Sunday school papers published by others than 
our own publishing house. Their number, too, appears to be very small. 

1943 marks the discontinuance of the publication of the Norwegian children’s 
paper Barnevennen. Its circulation had dropped to 387. The beginnings of this paper 
date back to 1874. Of late it was read nearly exclusively by old people who loved its 
simple Christian stories. The Board regretted the necessity of discontinuing it, but 
felt that it was not warranted in continuing it for such a small number of subscribers. 

The Lutheran Teacher has enjoyed a comparatively wide circulation, 12,361 sub- 
scribers in 1943. Considering the fact that we have some twenty thousand teachers and 
officers in our Sunday schools, it is evident that much work is needed before all our 
Sunday School workers will be enjoying the benefits of this very helpful weekly. 
Prof. Philip Dybvig is the editor.

THE COMMISSION ON PARISH EDUCATION 


Dr. O. G. Malmin is the representative of our Church on the Commission of Parish 
Education of the American Lutheran Conference. He makes the following report: 

“During the biennium the commission has met twice yearly. Among its present 
projects are: an annual meeting of.all Boards of Parish Education in the Conference 
to be held in Chicago; completion of the weekday course; cooperation with the 
Commission on American Missions in outlining a course of study for Sunday Schools 
in defense areas; publication of summer school Bible materials.” 


ADULT BIBLE CLASS MATERIAL 


Throughout the school year 1942-1943, Dr. Carl B. Ylvisaker wrote lesson 
material for adult Bible classes. The course is entitled Faith, Hope and Love— 
These Three, and is a series of studies in James, I Peter, I John. The course appeared 
in weekly installments in The Lutheran Herald. Supplementary material for the 
teacher appeared in the Lutheran Teacher. The course is now available in book form. 
The teacher’s helps are bound separately in a Teacher’s Manual, å 

This year Dr. Ylvisaker is writing a course based on the Epistles to Timothy, under 
the title That I Might Be His Own. A companion page of helps for teachers appears

"Herre, du har vært oss en bolig fra slekt til slekt. Før fjellene blev til, og du 
skapte jorden og jorderiket, ja fra evighet til evighet er du, Gud” (Sal. 90, 1—2). 
lår vi i år samles til fellesmøte, går våre tanker tilbake over det hundreårs- 
avsnitt av vår kirkes historie som sluttet med året 1943. Ett sekel er forbi for 
vår kirke i dette land. Ved tanken på det blir de anførte ord av salmisten en 
levende virkelighet for oss. Fra slekt til slekt — i mer enn 900 år i våre fedres 
land, og nu i ett hundre år her i Amerika — har Herren vært vår Gud. Han 
har vist oss miskunn og nåde i krig og i fred, i gode og i onde dager, i strid og i 
hvile, i alle de skiftende kår som har møtt vårt folk.

Situasjonen har endret sig betydelig siden det 
ulykkessvangre overfall som japaneserne øvet mot oss 7 desember 1941. Idag 
gjør våre styrker, sammen med våre alliertes, stadig fremgang i retning av seier. 
Men det blir en dyrt kjøpt seier. Den vil koste mer og mer i de måneder som 
ligger foran oss. Vår ungdom ofrer sitt livsblod på slagmarkene i Italia og på 
Sydhavets øyer for ved Guds hjelp å vinne for verdens folk bedre og friere 


livsvilkår. 


KRISTELIG VIRKE FOR OG BLANDT KRIGSFOLKET 


Et rimelig overslag er at for nærværende tjener ca. 75,000 av vår kirkes med- 
lemskap i vårt lands militærstyrker. Det vil si omkring 12 prosent av kirkens 
samlede medlemskap. Og det betyr at fra praktisk talt hvert eneste hjem med 
krigsdyktige innvånere har minst én mann gått inn i tjenesten. 

Vår hær og vår flåte teller nu sammenlagt mer enn 10 millioner menn. Disse 
søker vårt lands kirker å nå med kirkelig betjening. Og det må sies at regjerin- 
gen har lagt for dagen forståelse for mannskapenes åndelige tarv. Den vil nemlig 
gjerne at prester som er skikket for hvervet, skal trede inn i feltprestenes rekker. 
Av vår kirkes prester tjener nu 66 som feltprester i hæren og 32 som marine- 
prester, altså i alt 98. Og stadig vekk er det nye som ansøker om slik ansettelse. 

Ved siden av det egentlige felt- og marine-prest-virke øves også annen kriste- 
lig virksomhet blandt krigsfolket. De kirker som står tilsluttet National Lutheran 
Council, har i fellesskap oprettet såkalte "Lutheran service centers” pa flere steder. 
Her har våre militære anledning til å rådføre sig med prester som altså ikke er 
officerer, i likhet med feltprestene; det er hjemmet og hjemmets kirke som her i 
særlig grad møter dem. Disse “centers” er utstyrt med leseværelser, og her 
søker både mannlige og kvinnelige funksjonærer å møte dem med litt av et 
hjems hygge. Ved siden av dette sociale arbeide finner her sted også gudstjene- 
ster, andakter og nadverdsamlinger. Dessuten besøkes militærhospitaler herfra. 
Kort sagt, forsøk blir gjort for på alle mulige måter å komme våre krigsmenn 
til hjelp, åndelig og timelig. 

Måskje intet arbeide utført av National Lutheran Council settes mer almin- 
delig pris på av foreldre enn nettop det som gjøres ved disse centrer. Det er i 
sannhet et stort arbeide som her utføres, under dr. N. M. Ylvisakers opsyn og 
ledelse. Det vinner da også offentlig anerkjennelse, og våre menn i rekkene om- 
taler med rosende ord ikke alene de regulære felt- og marineprester, men også 
de prester som tjener ved våre lutherske "service centers.” 

Derfor skylder kirken stor takk til de av dens prester som i hær og flåte tjener 
sitt land, både her hjemme og i utlandet. Våre bønner og vår hengivenhet slutter 
sig om dem, og vi ser på dem som hjemmemenighetens representanter blandt 
dem som står mest direkte i nasjonens svære kamp. 

I like måte skylder vi de prester takk som har opgitt det direkte menighets- 
arbeide for å tjene som menighetens utsendinger ved våre “service centers.” 

For å gi denne takkens følelse en mer håndgripelig form! har vår kirkes 
finansstyre og dens kirkeråd bestemt at de feltprester som kan bivåne dette vårt 
fellesmøte, får sine reiseutgifter betalt fra det overskudd som kan ventes å kom- 
me inn til Lutheran World Action over den fastsatte kvota. 


NAR KRIGSFOLKET KOMMER HJEM IGJEN 


Tiden er nu inne for prester og menigheter å ta under alvorlig overveielse 
hvad som bør gjøres for krigsfolket når de kommer tilbake til sine hjemsteder. 
Siden mange av disse er fra våre menigheter, hviler ansvaret på oss å hjelpe dem 
med å finne sig til rette igjen efter hjemkomsten. Denne tjeneste må bestå i mer 
enn en velkomstgudstjeneste og vennlige ord. Det bør nøie undersøkes hvorledes: 
vi kan yde de hjemvendende praktisk hjelp, f. eks. ved å bistå dem ved valg av 
levevei, enten i landbruk eller i handel og industri, eller ved fortsettelse av av- 
brutt skolegang. Våre prester og menigheter bør her samarbeide med lokalko- 
mitéer som får denne opgave som sitt hverv. Det gjelder nemlig om at krigs- 
folket så snart som mulig efter hjemkomsten orienteres igjen i det civile liv. 

. Videre bør menighetene særlig ta sig av dem som har sendt sine kjære ut i 
krigens farer; de trenger å bli styrket og opmuntret under påkjenningen. Spesielt 
gjelder dette når dødsbudskap fra fronten når hjemmene. Vi bør da stå rede til 
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å yde den kristenkjærlighet og medfølelse som menighetsfolk har rett til å vente 
fra sine menigheter og prester. Alt dette utgjør en veldig opgave for menighetene, 
Soldathustruer bør finne forståelsesfull hjelp, likeledes mødre som nu sitter 
alene med ansvaret for barna mens fedrene er ute i tjenesten. Folk som i tanke- 
løshet og uforstand er kommet på villstrå, bør hjelpes til rette igjen med den 
kristelige kjærlighets forståelse og omsorg. Hermed er pekt på noen av de mange 
ansvar som i krigstid påhviler selv de minste og mest avsidesliggende av våre 
menigheter. å 

Disse saker fortjener vel nøie overveielse og drøftelse ved prestekonferanser, 
krets- og menighetsmøter. Det kan resultere i planlagte og forente forsøk på å 
vise dem som fra vår midte er dratt ut til kamp for fedrelandet, at vi er dypt in- 
teressert 1 deres ve og vel. 


BEFOLKNINGS-FORSKYVNINGER 


Om folk som flytter fra våre menigheter for å søke bedre utkomme på nye 
krigsindustri-centrer, bør rapport snarest mulig innsendes til vårt Membership 
Transfer Department, 408 S. 5th Ave., Minneapolis 15, Minn. I mange slike til- 
felle vilde det hjelpe meget om menighetsfolk på hjemstedet skrev til de ut- 
flyttede om hvor nærmeste menighet av vår kirke er å finne. 

Innen våre grenser har nemlig pågått en av de største befolknings-forskyv- 
ninger som noe land kjenner til. Tusener på tusener har forlatt sine hjemsteder 
for å bosette sig på de nye krigsindustri-områder. På steder hvor krigsfornø- 
denheter fabrikeres, har byer på fra 10 til 40 tusen vokset frem på utrolig kort 
tid. Således er kommet til nye befolknings-centrer, ofte med ny innstilling overfor 
samfundslivet. Samtidig er mange småsteder og landsbygder utover Midtvesten 
blitt tappet for befolkning. I nasjonens krigsanstrengelse trenges kvinner så vel 
som menn. Mange av våre unge kvinner er innskrevet direkte i landets militær- 
styrker. Og andre kvinner, både gifte og ugifte, arbeider i tusenvis i krigsindu- 
strien. Således har en forskyvning uten sidestykke funnet sted i våre vanlige 
befolkningsforhold, en forskyvning som i høi grad angår hjemmene, idet ofte 
både far og mor arbeider utenfor hjemmet, mens barna i mange tilfeller er 
overlatt til sig selv. 

FE er 


Ved verdenskrigens slutt står vi ansikt til ansikt med spørsmålet om den kom- 
mende fred. Blir det mulig å få til en fred som gjør at nasjonenes ungdom ikke 
igjen skal måtte yde så veldig og forferdelig et offer som nu? Det endelige svar 
vet Gud alene. Han alene kjenner fremtiden. Vi kan kun rope til ham om hjelp, 
slik at hans visdoms og frykts ånd må komme over dem som styrer, og at ut 
av det hele må komme en rettferdig fred med godvilje og fordragelighet mellem 
folkene til følge. på 

Bakom alt ligger den største av alle farer, den som har sin rot i hele menne-, 
skeheten, nemlig synden. Vi minnes det gamle bibelhistoriestykke, det som slutter 
med følgende triste ord: "Og med synden kom sykdom og nød, sorg og død inn 
i verden.” Gud give at vår tids forferdelige hendelser måtte lære oss mer og mer 
grundig å erkjenne syndens heslige virkelighet, ikke bare i menneskesamfundet 
i sin helhet, men i hver enkelt én av oss! Der finnes bare ett sikkert botemiddel. 
Folkene kommer ikke til å omdanne sine spyd og sverd til plogskjær før korsets 
lys og Guds omskapende kjærlighets makt i Kristus Jesus får større tak på men- 
neskenes hjerter enn hittil er skjedd. La oss be flittig om og arbeide ivrig for 
at Guds rike må komme, slik at Kristi evangelium kan få skape sann kjærlighet 
menneskene i mellem! Dette er vår tids kall og vår store opgave. Visstnok er 
ikke vår kirke hverken stor eller innflytelsesrik i folkenes liv, men den er allikevel 
kalt av Gud til å legge sin hånd på plogen uten å se sig tilbake, i den store sak 
å gjøre Guds vilje og fremme hans hensikt blandt menneskene. 


HUNDREARSFESTER 


Året 1943 avsluttet, som nevnt, det første hundreår av vår historie som et 
samfund av organiserte menigheter. Over hele vår felt blev minne- og takkefester 
holdt i menigheter og kretser. På grunn av krigssituasjonen blev det umulig å 
få til en storfest, et jubileumsstevne for hele kirken. Vi håper og ber at dagen 
snart måtte komme da vi kan samles til en felles hundreårsfest og freds-feiring. 

Under dr. Bergsakers ledelse blev programhjelp for stedlige hundreårsfester 
utarbeidet. Således blev de hundre års vekst under Guds velsignelse lagt det

overveiende flertall av vårt folk på hjerte, — et arbeide i hvilket mange villige 
arbeidere tok del. Det tør være at denne lokale feiring av hundreårsminnet har 
hatt like så stor eller måskje større betydning for kirken enn om noen tusener 
hadde kunnet samle sig på ett sted til en storfest. 


JUBILEUMSFONDET OG TRO-I-VIRKSOMHET 


Gjenneni hele jubileumsåret har dr. Bergsaker og hans medarbeidere fortsatt 
innsamlingen av jubileumsfondet. Eftertrykket er blitt lagt på å få inn siste av- 
betaling på de lovede beløp. De aller fleste har beredvillig og til rette tid inn- 
fridd sine løfter, men en del står til rest. Anledning er også blitt gitt sådanne 


som tidligere ikke hadde fått del i innsamlingen, til nu å være med i denne store 


sak. 

Også Tro-i-virksomhet arbeidet, hvis opgave det har vært å bistå menighe- 
tene med råd og dåd i virket for å vinne de utenforstående og ufrelste for Guds 
rike, har fortsatt i løpet av året, under ledelse av dr. J. C. K. Preus og andre. 
Litteratur er blitt utsendt, og mange møter og konferanser holdt. Og den til- 
skyndelse og hjelp i arbeidet som således er blitt ydet våre menigheter, har 
vunnet påskjønnelse på mange steder. Vi skylder stor takk til de mange menn 
og kvinner som med glede har gitt av sin tid og sine midler for å gjøre hundre- 
årsminnets store mål kjent og skattet blandt vårt folk. 

Fra mange hold er det blitt uttalt at Tro-i-virksomhet bevegelsens arbeids- 
program bør på en eller annen vis bli fortsatt som en stadig hjelp for prester og 
menigheter i deres arbeide. 

Når jubileumsgavens første mål er nådd og innsamlingen fullbyrdet, vil spørs- 
målet om overskuddets fordeling melde sig. Dette møte bør bestemme tiden for 
en slik fordeling. Mange har uttalt som sin mening at en spesiell komité burde 
utnevnes for nøie å sette sig inn i dette overskudds ditribuering og så rapportere 
til fellesmøtet i 1946. Den oprinnelige plan var at den såkalte "Centennial Com- 
mission,” bestående av kirkens finansstyre, dens president, sekretær og kasserer, 
skulde fremsette forslag i denn sak. Men noen bestemt tid var ikke satt. 


SKOLEVIRKSOMHETEN 


Da kirkens skolestyre (Board of Education) direkte rapporterer i enkeltheter 
til dette møte om kirkens høiere skoler, behøves her bare å henlede opmerksom- 
heten på dette viktige ledd av kirkens gjerning. 

Vårt forrige fellesmøte trådte sammen like efterat Luther College's hoved- 
bygning var nedbrent. Møtet tilstemte en innsamling for gjenreisning av Luther 
College's fornemste bygning. Målet blev satt til $300,000. Dr. Bergsaker påtok 
sig ledelsen av dette arbeide. Det gleder oss å kunne melde at ved vårt folks god- 
vilje er dette mål mer enn nådd. i 

. Concordia ‘College har iherdig drevet sin innsamling til Fjelstad Hall og 
annet nødvendig nybygg ved skolen. ; 

Et halvt års tid efter forrige fellesmøte ied St. Olaf College et følelig tap 
ved dr. L. W. Boes bortgang. Skolens "Board of Trustees” valgte som hans 
eftermann, til å fylle vakansen til næste kirkestevne, dr. C. M. Granskou, tidli- 
gere rektor ved Augustana College. Han nomineres nu til valg for en full ter- 
min. Dr. Boe fikk den glede å se St. Olaf College's nye biblioteksbygning full- 
ført; denne bygnings høitidelige åpning var en av de siste festligheter ved skolen 
som han fikk delta i. 

Augustana College har valgt som sin rektor efter dr. Granskou pastor L. M. 
Stavig, prest i St. John's menighet, Northfield, Minn. Han har tiltrådt denne 
stilling og er nu i travl virksomhet med å lede en innsamling til hgilig påkrevet 
nybygg og utvidelse ved skolen. : 

orleden sommer trådte dr. O. A. Tingelstad av som rektor ved Pacific Lu- 
theran College, efter mange års fortjenstfullt virke, under hvilket et solid grunn- 
lag blev lagt kulturelt og åndelig, med kristendom som hjørnesten for all sann 
åndsdannelse. Under hans ledelse utviklet skolen sig fra å være i hovedsak et 
academy” til å bli “an accredited college of education.” Også fra sitt “liberal 
arts college course” har skolen nu dimittert graduenter med graden B.A. Sko- 
lens nye rektor, dr. S. C. Eastvold, tidligere prest i Første menighet, Eau Claire 
Wis., har energisk tatt fatt på sitt nye virke. ; ‘ 
Da Waldorf College's rektor, J. Rendahl, fratrådte, blev pastor Morton O 
Nilssen valgt i hans sted. Han var tidligere hovedlærer i religion ved Luther 
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College og senere hjemmemisjonsprest i en av Chicagos forstæder. Med energi 
og begeistring har han tatt fatt på sitt nye virke. Waldorf College kan glede 
sig over varmhjertet og lojal støtte fra kirkefolket i sitt nabolag. 

Augustana Academy har formådd å hevde sin søkning og yder kirken ros- 
verdig tjeneste. Det samme kan sies om Clifton College i Texas og om Camrose 
College for Canadas vedkommende. 

Luther Teologiske Seminar i St. Paul, Minn., har i år det største kull av 
teologiske kandidater i sin historie, — 62 i alt. En grunn hvorfor antallet er så 
stort er den at flere av de studenter som almindelig vilde blitt sendt ut forleden 
høst som "interns,” blev lagt til "senior”-klassen på grunn av de mange vakanser 
i vår kirkes prestekall. 

Dr. Theo. Huggenvik avslo det kall som forrige fellesmøte stilte til ham om 
å overta professoratet i kirkehistorie ved Luther Seminar. Det blev da Kirkerå- 
dets plikt sammen med Skolestyret og det teologiske fakultet å nominere en an- 
nen til valg som dr. C. M. Weswigs eftermann. Dr. Weswig gikk med på å 
forelese inntil ny professor var valgt. 

Den nevnte komité opstiller til valg for denne stilling dr. Iver Iversen, Cana- 
da distrikts president og teologisk foreleser ved Luther Seminar i Saskatoon. 

Denne komité anbefaler videre at dette fellesmøte opretter en ny professor- 
stilling ved Luther Seminar i St. Paul for å gjøre mulig både utvidet "graduate 
study” ved seminariet og permisjonstid for professorene til videregående studier. 
I tilfelle denne anbefaling antas av møtet, nominerer ovennevnte komité for 
denne stilling pastor A. N. Rogness, Mason City, Iowa. 

På grunn av de mange vakanser i prestekallene og regjeringens militærbe- 
stemmelse at teologiske studenter stadig må frekventere en teologisk læreanstalt, 
er næste leseårs begynnelse ved Luther Seminar satt til 5 juni i år. Alle studenter 
som nu tjener som “interns,” er blitt tilsagt å begynne sitt "senior”-år ved den 
tid; likeledes de “middlers” som ellers vilde blitt sendt ut som “interns.” Følgen 
av dette blir at et kull på henimot 90 kandidater uteksamineres fra seminariet sist 
i kommende februar måned. Den nevnte ordning gjør det mulig for aspiranter 
som tar avgangseksamen ved våre colleges denne vår, straks å begynne som 
“juniors” ved Luther Seminar. 

Luther Seminar i Saskatoon, Canada, har stadig fortsatt sin virksomhet. Rek- 
tor J. R. Lavik støttes i forelesningsarbeidet av dr. Iver Iversen, distriktets 
president, som foreleser ved skolen i den utstrekning som hans tid tillater. For 
kommende skoleår vil forelesninger gis også av pastor O. K. Storaasli, som har 
antatt kall fra lokalmenigheten i Saskatoon. 


HJEMMEMISJON 


Helt fra kirkens første tider har hjemmemisjonen hatt en stor plass i vårt 
kirkefolks interesse. Dette misjonsvirke har gradvis utvidet sig så at det idag, 
under hjemmemisjonsstyrets ledelse, omspenner hele vårt land og storparten 
av Canada. En detaljert rapport fra dette styre til fellesmøtet foreligger. 

Nye problemer har reist sig på grunn av de allerede nevnte befolknings-for- 
skyvninger forårsaket av krigsindustri-situasjonen. For på best mulig måte å 
løse disse problemer på de nye befolkningscentrer har National Lutheran Council 
oprettet den såkalte “Commission on American Missions,” hvori de forskjellige 
tilsluttede kirkesamfund samvirker. Tiden understreker sterkt betydningen av det 
gamle ord om å gå ut på veiskjellene for å nøde folk inn i Guds hus. vg 

Under de nuværende omstendigheter er det ikke mulig for hjemmemisjons- 
styret å få ansatt nye evangelister på full tid; der er nemlig for tiden for mange 
vakante prestekall. Her skal imidlertid nevnes en sak til presters og menigheters 
overveielse. Ved våre colleges er det almindelig å ha en såkalt "spiritual emphasis 
week,” helst med talere utenfra. Det burde være mulig for hver menighet eller 
prestekall å ordne noe lignende i sin midte. Disse møter kunde ledes av presten 
med bistand av naboprester. Uten tvil vilde slike møter kunne utrette meget for 
å legge menighetsfolket det ene fornødne alvorlig på hjerte. En krets i Søndre 
Minnesota distrikt fulgte denne ordning i det forløpne år, med møter i hver me- 
nighet. Det anbefales varmt at hver krets tar denne plan under overveielse. 

Kirkens lånekasse (The Church Extension Fund) viser for tiden en kassebe- 
holdning på $153,053.79. Menigheter som har hatt lån fra denne kasse, og deres 
prester har i det senere utvist rosverdig flid for å få tilbakebetalt disse lån. Mr. 
C. L. Nasby har gitt lånekassens sak megen omtanke og meget arbeide. Som 
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en følge derav er Hjemmemisjonsstyret nu i stand til å yde hjemmemisjonsme- 
nigheter god støtte når ophevelsen av de såkalte “priorities” 1 materialer igjen 
gjør nybygg mulig. Det er gledelig at mange av disse menigheter nytter vente- 
tiden til å samle byggefond i sin egen midte. å 

I løpet av de siste ti år har kirkens fellespresident fungert som eksekutiv- 
sekretær og leder av hjemmemisjonsarbeidet. Denne ordning blev truffet under 
krisetiden for å redusere hjemmemisjonens administrasjons-utgifter. På mitt for- 
slag har styret nu besluttet å gjenoprette stillingen som eksekutiv-sekretær på 
full tid i hjemmemisjonsarbeidet. 


HEDNINGMISJONEN " 


Ingen av kirkens virksomhetsgrener tør i samme grad som hedningmisjonen 
ha følt krigens følger. Kina, med sine myldrende millioner, har nu i mange år 
vært en slagmark. Efterat vårt land kom med i krigen, blev noen av våre misjo- 
nærer internert, og andres virksomhet blev på flere måter innsnevret. Tross iher- 
dige forsøk har det vist sig meget vanskelig å få sendt ut misjonærer til våre 
marker, spesielt da til Kina. Vi takker Gud at det dog er blitt mulig for noen få 
å nå frem til Kina og til Syd-Afrika. De nevnte kommunikasjonsvanskeligheter 
har selvsagt også vært en hindring i veien for misjonærer som skulde ha hjemlov. 

Vår misjonærgruppe på Filippinene er fremdeles internert i Camp Holmes ved 
Baguio. Brev som nådde frem med skibet “Gripsholm,” tyder på at deres livsfor- 
hold der arter sig så godt som kan ventes under krigens kår. Alle melder at de 
er ved noenlunde bra helbred, og at de setter sin lit til Gud i håp om at den dag 
snart matte rinne da de igjen får større og bedre arbeidsmuligheter. Vårt håp 
og vår bønn er at befrielsens time snart må slå for dem. De gir uttrykk for stor 
takknemlighet for hjemmemenighetens forbønner, og er viss på at forbønnen har 
styrket dem og bidratt til deres sikkerhet. 

Når krigen slutter, vil det vise sig et overmåte stort krav både på en øket 
misjonærstyrke og på midler. Jeg er forvisset om at vårt folk vil stå rede og 
villig til å møte denne situasjon, slik at Ordet kan bli forkynt også der hvor 
det hittil har vært ukjent. 

På 1 januar 1944 var det et hundre år siden misjonsprest H. P. S. Schreuder 
først kom til Afrika. Et århundre har altså gått siden norsk hedningmisjon tok 
sin begynnelse. Schreudermisjonen ledes nu av vår kirke. Vi takker Gud som 
har gjort oss til Kristi medarbeidere i evangeliet for dem som ikke har det. Vår 
misjon i Syd-Afrika forbereder sig nu på å feire sitt hundreårsminne. 


BARMHJERTIGHETS-VIRKSOMHETEN 


Vårt "Board of Charities” har fortsatt sitt anbetrodde hverv å drive og lede 
arbeidet ved våre veldedige anstalter for barn og for gamle, og virksomheten med 
å finne hjem for hjemløse småbarn. Ved siden av disse velkjente gjøremål søker 
styret ved sine arbeidere å tjene også på andre måter, således ved besøk på syke- 
hus og andre anstalter og ved bymisjon. En hel flokk av menn og kvinner er 
således stadig optatt med kjærlighetstjeneste på kirkens vegne blandt lidende 
og nødstedte. 

_ Et ledd i dette arbeide er den virksomhet som flere sykehus ikke direkte eiet 
av kirken, men oprettet og drevet av vårt folk holder ved like på forskjellige 
steder. Ved den kristelige ånd som her råder, og ved Ordets betjening utfører 
de en stor enerne 

o anstalter innen vår kirke gir utdannelse for diakonissegjerni sg 
Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital” i Chicago og Fine Fe 
theran Deaconess Hospital” i Brooklyn. Gjennem mange år har de ved diako- 
nissenes tjeneste og opsyn gjort et stort arbeide blandt syke og andre nødstedte 
samtidig som de stadig søker å kalle og utdanne unge kvinner for den tjenende 
KJE plante penis mennesker i Kristi navn. ; 

en nær fremtid akter Board of Charities å ansette en eks i å 
full tid for å overta den tjeneste som kirkens fellespresident Ke 
forbindelse i løpet av de ti siste år.

PENSJONEN 


. Den nye pensjonsordning som kirken har antatt, vinner i stigende grad me- 
nighetenes tilslutning. Når menigheter og prester blir kjent med pensjonspla- 
nens regler og hensikt, slutter de sig i regelen villig til. Pensjonssaken er stadig 
gjenstand for Styrets granskning. Forsøk gjøres på å fremlegge saken så klart 
at både menigheter og prester kan overbevises om at vår pensjonsordning løser 
spørsmålet om en prests situasjon når tiltagende alder eller svekket helbred 
gjør fortsatt tjeneste umulig eller vanskelig. Vi er de menn takknemlig som i 
årevis nøie gransket denne sak, for deres utarbeidelse av den nye ordning og 
for deres fortsatte råd og veiledning. ; 


FORLAGSVIRKSOMHETEN 


Augsburg Publishing House fortsetter utgivelsen av kristelig bokavl som 
fortjener opmerksomhet ikke bare hvad innholdet angår, men også på grunn av 
sitt tiltalende utstyr. Anerkjennende ord er da også blitt uttalt av fagfolk på 
forlagskunstens område, folk uten forbindelse med vår kirke. Her tør det være 
på sin plass å nevne at for hundre år siden eide ikke vår kirke noen bokavl av 
egen produksjon, mens den i 1943 produserte ikke ferre enn 56,500,000 stykker av 
trykksaker. I dette antall innbefattes bøker, småskrifter, traktater og blade. 

Vårt forlag har i sannhet utført et stort arbeide, på tross av vanskelighetene 
forbundet med tilgang på papir og arbeidshjelp for tiden. 


KIRKENS FINANSER 


Det gleder oss å kunne melde at det budgett som kirken fastsatte for året 
1943, ikke alene er nådd, men endog oversteget. Totalbeløpet innkommet er 
$1,120,167.65, — 111.5 prosent. Av hjertet takker vi Gud for det storslagne svar 
som menighetsfolket således har gitt på kirkens kall. Dette er det mål som vi i 
årevis har søkt å nå. At målet nu er nådd, skyldes det flittige og tålmodige 
arbeide utført av "The Stewardship Department” med dr. Bergsaker i spissen. 
Vi uttaler herved på kirkens vegne en varm takk til ham og hans medarbeidere, 
og spesielt til våre prester og menigheter og til foreninger innen kirken. Det 
som således er utført, betyr økede arbeidsmuligheter for Guds rike i dets ut- 
bredelse. Vi er Gud takknemlige for dette bevis på kjærlighet til Guds rikssak 
blandt vårt folk. : Å ov ard 

Spørsmålet reiser sig nu av sig selv om det nu ikke er tid til å sette et høiere 
budgett-mål. Fra tid til annen har mange uttalt ønsket om å gjøre noe mere 
enn det som budgettet gjør mulig, altså i tillegg til dette. Det skulde synes mulig 
å la budgett-målet bli stående ved det nuværende beløp, $1,005,000.00, men sam- 
tidig som kirkens fellesmøte å rette en henstilling til menighetene om å søke ad 
frivillighetens vei å yde minst 10 prosent mere, som et tillegg til budgettet, for de 
to kommende år. Det vilde gi en særlig anledning for dem som har vist interesse 
for spesielle ydelser til en eller annen sak på kirkens program, enten det er til 
skolene, misjonene eller barmhjertighetsvirket. 

Innsamlingen til hundreårs-minnegaven har vært fortsatt av denne store saks 
leder, dr. A. J. Bergsaker, med bistand av pastor E. C. Haavik og andre. Nye 
løfter er blitt gitt, og innbetaling på tidligere løfter har funnet sted. Dr. Bergs- 
aker rapporterer direkte om fondets status. Jeg vil gjerne få uttale til ham i sær- 
deleshet og hans medarbeidere i almindelighet vår dyptfølte takk for det utrette- 
lige arbeide de har nedlagt for utførelsen av denne viktige del av hundreårsmin- 

s feiring. ark 
Eero ter å ha tatt del i arbeidet med å samle inn årets budgett og jubileums- 
gaven har vår kasserer, dr. H. O. Shurson, fra tid til annen bevirket at spesielle 
gaver er blitt skjenket kirken, særlig av eldre medlemmer. Til de mange som 
således har overdratt til dr. Shurson betydelige summer til bruk i den kirke de 
elsker, uttaler vi påskjønnelse og takk; og vi setter stor pris på den måte hvor- 
på dr. Shurson har utført givernes vilje. 
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HJELPEFORENINGER 


En velsignelse for kirken er de arbeidsgrupper der som foreninger innen kir- 
ken trofast har støttet dens arbeidsprogram. Hver og en av disse foreninger har, 
hver på sitt felt, beriket kirkens liv. Å 

Kvinnenes Misjonsforbund, de yngre kvinners forening (Lutheran Daughters 
of the Reformation), Ungdomsforbundet og Sangerforbundet (Young People's 
Luther League and the Choral Union) og Mannsforbundet (Brotherhood) har 
alle lagt trofast samvirke med kirken for dagen. For den interesse og tjeneste de 
har vist menighetenes og kirkens sak, hver på sitt spesielle felt, takker vi dem og 
.vår Gud, fra hvem tjenestens glede kommer. 


BOKMISJONEN 


Bokmisjonen, under pastor M. O. Sumstads ledelse, har fortsatt drevet sitt 
velsignelsesrike virke. På tross av papirmangel og andre vansker blev ikke færre 
enn 765,000 eksemplarer av traktater og småskrifter utgitt i 1943. Pastor Sum- 
stads energiske og begeistrede grep på arbeidsprogrammet har båret lovende 
frukter. I arbeidet har han fått god hjelp av sin hustru. Vi føler oss forvisset om 
at Bokmisjonen vil stadig utvides og bære alt rikere frukter. 


DET AMERIKANSKE BIBELSELSKAP 


I en tid som vår er det neppe nødvendig å gjøre opmerksom på bibelselskape- 
nes store betydning. Den strøm av bibler og testamenter som fra det Ameri- 
kanske Bibelselskap stadig går ut til våre menn og kvinner i krigstjenesten, har 
nådd et så stort omfang at statistiske oplysninger herom ikke lenger illustrerer. 
Men nevnes bør det at nettop denne tjeneste legger et veldig beslag på selska- 
pets midler. Visstnok yder vår kirke årlig en sum til denne sak; men det bør 
huskes at krigstidens store krav gjør nødvendig at Amerikas kirker nu yder me- 
get mer til vårt lands bibelselskap enn de hittil har gjort. Jeg retter derfor en 
inntrengende opfordring til individer, menigheter og foreninger om å ihukomme 
bibelselskapet med gaver. Disse kan bli sendt til vår kasserer, med oplysning om 
at de er bestemt for “the American Bible Society.” 


JØDEMISJONEN 


Forrige fellesmøte tilstemte tanken på å få til et nærmere forhold, med øket 
ansvar, til Zionsforeningen for Israels arbeide. Vårt Hjemmemisjonsstyre har 
tatt den sak under overveielse og rapporterer i den anledning til dette møte. 
Andre lutherske kirkesamfund har også vist interesse for nærmere samarbeide i 
saken gjennem Zionsforeningen. I hvilken utstrekning dette samvirke kan gis en 
praktisk ordning, vil avhenge av foreningen og hver enkelt av de kirkesamfund 
som er interesserte og gjerne vil forkynne Kristus for Israels hus. Vi anbefaler 
til vårt folk Zionsforeningen for Israel i dens arbeide for på våre vegne å efter- 
komme denne del av misjonsbefalingen til oss fra Gud gjennem hans Sønn. 


IN MEMORIAM 


_ Midt i gleden over å ha nådd som kirke vårt første sekels merkepæl i vårt 
kirkelige liv og arbeide, drar vi oss med sorg og savn til minne at der er dem 
som ikke lenger er her for å dele festgleden med oss. Men vi er forvisset om at 
de har fått gå inn til sin Herres glede, inn i langt større, dypere og saligere 
glede enn den vi kan opleve her på jord. Og vi minnes med takk deres tjeneste i 
kirken gjennem de år de fikk som sin arbeidstid, i noens tilfelle en lengre tid, i 
andres en kortere. Han som i rette tid kaller sine tjenere hjem, ser ikke på 
tjenestens lengde; han sa: "Salig er de som er tro.” Derfor, ved tanken på de tro 
Guds tjenere, som har gått inn til hvilen, takker vi idag Gud for deres livstjeneste 
og lyser fred over deres minne. 


Dr. M. O. Bøckman 


Blandt de hensovede minnes vi spesielt dr. M. O. Bøckman, som gjennem så 
lang en tid var teologisk profesor og vår presteskoles rektor. Ved forrige felles- 
møte hadde vi den glede å ha ham med oss og høre hans manende, korte hilsen 
Vi visste ikke da at det var siste gang han såes iblandt oss. Over alt i vår kirke 
er menn som satt under hans lærerstol, menn som han veiledet og trenet for 
prestetjenesten. På den ene side nådde hans virketid pionértidens kirke, og på 
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den annen kirken av idag. Han var en fint dannet kristenpersonlighet, preget av’ 
dyp forvissning om Guds ords urokkelige sannhet. Vi takker Gud for gaven han 
gav oss som kirke i dr. Bøckman. Signet være hans minne! 


Dr. L. W. Boe 


Fellesmøtet i 1942 fikk også en hilsen fra dr. L. W. Boe, som hadde vært en 
forgrunnsskikkelse ved alle våre tidligere møter. Hans dypt kristelige personlig- 
het, sunde sans og praktiske grep på kirkens problemer 'gjorde at han alltid blev 
påhørt med respekt når han talte. Han elsket sin kirke og satte den over alle 
andre interesser i sitt liv; intet var for godt for den. Mer enn én gang, når det 
som kunde synes å være til hans kjære skoles beste lot til å stå i motsetning 
til kirkens, var det intet spørsmål tor dr. Boe om hvilken av de to skulde ha 
fortrinet. Den iver og energi som han la i arbeidet for en verdig feiring av vårt 
hundreårsminne, bidrog meget til det heldige utfall. Ett av hans siste store ar- 
beider var reisningen av St. Olaf College's nye bibliotek. Tross tiltagende syke- 
liglet var han med ved innvielsen av dette byggverk. Det blev da også praktisk 
talt hans siste akt i embeds medfør ved skolen. Hans liv berørte tusener av menn 
og kvinners liv over hele vårt land og Canada og ute på våre misjonsmarker. 
Og mange er de som takker Gud for den innflytelse dr. Boe øvde på dem. Han 
var en ærlig, helstøpt kristensjel, en mann som i ydmykhet vandret for Gud. 
Ikke alene for oss blev hans liv til velsignelse, men også for hele den lutherske 
kirke i Amerika, ja for verdens lutherdom, på grunn av hans omfattende interes- 
ser. Vår kirke har lidt et stort tap ved dr. Boes bortgang; men Guds vilje skje! 
Boes minne vil leve iblandt oss.

Det 
som er blitt utrettet under hans ledelse er et av de mest enestående eksempler på 
hjemmemisjonsvirke i den lutherske kirke, ja i hvilken som helst kirke. Når han 
nu treder av fra aktiv deltagelse i arbeidets ledelse i sitt distrikt og i kirken, vil 
vi få takke ham for hans lange og tro tjeneste både som prest og som tilsyns- 
mann, samt for hans sindige råd og behagelige samvirke. Vi ber at Herren fort- 
satt må unde ham sjels og legems styrke og åpne ham dører til videre tjeneste.” 


PROF. L. N. FIELD 


_ Pastor L. N. Field, professor ved Luther College, Decorah, Iowa, blev på 18 
juni 1943 valgt av Rocky Mountain distrikts årsmøte i Havre, Mont., som dr. 
Skindlovs eftermann i tilsynsmannsembedet. 


DR. C. M. WESWIG 


Ifjor vår nådde dr. C. M. Weswig aldersgrensen i sitt embed 

i kirkehistorie ved Luther Seminar i St. Paal Da ingen Fe 
å opta arbeidet ved leseårets begynnelse ifjor høst, gikk dr. Weswig med på å 
tjene også dette år. Vi uttaler herved vår dyptfølte takk og påskjønnelse til dr 
Weswig for hans store innsats i presteutdannelsen gjennem 39 år. Både som 
lærer og som videnskapsmann har han beriket sine studenters liv, og vil bli 
erindret av dem med respekt og takk. Vi tilønsker ham Guds rike velsignelse 
for de år som måtte ligge foran ham. 


LUTHERSK SAMHOLD 


Kirkerådet tilstiller dette års fellesmøte for dets overveielse en erklæring om 
luthersk enighet og samhold. Denne erklæring har på ingen måte til hensatt å 
anbefale organisk forening eller tanken på dannelsen av ett stort samfund: men 
den anbefaler innbyrdes anerkjennelse mellem lutheranere som offisielt har er- 
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klært sitt standpunkt på bekjennelsens grunn og på de prinsipper og den praksis 
som er anerkjent av våre lutherske kirkesamfund i dette land. 


AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


Det sist avholdte møte av "the American Lutheran Conference” fant sted i 
Rock Island, Ill, høsten 1942. Det emne som samlet mest interesse om sig var 
spørsmålet om luthersk enhet og samhold. På grunnlag av de resolusjoner i sa- 
ken som blev tilstemt av konferansen, er blitt utarbeidet en erklæring av vårt 
Kirkeråd, en erklæring som fortjener å leses med forståelsesfull opmerksomhet. 

Konferansen har også viet arbeidet blandt studenter ved ikke-lutherske lære- 
anstalter, det såkalte "Lutheran Student Service,” megen opmerksomhet. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


Ved det sist avholdte møte av det Lutherske Nasjonalråd fremsatte omorga- 
nisasjons-komitéen forslag til endringer i konstitusjonen. Disse forslag tilstilles 
dette fellesmøte til overveielse og antagelse, av Kirkerådet, som i vår kirke er 
det organ som approberer og autoriserer alle saker referert til vår kirke fra 
National Lutheran Council. Nasjonalrådet har søkt gjennem den foreslåtte re- 
visjon å samle mere under et de virksomheter og opgaver som det har fått sig 
anvist. 

Rådet søker ikke å trenge sig inn på synodens individuelle og selvstyrende 
områder. Det tjener kun som de tilsluttede synoders arbeidsredskap for utfø- 
relsen av de opgaver som henvises til det. Det søker å optrekke retningslinjer i 
dette arbeide og tjene som vår representant i offentlige anliggender, i forholdet 
til landets myndighter og i andre situasjoner hvor samlet optreden kreves. Som 
eksempler pa Nasjonalrådets arbeidsområde kan nevnes “the Commission on 
American Missions,” som har opsyn med misjonsvirksomheten på krigsindustri- 
centrer; “the Service Commission,” som under dr. N. M. Ylvisakers ledelse driver 
virksomheten blandt vårt lands militærstyrker; og "the Commission on Lutheran 
Welfare,’ som søker å fremme samvirket mellem kirkesamfundenes organer for 
socialt arbeide, som f. eks. velferdsforeninger, barne-plasering, hospitalsvirke 
og lignende. 


LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


Innsamlingen til det kristelige arbeide blandt våre militærstyrker, for de 
nødstedte misjoner og blandt krigsfanger, etc., er nu ledet av det Lutherske 
Nasjonalråd under benevnelsen "Lutheran World Action.” Ifjor var vår kirkes 
kvota satt til $199,900. Det kontante beløp sendt Nasjonalrådets kasserer lød 
på $206,502.82, altså 103 prosent. Følgende tabell er fra "the National Lutheran 
Council”:

Opropet for 1944 som Nasjonalradet har sendt ut til synodene, ber om $1,315,- 
000.00. Storparten av dette beløp er bestemt til den kristelige tjeneste blandt våre 
menn og kvinner i landets krigstjeneste, både for "service centers” ved militær- 
leirene og utskibningshavner, og for å forsyne feltprester med kristelig litteratur 
og annet utstyr som trenges i deres gjerning. aX ; 

Men ved siden av dette må de lutherske nødstedte misjoner verden over få 
vår broderlige støtte. Oss har Gud gitt en tryggere, mindre utsatt stilling enn 
andre. Derfor venter han store ting av den lutherske kirke i dette land. Av den 
som meget er betrodd, ventes meget. Var kirkes kvota for i ar er satt til $244,600. 

Dette tiltak vil kunne skje lettest og med minst mulig utgift om de rad følges 
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som dr. Bergsaker, lederen for innsamlingen i 1943, sender ut. Han henstiller 
nemlig til menighetene å yde til denne sak minst 25 procent av de beløp de bes 
om til vår kirkes budgett. Pengene til Lutheran World Action bør samles og 
innsendes til vår kasserer snarest mulig, da sakens løpende utgifter stiger stadig, 
særlig da for “the Service Commission,” på grunn av våre militærstyrkers fort- 
kning. : : 
st Be er ikke nok at vi anskaffer oss “service flags” for våre kirker. Det gjelder 
om ved offer og ydelse å holde i kjærlig minne de menn og kvinner som flagge- 
nes stjerner representerer. Noen av våre menigheter gav meget mer enn sin 
kvota; det var det som gjorde det mulig å samle det fulle beløp; for noen få 
menigheter gav mindre enn det beløp de blev bedt om. Dette oprop bør få vår 
begeistrede tilslutning og mest levende interesse. 


NORGES KIRKE 


I år er det fire år siden Tysklands nazistyrker overfalt og besatte Norge. 
Dette ' overfall proklamerte for verden at ingen som helst tillit kunde settes til 
traktater og avtaler med Tyskland. Norge blev det første eksempel på denne 
brutale og grusomme fremferd av tyskerne. Senere fikk andre land lide samme 
skjebne. Og tyskernes fremferd blev det mønster som også Japan har fulgt 
overfor nøitrale folk. : F 

Disse fire år har bragt til Norges folk en lidelse og nød hvis rekkevidde kan 
først bli kjent til fulle efterat de allierte har vunnet seier. Arbeiderforeninger og 
andre yrkesgrupper, lærere ikke minst, har især fått døie forfølgelse og terror. 
Med meget få undtagelser har de forfulgte mannjevnt vist sig tro overfor frihet 
og folkerett, på tross av de svære lidelser de har måttet bære. 

Norges kirke danner her ingen undtagelse. Dens biskoper og prester og andre 
kristenledere har modig stillet sig i bresjen som talsmenn for fundamentale 
menneskerettigheter, for grunnlovsmessig frihet og rett, og for kirkens rett og 
plikt i tide og i utide, i medgang og under forfølgelse, å forkynne det hele Guds 
ord. Følgende for kirken er velkjente. Biskop Berggrav, kirkens primas, sitter i 
ensomt fengsel under stadig bevoktning. De andre biskoper er blitt avsatt fra 
sine embeder, og noen av dem er blitt forvist fra sine bispedømmer.

Måtte Gud la dagen 
snart rinne da Norges kirke — dens prester, bisper, lærere og lemmer — igjen 
må få innta sin rette plass i et folk befriet fra undertrykkerens hånd! 

Siden vi sist møttes til fellesmøte, har mange og store begivenheter funnet 
sted i verden. Eftersom tiden har gått, har våre menigheter i stigende grad fått 
føling av disse. Større opgaver og ansvar har kommet til våre prester og vårt 
menighetsfolk med nasjonens kall til tjeneste. I våre kirker bærer de mange 
"service flags” vidne om at fra hver menighet har fra 50 til 300 eller fler av dens 
beste ungdom gått til landets forsvar. Både prester og lege lemmer har møtt de 
nye krav og forhold med alvor og troskap. Fra mange steder meldes om øket 
kirkesøkning og om flittigere nadverdsbesøk. 

Disse prester og menigheter, som så lojalt har sluttet sig om sitt lands sak 
og samtidig har tjent kirken og dens Herre med troskap, skylder vår kirke stor 
takk. Brødre, vi takker Gud for dere. Deres troskap overfor ansvar og Gud-givne 
plikter vil bli stående som et styrkende og ildnende moment i vår kirkes liv. 

Vi ber for de mange hjem som har sine kjære i landets tjeneste, for dem som 
har sine på de utsatte misjonsmarker, og i særdeleshet for dem som har fått den 
tunge melding at en av deres er falt i kampen for folk og land. Vi ber at Gud 
ved sin Hellige Ånd må gi dere styrke, visdom og lys, forat dere kan bli sterke 
i Herren, og at all tidens lidelse må tjene dem til gode som elsker Gud. 

Gud gi dette møte at det i den ånd som besjelet våre fedre gjennem de 
hundre år, må gå fremover i Herrens navn, være sig det nye sekels opgaver be- 
visst og kjøpslå med sine pund til Herren kommer!

During the past year I have had 23 visitations or conferences and 30 other 
appointments in the congregations of the district.

Have also been at seven board or committee 
meetings, and have taught New Testament Exegesis, Old Testament Exegesis, 
New Testament Introduction, and English Bible, in all nine hours per week, at 
Luther Seminary, Saskatoon. 

INSTITUTIONS 


The Bethany Sunset Home at Bawlf is very much in need of a new building. 
Under the capable management of Sister Marie Weiks a considerable building 
fund has already been accumulated. But, of course, much more is needed. Cam- 
rose College has the record attendance of its history. It is handicapped by too 
limited dormitory and class-room facilities. It also needs a gymnasium. Also our 
seminary in Saskatoon suffers from too cramped quarters. It should be provided 
with its own building affording more dormitory facilities than we have at present 
as well as living quarters for at least one of: the professors. The present is the 
propitious time to conduct perhaps a joint ingathering for a future building 
program. 

Our Bible Institute at Outlook has enjoyed a surprisingly good attendance 
in its Bible courses in spite of the limitations for such a school caused by the 
war. The high school department was reopened last fall. The registration so far 
exceeded all expectations that quite a number of applicants had to be refused 
because of lack of building space. At present only the main building can be 
used. The board at its last meeting decided to add two additional members to the 
staff, to undertake extensive repairs of the boys’ dormitory, and minor repairs 
needed on the main building This school has, since it was re-opened, been 
supported entirely by the contributions from our district. It has been proven 
that there is a definite need of this institution in our church life in Canada. It is 
to be hoped that the generosity so far manifested toward our Outlook school may 
continue to increase so as to meet the special demands for this year as well as 
the increased running expenses the expansion of the school will bring about. 

A satisfactory settlement of the tax issue has been arrived at with the town 
of Outlook. This school will handle the Sunday school by mail that is being 
planned by our district committee of parish education.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE W.M.F 
TO THE 1944 CONVENTION 


One year has passed since we crossed the threshold into the second century since 
the founding of our Church. Two years have gone by since we celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of the organization of the Women’s Missionary Federation. After the 
pause in which we took inventory of what God has wrought among us, we resumed 
our onward march, under God, as a Church and a federation of women. In His Name 
we obeyed His marching orders, dedicating ourselves to His program, beseeching 
Him for His Spirit that our walk might be worthy. It seems appropriate to us there- 
fore that the theme for this convention should be: "Walk worthy of the Lord,” with 
texts from Col. 1:10-15 and Rev. 3:4, and that our motto should be: “Under God, 
go onward.” 

This report concerns itself first with a brief sketch of what “walking” has been done 
in His Kingdom by the women of the Church during the biennium, and secondly, with 
the “walking” we may hope to do in the future. 

We prayed at the beginning of this biennium that we might walk with our hands 
in His hand; that by the power of the Holy Spirit we might follow in the footsteps 
of Jesus. Our chief desire, we assured each other, should be that He might be glorified. 
Increasing in knowledge of God is one of the requisites for walking worthily. For that 
reason the establishing of the Family Altar in our homes, the reading and studying 
of the Bible and the Christian Nurture of our children has been stressed continually. 
As helps to this end we might call attention to the Christian Nurture articles and the 
Bible Study Series in our News Bulletin; to the many societies who have Bible study 
at Aid meetings or who have formed special Bible study groups and to the Literature 
Committee which provides so many helpful pamphlets as well as the program series 
which is based on the Ten Commandments. Walking implies action. Throughout our 
membership our women have been active. Reports show an increase in contributions to 
the budget. Foreign Missions are still our first love, and the Mission Box department 
the most widely supported. Home Missions have been brought graphically to our 
attention through the shifting of population brought on by the war. The increased 
need for Christian leaders in the post-war world makes Christian Education more 
important than ever. The poor, the needy and the unfortunate will be wanting love 
and mercy and care too in that era after the peace has come. The support of all these 
departments always was and still must be our chief concern, if we shall “be fruitful in 
every good work” as we are admonished to be in our convention text. Our women 
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have also willingly participated in such extra projects as the Luther College Emer- 
gency Appeal, The Centennial Ingathering and the Lutheran World Action. 

Walking signifies progress. There has been much of progress. To mention only a 
few examples the Cradle Roll Department has grown to such an extent that we can 
joyfully report that funds are sufficient to enable us to take up work not only among 
the Eskimos, as formerly, but also among the white people of Alaska, the land of 
growing opportunities. We look toward progress also in Foreign Mission work, for 
we too may share in the support of the work in South America which our Synod 
contemplates starting. We are making progress through our Life Membership and 
In Memoriam Department which supports so many worthy extra projects outside the 
budget. Noteworthy among its contributions this year is a church in South Africa 
given as a centennial gift to that mission. i 

Walking implies continuance, which in Christian work shows itself in continually 
abiding in Christ and working for the spread of His Gospel. In our natural walking 
we go from strength to weakness. We start out fresh for our journey, but the road is 
rough, the sun is hot, and soon we are weary and tempted to sit down by the wayside. 
It must not be so with Christian pilgrims. Each step of the way they may receive 
fresh supplies of grace and continue vigorous after years of travel. They may not be 
quite so buoyant and so hasty in their zeal as at the beginning of the walk, but they 
are stronger, for “they go from strength to strength” Ps. 84:7. Isaiah says (Ch. 40: 
31) : “They that wait upon the Lord shall renew their strength, they shall mount up 
with wings as eagles, they shall run and not be weary, they shall walk and not faint.” 
That we have not grown weary in well doing may be seen in at least one new project 
undertaken by the W.M.F. just recently. It will now be our privilege to come to the 
help of Pacific Lutheran College, a citadel of Lutheranism in that new land of 
promise, the Pacific Coast area. It is a cooperative effort with other Lutheran synods. 
That commends it to us. But more than that we must make it possible for this college 
to serve our Christian youth to the end that our Church may have the Christian leaders 
it will need in the west. 

Not all our societies are supporting the whole program of the W.M.F. Still we 
thank God for the growth and progress He has given. We thank Him too for our 
Auxiliary organization, the L.D.R. These daughters gladden the hearts of the mother 
organization as we see them humbly but joyously busy in the Kingdom. We rejoice 
det a them the Lord is preparing a future W.M.F. zealous for the spread of the 

ospel. 

If heights have been reached the honor is God's alone, and if it please Him, those 
heights shall be a spot from which to look ahead to new victories for Him and not 
back to the triumphs of yesterday. All men’s souls seem to be stirred with a desire 
for a new world order, a restless urge for victory. Let us remind ourselves that victory 
must be gained first over sinful human hearts. We do not look for new paths, we who 
would walk worthily. We need no new program for our forward march. We need 
only to walk the old tried paths of belief in the inspired Word of God, adherence to 
His means of grace, trust in His assurance of salvation in His Son, our Savior, Jesus 
Christ. These are the paths for which the world is longing though it knows it not. 
May Christianity see its challenge and bring Christ to the world. He is the only 
hope of the world. 

Before this report closes there must be a word of thanks and appreciation. First a 
humble thanks to God who has granted a place in His program to the women of the 
church and Who has tolerated the feeble efforts of your president. Then a personal 
thank you to the Administrative Committee for standing ready to help with every task; 
to the Executive Board and the General Board for Christian fellowship, encourage- 
ment and co-operation. To the entire membership of the W.M.F. my gratitude goes 
out to you for your prayers in my behalf as well as for the Federation. To my pre- 
decessors in office a hearty thank you for your devotion to the cause, which, under 
God, has brought us this far on our onward march. To all who have in any way served 
the Master and promoted His cause through the W.M.F., a hearty thank you! May 
God richly reward and bless you all! 

The command is “Onward, under God.” Human encouragement does not have 
enough force to keep us going onward when difficulties multiply as they are doing 
these days, but He, our divine Lord and Savior, walks with His Church. Through His 
redemption and forgiveness we become worthy.

Many changes have taken place in the LDR this past biennium because of the 
drain war industries have made on the membership of our groups. But while some 
groups have disbanded, many new ones have been organized so we see no marked 
decrease in the number of societies. We are attempting to keep in contact with our - 
girls “on the move,’ and are glad when we hear they have found another LDR in 
which to work. 

The theme, “Redeeming the Time,” is holding our attention for this eighth biennial 
convention. Today’s opportunity for sinner and believer is a reality we do not want to 
escape. We desire to redeem the time in missionary effort wherever the opportunity 
presents itself. 

We have evidence that stewardship consciousness is growing among our LDR 
members. We know of nothing that trains us in the school of cheerful and generous 
giving as does worship offering with its month by month meditations on the joy and 
blessing of giving. Our giving record in the past year has increased by $6,000.00 over 
last year. From our overflow giving through Treasure Chests, we have contributed 
to the support of Miss Betty Garton, LSAA worker; to the Book Mission of our 
church; and to Home Missions. Shishmaref, Alaska, Jewish Missions and Lutheran 
Welfare outside the budget, and three Foreign Mission Schools on the budget have 
received adequate support from the LDR. We anticipate increasing our missionary 
program. 

Of greatest importance is the local monthly meeting. We desire to prepare materials 
suitable for the LCR, Junior LDR and Senior LDR. Our plans for 1945 include 
“Little Journeys in the Kingdom” for the LCR; “The Christian Girl in Her Relation- 
ships” for Junior LDR; Bible Study, "When I Consider .. .” for the Senior LDR. 
Personal contacts with local societies bring large returns. In the past two years the 
following have traveled extensively both in the United States and Canada in the 
interest of the LDR mission projects: Rebecca Millunchick, Rev. Elmer Dahle, Cora 
Martinson, Aagoth Fosmark, Arna Njaa and Myrtle Larson. 

That our board meeting may be a spiritual retreat as well as a business meeting, 
we are again planning two weeks at Mt. Carmel, the summer school of the Lutheran 
Bible Institute—the last two weeks in July. é

“Jesus, Still Lead On” has been chosen by our Board of Directors as the Luther 
League theme for 1944 to be used in all conventions, rallies, and conferences through- 
out the entire Church. Our hope is that this theme might become the prayer of every 
Luther Leaguer, the center of every life, the motivating power for greater activity and 
zeal in every local Luther League and congregation, the heart of all our youth work. 

Of all the organizations in our congregations, our Luther League has been the 
hardest hit by the war. Sometime ago, our Church was reported to have about 56,000 
young men and women in the armed forces. Thousands of others have moved into 
defense areas. In our Luther League work we are concentrating on our High School 
young people. Our aim is to hold every young person confirmed and put him to work 
for Christ and His Church. Our young people of High School age need the Luther 
League desperately in this day of much temptation. J. Edgar Hoover, Chief of our 
F.B.I., says Juvenile Delinquency is approaching a national scandal in our country 
and that if this crime wave continues for four years, America will see one of the worst 
crime waves in history. The real name for juvenile delinquency is sin. The only cure 
for sin is Jesus Christ. Therefore, we must win American youth for Christ. This is 
the only hope for our nation. Our Luther Leagues must go out on a real program 
of personal evangelism to win the millions of unsaved, unchurched American youth 
for Christ. Our Christian young people must become so burdened for other young 
people that they will pray for them, talk to them, persistently invite them to Luther 
League and Church by personal contact, telephone, cards, letters, posters, and news 
stories. Our Church and our nation needs the Luther League today. May we go 
forward with new zeal in the power of God. 


Conventions and Bible Camps 

The strength of our youth work is that which is accomplished in the local congre- 
gations from week to week. However, conventions, rallies, and workers’ conferences 
add much inspiration and we are very thankful for the large gatherings that have been 
held in spite of the war time travel difficulties. Circuit and district conventions are 
being held with even greater enthusiasm. 

Last summer over 11,000 young people attended about 64 Bible Camps in our 
Church. This is a real spiritual force in our Church. 

Missions 


For the fifth consecutive year, our YPLL will support the School for the Blind 
and Crippled at Taohwalun, China, previously supported by the Norwegian Mission 
Society. Each year we have contributed $1,000 but last year the young people were 
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able to send $1,500 in response to a greater need because of the inflation in China. 

In order to stimulate more missionary interest, Luther Leagues have sponsored a 
general subscription campaign for the Missionary Magazine, adding several thousand 
new subscribers to its circulation. 

There is a growing interest in missions among our young people. Many are facing 
the question of a call to foreign service. It seems that God is preparing us for a great 
foreign mission movement following the war. E 

Luther Leaugers are constantly urged to do their part in raising the mission 
budget in every local congregation. Stewardship literature is circulated and studied 
by our Leaguers. 

Our Armed Forces 

Thousands of our Luther Leaguers are living Christ and working for Him through- 
out the world. Local Leagues are keeping in touch with those in the service by letters, 
birthday greetings, Luther League papers, and bulletins. $1,000 of our “Youth for 
Christ Offering” made possible free distribution of thousands of tracts and pamphlets 
to our armed forces last year. 

Our Literature 


In 1943, our Luther League office printed 819,205 pieces of literature. God is reach- 
ing thousands through these tracts and pamphlets. During the year we sent out 29,712 
packages and 18,244 letters. About 6,000 copies of “Better Leagues” magazine are 
circulated each quarter. ' 

Pocket Testament Movement 

Over 3,000 Leaguers this last year pledged themselves to carry the New Testament 
and to read at least a chapter each day. This makes the total membership of the 
Pocket Testament League in our Church 44,229. An increasing number of our Leagues 
have a fifteen-minute Bible study at the opening of each meeting. 


Conclusion 
Our Reading Project, our program of temperance education, our Film Service, 
our Christian service program of visiting shut-ins, hospitals and other institutions, 
calling on unchurched children, and carrying on tract distribution are all used as a 
great blessing to our Church. 
During these days of tragedy and death, we must pray much and work hard that 
our young people may sincerely pray our Luther League theme, “Jesus, Still Lead On.”

BROTHERHOOD 


In spite of the fact that the war has taken many men from the local con- 
gregations with a consequent loss of leadership and membership in the Brother- 
hood, the work has gone forward and notable progress has been made in some 
departments. Many new units have been organized and older organizations have 
given evidence of a revival of spirit. Our men have rallied to the theme “Lutheran 
Men in Action” by intensifying their activities and by striving more earnestly 
than ever to put into practice the four objectives of the Brotherhood: (1) To 
enlist more men for active service in the work of the local congregation and the 
larger tasks of the Synod; (2) To promote an aggressive program of Boys Work 
so as to win, develop and conserve the young manhood of our Church and com- 
munities; (3) To encourage our men to wield a stronger Christian influence in 
the community; and (4) To bring Lutheran men together for Christian fellowship. 

The Brotherhood does not aim to become a money-making organization nor 
dces it desire to lay claim to large contributions of money to the work of our 
Synod. Our men are urged to concentrate all of their efforts on raising in the 
local congregations and through its established financial agencies the funds that 
are needed to promote an aggressive program of spiritual activity in the home 
community and to support the larger missionary and benevolent activities of the 
church body. To this end there is a constant education in stewardship and strong 
emphasis on the need for sacrificial giving in these days when the Christian 
Church faces great responsibilities and is confronted with marvellous opportuni- 
ties for expanding its work and influence. 

In the field of Boys Work the Brotherhood is putting much emphasis on the 
extension of Scouting in the Lutheran Church. District and Circuit Scout Di- 
rectors are being appointed and plans laid to give more of our boys an oppor- 
tunity to become Scouts. Troops already organized are being urged to revamp 
their program to conform as closely as possible to the policies and procedures for 
Lutheran Scout Troops as outlined in the new manual “Scouting in the Lutheran 
Church.” The main objective is to develop Lutheran Troops and to make each 
one an integral part of the local congregation and an auxiliary in the program 
of parish education. Particular attention is being given to rural Scouting because 
a large number of the boys of our congregations live in the rural areas. 

When the service men return to their home communities the men of the Brother- 
hood are urged to take definite steps to welcome them, to absorb them into the life 
of the congregation and to help them in every way possible in the difficult period of 
readjustment to civilian life. The Brotherhood is the most natural and logical agency
